NEW CONGREGATIONAL MINISTER 
PREACHES SUNDAY 


Rev. Dwight L. Cart, D. D., new 
Minister of the First Congregation- 
al Church, will preach his first ser- 
mon from his new pulpit on Sunday 
morning. The former pastor and 
now “Pastor Emeritus”, Dr. Howard 
J. Chidley, preached his last sermon 
as head of the church on Sunday, 
December 28, and officially termin- 
ated his 37-year pastorate on Jan- 
uary 2. 

Following is a biographical 
sketch of Dr. Cart and his family, 
sent out to members of the First 
Congregational Church by the 
Church Committee: 

“Dwight L. Cart was born and 
spent his boyhood days in the State 
of Iowa. He attended Simpson 
College in Indianola, Iowa, where 
he was graduated in 1926 with an 
AH degree. He then came East 
and attended Boston University 
School of Theology, from which he 
was graduated in 1929 with the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Sacred Theo- 
logy. During his third year at 
Boston University, while doj^g full 
senior work at the Seminary, he 
commuted between Boston and 
Haverhill where he carried out a 
busy church schedule at the West 
Congregational Church. To help 
in financing his education, Dr. Cart 
acted as Monitor at Suffolk Law 
School, taught classes and worked 
with the Social Welfare Depart- 
ment of the Morgan Memorial 
Church of All Nations. He also 
took a year’s graduate work in the 
Social Ethics Department of Har- 
vard Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences.

Mr. Wendell D. Irving of 200 
High street is connected with the 
Cambridge firm of Irving A Casson, 
A. H. Davenport Company, which 
has just completed a mammoth copy 
of Leonardo da Vinci’s painting. 
"The Lnst Supper", carved in wood 
by some of the finest wood crafts- 
men in New England. 

The December 22 copy of the 
Christian Science Monitor shows 
Mr. Irving standing beside the 
beautiful carving which was done 
for the Upper Room Chapel of the 
Methodist Board of Evangelism 
Building at Nashville, Tenn. The 
carving, measuring 18 H feet wide 
by 8 Vi feet high, is only approxi- 
mately 12 inches thick, hut so clev- 
erly is it crafted that even from 
only a few feet away it gives the 
illusion of having a depth of sev- 
eral feet. 

The carving was begun last De- 
cember and was produced from a 
model prepared by Ernest Pelli- 
I grini, the company’s well known 
sculptor. 

Two Types of Wood Used 

Two types of special wood — | 
limewood and walnut — were used ] 
in producing this delicate project, 
where one slip of the hand could 
wipe out hours, if not days or even 
weeks, of intricate work. Despite 
these great risks, about 50 different 
craftsmen in four of Irving & Cas- 
son’s departments worked on the 
job. Complete co-operation and 
teamwork by the skilled workmen 
in the wood-working, modeling, 
carving, and wood finishing depart- 
ments have resulted in its success- 
ful completion. 

The long table and almost life- 
like figures depicting Jesus and his 
disciples were carved out of lime- 
wood. The frame and unique 
paneling in the background are 
made of walnut, according to Mr. 
Irving, one of the members of the 
Irving & Casson organization. Mr. 
Irving represents the third gener- 
ation in his family with the 90- 
year-old furniture and wood carv- 
ing company. 

Various types of special tints and 
polychrome paint were used to give 
the garments the proper coloring, 
Mr. Irving said. Special wax ap- 
plied to faces produced an almost 
fleshlike coloring. 

Perhaps one of the most strik- 
ing parts of the entire carving is 
the unique tapestrylike effect 
blending into the paneling to form 
the background of the beautiful 
picture. 


Viewed by Hundreds 

Mr. Irving said that this exqui- 
I site wood carving will be recessed 
* into the wall in the back of the 
1 chancel at the chapel in Nashville. 

I “The paneling in the background 
will be enrried along the sidewalls | 
of the chapel," he explained. “The 
communion table will be placed un- 
der the picture. 

Hundreds of persons from all 
over Greater Boston have stopped 
at the Cambridge plant to admire 
the wood carving during the past 
week, and thousands more would 
probably be on hand this week but 
for the fact that it is being shipped 
sometime today to Nashville where 
the building in which it will be 
placed is even now nearing com- 
pletion. 

This was not the first ecclesias- 
tical wood carving attempted by the 
specialists at the wood-working 
and furniture plant. The Lawyers 
Bay, at the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine in New York City, the 
interior paneling at the Princeton 
University Chapel, at Princeton, 
N. J., and the Heinz Memorial 
Chapel at Pittsburg are other ex- 
amples of the expert craftsmanship 
of this company.

When Dr. Howard J. Chidley 
preached his final sermon as pastor 
of the First Congregational Church 
last Sunday, and moved up to the 
honorary post of Pastor Emeritus 
after a ministry of 37 years, the 
occasion marked the end of an era.

A WARNING! 

Police Chief Harrold has asked 
the Star to pass along a warning 
from him to all parents of the town 
about the dangers of premature 
skating. Last Saturday three skat- 
ers broke through the ice at Winter 
Pond, and Monday a police cruiser 
•was sent there to warn people to 
keep olf dangerously thin ice. The 
warning was ignored, alike by the 
kids and adults who were skating 
<>n the pond. The police are not try- 
ing to prevent anyone from skating 
if it is safe for them to skate. They 
are, however, concerned with sav- 
ing life, and with preventing 
drowning accidents if possible. Peo- 
ple who ignore the warning of the 
police that they should not skate 
oil this or that pond would be tin* 
first to condemn the authorities if 
some child or adult broke through 
the ice and hist his life by drown- 
ing. Another thing to be considered 
in connection with skating on thin 
ice is the threat to the safety of 
the person who may go to the as- 
sistance of a skater struggling in 
icy water. Many such a would-be 
rescuer has lost his life along with 
the person lu* tries to save. Skating 
on dangerous ice isn’t smart. It is 
the height of stupidity, insofar as 
it concerns the person who rittks 
his life in this way. It becomes 
criminal when it exposes another 
person to the dangers of attempt- 
ing a rescue. The Chief is right in 
warning parents not to permit 
their youngsters to try out the 
Christmas skates until it is abso- 
lutely safe for them to do so. The 
Park Department has gone to the 
trouble and expense of installing a 
skating bulletin in the center of the 
approach to Winchester Station at 
the junction of Common and Church 
streets. On it skaters will find listed 
where skating is safe in town. If 
the bulletin says “no skating any- 
where," none of the ice in town is 
safe in the opinion of the Park De- 
partment, whose judgment is prob- 
ably much better than that of most 
individual parents. It would be a 
good idea to check the bulletin 
daily. Impress upon the kids that 
if the bulletin says “no skating," 
then there just is no skating for 
them. And don’t call the police de- 
partment for skating information. 
The police are not out testing ice, 
and are in no position to advise 
exactly. They go to town ponds 
when requested to do so by persons 
who believe people are in danger 
there! Above ull, do not let your 
youngster go skating by himself. 
Make sure several are in the party, 
with preferably an adult or two. 
Skating is fun and great exercise. 
Let us all enjoy it in the right 
way.

Clingmans Dome, 0,642-foot peak 
in Tennessee near the North Caro- 
lina line, is the second highest 
mountain in the eastern United 
States. The highest, notes the Nat- 
tional Geographic Society, is (j, 084- 
foot Mount Mitchell in western 
North Carolina near Asheville.

BALINESE DANCING COMES 
TO THE UNITED STATES 

Balinese’ music and dancing is 
being presented in America this 
winter for the first time ns 45 
performers from the village of 
1'liatan on Indonesia’s island of 
Bali engage in a three-month tour 
of the United States. 

In its native setting of dusty, 
scented village square or temple 
court surrounded in “thenter-in- 
the-round” fashion by sarong-clad 
audience, Balinese dancing rarely 
fails to impress the Western trav- 
eler, says the National Geographic 
Society. 

Costumes Blaze of Colors 

Costumes, topped by ornate head 
dresses in turn crowned with fresh 
tropical flowers, are an Oriental 
blaze of gold, blue, green and led. 
Only the most beautiful of a natur- J 
ally handsome people are selected 
for training as dancers. 

In few forms of the dance is j 
more emphasis placed upon facial , 
expression and movements of the 
arms, hands and lingers. Balinese i 
dancing is primitive yet exquisitely 
refined, impersonal while still dy- 
namic with each artists own im- 
provisations. In mood it can vary 
from quiet, stylized love duet to 
wild monkey dance. 

Although the Balinese scale lacks 
the “la” of the familiar “do-re-mi,” j 
the music of the native orchestra,! 
called “gamelan,” does not affront 
the Western ear as other Eastern 
music so often does. Melody as the 
West knows it is present, tempo is 
syncopated as swing. Xylophone- 
like percussion instruments of the 
“gamelan” are mellow. Flutes, 
tinkling bells, cymbals, gongs, and 
throbbing drums make for no 
American auditory shock. 

Inspiration for the best of the 
island’s music, dancing and drama 
— the three are inseparable — is the 
ancient Hindu religion of India, 
whence came the Balinese them- 
selves. Originally all singing and 
dancing must have been temple 
rites, but so powerfully does his 
religion permeate his everyday 
life that the Balinese sees no sac- 
rilege in performing in a secular 
setting, whether it be in the gar- 
den of a neighbor holding a private 
feast, or on an American stage. 

Few Professionals 

There are few professional danc- 
ers, singers and actors in Bali. Vil- 
lages have their own “gamelans” 
and troupes of performers. They 
may be famous as artists, yet earn 
their livings as chauffeurs, rice 
farmers and blacksmiths. 

Dancers are taught very young. 
In the “legong” — dance-panto- 
mimes of the Hindu Lasem and 
Semaradhana stories — the girl 
artists must retire at the ripe old 
age of 12 or 13. Sampih, the Pli- 
atan star of the “kebiyar,” or 
seated solo interpretation of mu- 
sical moods by a young mule danc- 
er, was the idol of Bali before he 
was 10. 

Besides “legong,” “kebiyar” and 
other forms, American audiences 
are seeing “barong,” in which ap- 
pears a four-legged monster need- 
ing two dancers inside him to pow- 
er him. Back home, the same vil- 
lagers who fear and revere the 
bearded creature laugh hilariously 
at the clowning antics in which he 
sometimes indulges. 

Missing from "barong,” as pre- 
sented on this side of the Pacific, 
are the genuine trances of the 
“kris” dancers. In Bali, men armed 
with these wicked curved knives 
have been known to endanger spec- 
tators while over-exalted. Blanch- 
ing at the thought of “kris” charg- 
es down the aisles of American 
theaters, impresarios have ruled 
out trances. 


WELL DRESSING 
A PERISHABLE ART 

Derbyshire dressers of water 
"ells might be astonished to learn 
that when it comes to perishability 
|>f artistic product, they have much 
in common with American college 
students in New Hampshire and 
Buddhist lamas of Choni, China. 

The well dressers, perpetuating 
a craft of which few people outside 
England have even heard, create 
elaborate masterpieces in flowers 
and greenery thnt wither in a few 
days, says the National Geographic 
Society. 

Dartmouth college students, 
sculpturing sometimes quite credit- 
ably in ice and snow, see their work 
melt on the first warm day. Choni’s | 
lamas lavish a month’s work on 
gorgeously colored butter sculp- 
tures that are destroyed after one 
day on public view. 

Origin A Mystery 

The beginning of well dressing in 
such Derbyshire towns as Tissing- i 
ton. Wirksworth, Buxton, Stoney ! 
Middleton, and Barlow is shrouded 
in mystery. One explanation is 1 
that it descends from rites per- j 
formed by Roman legionnaires, who 
decorated wells with flowers to 1 
venerate Fontus, pagan water god. 

Whatever the origin, men of 
Derbyshire for many generations 
have dressed their town wells in 
honor of Christian saints. They 
did so originally to express grati- 
tude for clear drinking water. In 
Jin age when good water is taken 
for granted, they perpetuate a 
colorful and pleasing religious 
ceremony. 

Well dressing is a community 
enterprise. One artist may draw 
the design for a scene, usually 
taken from the Bible, but everyone 
in the village gathers flowers and 
other materials. The dressers, 
often heirs to an art passed down 
through their families for decades, 
start with wooden frames covered 
with carefully kneaded damp clay. 

Flowers Used Last 

Set into the clay first are such 
comparatively lasting materials as 
moss and larch cones. So that the 
finished picture may Inst as long 
as possible, delicate flowers, ferns 
and leaves are attached at the last 
possible minute. Groups of dress- 
ers may labor an entire night to 
finish on time. 

At dawn, the finished panels are 
erected around wells, or nowadays 
even at public taps replacing an- 
cient town wells. Churches hold 
special services. Processions go 
from the houses of worship, with 
choirs in the van, to each decorated 
well, where the fragrant pictures 
are unveiled. 

Holiday then prevails in the vil- 
lage. Visitors throng from afar. 
One town once abandoned well 
dressing because vacationists with 
no feeling for tradition turned the 
proceedings into a Mardi gras 
mainly benefiting the pub keepers. 

Well dressers work not for ma- 
terial reward, hut for glory of their 
villages, public acclaim, and a de- 
sire to create beauty. Workers in 
materials that are fading even be- 
fore their masterpieces arc com- 
pleted, they have achieved immor- 
tality only in comparatively recent 
times through the invention of 
color photography. 


"MOST BEAUTIFUL STRUCTURE- 
GETS EXTENSIVE REPAIR JOB 

India’s Taj Mahal is universally 
conceded to be one of the most 
bleat btakingly beautiful structures 
in the world, but the roof leaks. 

Unfortunately that matter can- 
not he corrected l.y a mere appli- 
cation of new shingles or another 
coat of tar and gravel. The leaks 
are worst in the magnificent white 
marble dome surmounting the 
mausoleum, and the roofers must 
he stonemasons ns well. 

The damage presently under re- 
pair, says the National Geographic 
Society, was discovered in 1936. 
A thorough survey was made and 
upon the recommendation of an 
advisory committee of experts, re- 
habilitation of the entire building 
was begun several years ago. Work 
will not he finished until 1954, and 
already it has cost $712,740. 

Early Troubles 

Roof leaks are not new in the 
Taj Mahal. In fact they plagued 
the builders almost before the mor- 
tar was dry. Built at Agra by the 
Emperor Shah Jahan as a memorial 
and tomb for his wife, Mumtaz 
Mahal, the Taj was started A. D. 
1631 and completed in 1648. 

Four years later, even before the 
surrounding buildings were finish- 
ed. Prince Aurangzeh reported to 
the Shah, his father, that “the dome 
of the holy tomb leaks in two places 
. . . and so also do the fair semi- 
domed arches, many of the gal- 
leries on the second story, the four 
smaller domes, the four northern 
compartments and the seven under- 
ground chambers, which have de- 
veloped cracks.” 

Repairs have been going on over 
since, although actual work reports 
prior to the British rule in India 
are hard to find. The English them- 
selves did at least three major re- 
habilitation jobs in the 19th cen- 
tury. 

Romantic History 

The Taj Mahal has a romantic 
history. Shah Jahan promised 
Mumtaz Mahal that he would build 
her the most beautiful tomb in the 
world and that he would never 
marry again after her death. He 
kept both promises, and his tomb 
lies near hers in the magnificent 
structure dedicated to her memory. 

Even the name is hers, Taj 
Mahal, meaning “Crown of the 
Palace,” being one of her court 
titles. 

The building is pure white mar- 
ble, on a vast marble terrace. An 
imposing dome rises in the center, 
surrounded by four smaller domes. 
Four minarets stand at the corners 
of the terrace, and the whole is 
set off in formal, tree-lined gardens 
with reflecting pools to mirror its 
beauty. 

Light enters the tomb through a 
double screen of carved marble, 
weighing tons but so skillfully 
carved as to resemble lace. The 
interior is set off by inlays of pre- 
cious stones and brown and violet 
marble carving. 

Travelers from all parts of the 
world who cross India’s hot, dusty 
central plain to reach the Taj 
Mahal agree that it is beautiful in 
any light, but the enchantment 
grows in the soft whiteness of 
moonlight.

ZOO GETS FIRST 
GIBRALTAR APES 

Two Gibraltar apes, first ever to 
come to America from Britain’s 
Mediterranean fortress, have taken 
up residence in the Washington Zoo. 

It may be the only time in his- 
tory that England has permitted 
even a single member of the Rock’s 
simian garrison to leave. The 
powerful, tailless beasts have rare- 
ly been plentiful in the Colony. 
They are the only uncaged apes 
left in Europe. 

Dr. Thomas W. McKnew, secre- 
tary of the National Geographic 
Society, arranged the transaction, 
which took the form of a gift from 
Lt. Gen. Sir Gordon H. A. Mac- 
Millan, Governor of Gibraltar, to 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Na- 
tional Zoological Park. The United 
States Navy brought the apes — 
scientifically speaking not apes, hut 
a species of monkey known as 
macaques - across the Atlantic in 
the warship Diamond Head. 

On the Rocks 

Visiting the Mediterranean this 
fall, Dr. and Mrs. McKnew stopped 
otr at Gibraltar, where they called 
upon an old friend, Brigadier G. F. 
H. Stayner, commander of troops 
guarding the strategic base. Brig- 
adier Stayner took the McKnews on 
a tour which included the three 
monkey colonies far up on the 
rocky 1,350-foot heights. 

The tour resulted in the dis- 
closure t hat Gibraltar was over- 
strength in apes, carried by in- 
dividual names on official military 
rosters and given regular rations 
by Her Majesty’s Government. 
Brigadier Stayner proposed that 
the McKnews take si pair of the 
surplus hack to the United States 
with them. 

Dr. Mann Agrees 

“The Inst thing we needed,” Dr. 
McKnew recalled, “was two apes 
for our very own. But we got in 
touch with I)r. William M. Mann, 
director of the Zoo in Washington, 
and he said he would like very much 
to have them.” 

Once he had received his new 
monkeys, Dr. Mann lost no time in 
proposing that they be named Tom 
and Virginia for the McKnews. 
After cureful thought «ind some 
hesitation, the McKnews expressed 
gratitude to Dr. Mann for the 
honor. 


BATS CATCH FISH 
ON AMAZON ISLE 


At the mouth of the Amazon 
River is an island the size of Mass- 
achusetts where hats catch fish and 
fish eat cattle. 

Marajo Island’s cattle - eating 
fish, common to the entire Amazon 
Basin, are piranhas, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. A 10- 
inch piranha is a big one, but they 
travel in ferocious schools of 
hundreds that can strip a wounded 
animal or man to hare hones in a 
matter of minutes. 

Both in Brazilian Marajo’s lakes 
and in the Amazon itself lives the 
commercially important pirarucu, 
largest strictly fresh water fish in 
the world. Individuals may be 15 
feet long and weight 400 pounds. 

Houses on Stilt* 

Low Marajo, so thoroughly flood- 
ded in the rainy season that houses 
are built on stilts, lies between the 
mouths of the Amazon and Para 
Rivers. It has only one town, the 
little port of Soule. A dozen or so 
families, living in Belem, own and 
operate the ranches which give the 
island importance. 

When Marajo is flooded — from 
January to July — horses cannot 
travel. Cowboys then use dugout 
canoes or oxen, whose cleft hooves 
do not sink too deeply into the mud, 
for riding herd on their part- 
Brahman charges. In addition to 
cattle, ranches run hands of dan- 
gerous Asiatic water buffalo. 

A favorite cowboy sport is hunt- 
ing the crocodilelike jacares or 
caymans with which the half-jun- 
gle, half-savannah island is infest- 
ed. Killers of thousands of cattle, 
jacares are rounded up, lassoed, 
destroyed and tossed to the piran- 
has. Despite intensive hunting, 
saymans appear undiminished in 
numbers. 

Vampires Reported 

Fishing bats, with long claws 
that snatch their prey from the 
water, make up only a part of 
Marajo’s hat population. Millions 
of rustling wings fill the skies at 
dusk. Vampires are present, some 
travelers report* but authorities 
say vampires are not a menace to 
people on the island. 

Other strange inhabitants of 
Marajo are gentle boa constrictors 
12 feet long, tree-dwelling ant- 
eaters, delicate spider monkeys, 
flying frogs — actually gliders, like 
so-called flying squirrels — and 
capybaras. The latter, largest liv- 
ing rodents, may grow to 4Vj feet 
long. 

Marajo is the home of jaguars, 
sloths, armadillos, exotic lizards 
and uncountable numbers of birds. 
There is a giant toad that eats 
birds. 

Despite its damp, tropical set- 
ting, .Marajo’s is cooled by sea 
breezes in hot weather and attracts 
week-enders from the Brazilian 
J mainland. Communication with 
it he mainland is hy radio, and hy 
small steamers or sailboats which 
frequently find heavy going in 
fierce Amazon Delta storms.

Although never taken by storm, 
the ancient fort of Castillo de San 
Marcos, at St. Augustine, Florida, 
has flown four different flags — Spa- 
nish, British, United States, and 
Confederate. 


Lacking guns and ammunition, 
people of the Marquesas Islands of 
the Pacific hunt wild cattle with 
harpoons, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 


Pipe Spring National Monument 
in Arizona is named for a legend- 
ary feat of arms on the part of 
“Gunlock Bill” Hamblin, a crack 
rifle shot. While at the yet un- 
named springs Hamblin won a bet 
by shooting the bowl out of an or- 
dinary smoking pipe without hit- 
ting the rim, and at a distance of 
50 puces. 


The commercial sturgeon fishery 
of the American Atlantic coast is 
almost a thing of the past. The 
sturgeon, hunted intensively be- 
cause caviar is made from its roe, 
is now so scarce it does not pay 
fishermen to set expensive nets at 
sea. 


The city of Washington has some 
fascinating streets names, such as 
Fighting Alley and Donnybrook 
Lane, says the National Geographic 
Society, hut it can scarcely compete 
with other world capitals. For in- 
stance, London has Birdcage Walk 
and Eel Pie Lane, and Paris, The 
Street of the Cat Who Fishes and 
the Street of the Sainted Fathers.

WALSH GOING SOUTH 
WITH WHITE SOX 


I)U. CHIDLEY AS HIS FISHERMEN FRIENDS KNOW HIM 


RETIRING PASTOR 
ARDENT FISHERMAN 

Dr. Howard J. Chidley, who ter- 
minated his 37-year pastorate at 
the First Congregational Church on 
January 2, is and has been through 
the years an ardent fisherman. He 
has always advocated fishing as a 
mental, physical and even spiritual 
refresher and stimulnnt, and 
though he has had many other ac- 
tivities aside from hin pastoral 
duties, it has been to fishing, at 
least openly, that he has paid his 
richest tribute. 

We imagine the Doctor has stolen 
away to convenient spots not too 
far afield to try his luck as oppor- 
tunity has presented, but once a 
year he has gone regularly to 
Moosehead Lake in Maine, where, 
with a party of congenial disciples 
of the renowned Isaac, he has real- 
ly made a job of fishing the days 
through, with the nights spent in 
heart-warming small talk around 
the camp-fire as the fishermen 
lapsed into somnolence that took 
them early to their bunks or sleep- 
ing-bags for the deep sleep that 
only long days in the open doing 
what you like to do best can pro- 
duce. 

Some years ago, during the mid- 
dle thirties, at the instigation of 
the late “Charlie” Lane, for many 
years a fishing devotee and confrere 
of Dr. Chidley in his treks to the 
Maine Woods, a Fisherman’s Sun- 
day was established at the First 
Congregational Church primarily 
for those who had shared with the 
First Church pastor the joys of 
fishing at Moosehead. 

Dr. Chidley was enthusiastic 
over the project and each year pro- 
duced a special sermon for his 
fishermen-friends, which they took 
to their hearts, and which the re- 
mainder of his congregation 
found equally delightful. j 

The service soon outgrew its ori- 
ginal outline, with fishermen and 
other outdoor sportmen coming 
from far and near to hear Dr. Chid- 
ley extol his favorite sport. 

“Carpe Diem”, said the Doctor, 
“seize the day! Don’t wait until you 
have retired and made your pile to 
go fishing, or enjoy that hobby you 
are waiting for! Do it now, before 
you die, or lose your health, or are 
otherwise prevented from doing it.” 

Each year the spacious Congre- 
gational Church was filled for 
Fisherman’s Sunday. Sportmen 
greeted each other before and after 
the service, and “Charlie” Lane was 
everywhere, slapping this one on 
the back, introducing these two, 
Rhouting a greeting to another 
across a sea of heads. 

It was Mr. Lane who did the im- 
mense amount of paper work neces- 
sary to get the fishermen together, 
and with his death in 1932 the event 
lacked its old enthusiasm. 

Other fishermen died, and soon it 
was impractical to continue the ser- 
vice regularly because the old 
Marr’s Moosehead crowd was 
pretty well gone. 

The service was revived in this 
final year of Dr. Chidley’s pastor- 
ate, on Sunday, May 4, the sermon 
topic being a “Fisherman’s Philos- 
ophy”. At that time many who had 
attended each Fisherman’s Sunday 
spoke of the thinning ranks of the 
“regulars” whom Dr. Chidley and 
“Charlie” Lane had known in the 
old days. 

Dr. Chidley concluded his last 
characteristic fisherman’s sermon 
by saying “I come out of the woods 
each year with a clearer faith and 
a quieter acceptance of this turbu- 
lent world; convinced somehow, 
that there is a wisdom above human 
wisdom hack of it all, and has even 
the unruly, stupid, stubborn child- 
ren of men, likewise, under its 
care.”

“GREAT HOOKS” AVAILABLE 
SOON AT WINCHESTER 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 

We are pleasod to announce that 
the “Great Books of the Western 
World”, one of the greatest scholar- 
ly projects of modern times, will 
soon be available for use at the 
Library. 

The set took nine years to pre- 
pare and cost almost $2,000,000 to 
produce. It represents the choice 
of a group of prominent educators, 
philosophers, novelists, scientists, 
and poets. Its fifty-four volumes 
present systematically the great 
works in mathematics, natural 
science, law, philosophy, theology, 
social science, history, and fiction. 
The editor is Robert M. Hutchins 
and the Encyclopedia Britnnnica is 
the publisher. The Britannica also 
produced it in collaboration with 
the University of Chicago. 

One great feature of this set is 
the “Syntopicon”, a two volume 
idea index, “an intellectual machine 
that collects the data of thought 
from all the great books of western 
man included in the set.” The 
“Syntopicon” is most useful, by 
serving as a reading guide among 
the four-hundred and forty-three 
works in the set and as a tool for 
research. It contains 163,000 refer- 
ences, classified under 2,987 topics 
which are subdivisions of the 102 
“great ideas.” This dictionary of 
ideas permits the reader to select 
one topic and to locate immediately 
every reference to that topic in- 
cluded in this set of works by 
seventy-three authors from Homer 
to Freud. This feature is unique 
in the field of scholarship. 

Volume 1 is dedicated to an essay 
by Dr. Hutchins, “The Great con- 
versation,” the substance of liberal 
education. Volumes two and three 
contain the “Syntopicon.” Volumes 
four to fifty-four contain the 
“Great Books,” including the Com- 
plete Works of Sophocles, Plato, 
Virgil, Montaigne, and Shakespeare. 
Certain Works included are un- 
available anywhere and certain 
books by Ptolemy, Copernicus, 
Kepler, and Pascal appear in Eng- 
lish for the first time. 

Wo urge you to come and ex- 
amine this interesting and worth- 
while set, soon to be displayed at 
the Winchester Public Library.

“Dr. Cart served successful pas- 
torates at the Old North Church in 
Marblehead, Massachusetts, and 
The Trinity Church in Gloucester. 
In 1938, he accepted a call to Faith 
Congregational Church in Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, where he re- 
mained for eight years. During his 
pastorate, Faith Church grew in 
membership and prospered, and his 
fine work was recognized through- 
out the denomination. In 1947, Dr. 
Cart was called to Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church in Seattle, 
Washington, which was a large 
downtown church, involving the un- 
usual problems of maintaining a 
vigorous church in such a lpcation. 
The average attendance at Ply- 
mouth Church during Dr. Cart’s 
pastorate was 700. This varied 
experience gives Dr. Cart a rich 
background upon which to draw, as 
he assumes the leadership of our 
fine church in Winchester. 

“Dr. Cart has in all his pastor- 
ates concerned himself with com- 
munity and denominational af- 
fairs having had active assign- 
ments in Ministers’ Associations, 
the International Congregational 
Council of Churches, the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, the 
United Nations and the YMCA. 

* ; Mrs. Cart also attended Simp- 
son College in Iowa, and then came 
East to acquire a Master’s degree 
at Boston University and later did 
graduate work at Columbia Uni- 
versity. Her enrly activities in- 
cluded high school teaching. Mrs. 
Cart has always been active in the 
work of the churches in which she 
has served and has also identified 
herself in the work of the commu- 
nity. She has been active in the 
YWCA, in Girl Scouts and, at 
present, is a member of the execu- 
tive board of the American Asso- 
ciation of the University Women. 

“The Carts have n son, Rodman, 
who was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Washington. It is inter- 
esting to note that he too is going 
into the Christian Ministry and is 
now in his second year at Yale 
Divinity School. 

The Carts will live in the new 
parsonage located at 28 Lakeview 
road.”

The vaccine is 
near completion but it will not be 
perfected this year, and there will 
not be enough to protect everyone. 
It is a big job and now is not the 
time to relax in our fight to con- 
quer.

North Gateway has kindly consent- 
ed to take the chairmanship of the 
Winchester campaign again this 
year; Mrs. Charles Jell i son of 15 
Glengarry will be the new Mothers’ 
March Chairman; and Mr. Vincent 
Ambrose will continue to be the 
able treasurer. 

During last year’s campaign 
many people called to volunteer 
their help in handling special ser- 
vices and especially in connection 
with the extremely successful 
Mothers’ March. With the need 
greater than ever, it is earnestly 
hoped all our fellow townspeople 
will continue their generous co- 
operation.

James Thomas Mobbs of 57 Lake 
street, widely known in and around 
Winchester as an expert cabinet 
maker and refinisher of furniture, 
died Sunday night, December 28, 
at his home following a six-weeks 
illness.

NEW YORK CITY— President- 
elect Dwight D. Eisenhower called 
on the American public to support 
the 1953 March of Dimes being 
conducted throughout the nation 
during all of January. 

He joined in the annual appeal 
after meeting the two Raleigh, 
N.C., sisters who are pictured on 
the 1953 March of Dimes poster. 
They are Patricia, 6, and five- 
year-old Pamela O’Neil, both of 
whom were stricken with polio 
but now are recovered completely. 

“It’s hard to believe that these 
are the same little girls whose 
pictures are on the March of 
Dimes poster,” he noted. “Now 


they’re completely recovered .from 
polio, thanks to the generosity ox 
the American people.” 

He urged all Americans “to 
help the olhers like them by join- 
ing the March of Dimes.” 

Later, he joined the poster 
girls in making a short film which 
is being shown by television sta- 
tions throughout the nation. 

This year’s March of Dime* 
follows the all-time record polio 
epidemic of 1952 in which more 
than 55,000 were stricken. At the 
beginning of 1953, there were 
58,000 polio victims of former 
years still undergoing treatment, 
with financial help from local 
March of Dimes chapters.

BRUSSELS SPROUTS SPRANG 
FROM CABBAGES, 

BUT NOT VERY FAR 

Brussels sprouts, the cabbages 
that never grow up, reach market 
each fall about the time golf ball 
sales strike their winter slump. 

Those who dislike the little green 
nuggets insist there is some con- 
nection in this timing. Just as vehe- 
mently, sprout-lovers rise to their 
defense. Of all the world’s vege- 
tables, the brussels sprout possess- 
es an almost unique ability to mnke 
fast friends or firm foes. 

One reason may be that as vege- 
tables go, brussels sprouts are rela- 
tive newcomers. They have been 
known for only about 400 years, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. Many people have yet to get 
used to them. 

Belgian Birth 
and British Adaption 

There are records which indicate 
some such vegetable was sold in 
Belgium us early as 1213, but first 
scientific description of the brussels 
sprout did not appear until 1587. 
As late as the 17th century, famous 
botanists referred to the plant as 
something they had heard about 
but never seen. 

A descendant of wild cabbages 
brought from warm Mediterranean 
lands? the sprout ranks as one of 
the few vegetables to originate in 
northern Europe. The only others 
are kohlrabi — German for "cab- 
bage turnip” — and possibly ruta- 
baga. 

Liking cool and moist weather 
for best growth, the sprout has 
thrived in the British Isles. Eng- 
lishmen have eaten them with 
seeming enjoyment and in great 
liiantity since before 1850. Intro- 
duced into the United States about 
1800, the tightly formed midget 
cabbages failed to find equal popu- 
larity here. 

There are signs, however, that its 
favor is growing. Across some 4,500 
acres of flatlands bordering the Pa- 
cific Ocean near Santa Cruz, Cali- 
fornia, a crop of 38,000,000 pounds 
of sprouts is being harvested this 
autumn. This represents a 65 per 
cent jump in production in the past 
three years. About 22,000,000 
pounds will be frozen, making the 
vegetable available in any season 
of the year. 

Picked in the Rain 

Brussels sprouts are particular 
about when they will grow, requir- 
ing temperatures between 50 and 
60 degrees for about four or five 
months and abundant moisture. 
They are sensitive to a host of dis- 
eases and insect pests, and must 
be picked by hand — the best time 
being in a cold rain. The only other 
significant growing area lies on 
Long Island, near the New York 
distributing markets. 

The brussels sprout plant is real- 
ly a tall-stemmed cabbage in which 
many tiny heads, the "sprouts,” 
form at the bases of the leaves. The 
result looks somewhat like a green 
ornamental vase with a cluster of 
larger leaves at the top. 

Cousin of kale, cauliflower, broc- 
coli and collards as well as of cab- 
bage, the sprout will cross-pollinate 
freely with these vegetables. An 
unwary farmer is thus sometimes 
discomfited to find a strange and 
mixed crop growing in his vege- 
table fields.

ALASKA UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 
WAS HINYA KONKA’S 
CONOUERER 

A light ski-plane recently made 
a daring landing on a glacier 8,000 
feet up on the slopes of Alaska’s 
Mount Gannet, 60 miles east of 
Anchorage. 

The pilot’s name was Dr. Terris 
Moore. He had found a grim scene, i 
Across the glncier’s snowy face 
was strewn fearful wreckage, all , 
that remained of a U. S. Air Force 
transport thnt had vanished four 1 
days before Thanksgiving with 52 
men aboard. 

"There is no sign of life ... no 
life,” Dr. Moore radioed to search 
planes circling overhead. Then 
the president of the University of 
Alaska took his tiny plane back off 
the mountain’s jagged icefield. 

Mt. McKinley Landings 

Terris Moore is not only one of 
Alaska’s most distinguished cit- 
izens, a scientist and famous avia- 
tor. He stands in the front rank of 
American mountaineers, the Nat-, 
ional Geographic Society says. 

As an amateur pilot, the 44-year- 
old university president made pos- 
sible the first mapping and ascent 
of Mount McKinley’s western face 
in the summer of 1951. 

Bringing in members of a survey 
expedition sponsored by the Boston 
Museum of Science and the Uni- 
versities of Denver and Alaska, Dr. ■ 
Moore again and again put his ski- j 
wheel Super Cub down on Kahiltna 
Glacier 7,650 feet above sea level. ! 

He established a new record for 
high aircraft landings in Alaska by 
landing several times at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet. When McKin- 
ley had been conquered, he took 
the climbers off again. 

"The success of this expedition 
would have been absolutely impos- 
sible without Dr. Moore’s air sup- 
port,” Dr. Bradford Washburn said 
as leader of the team. It was the 
seventh time that Mount McKinley 
had been climbed, but the first from 
the western side. 

Minya Konka 

Terris Moore himself has climbed 
20,269-foot McKinley, highest peak 
in North America, as a member of 
the U. S. Army Alaska Test Expe- 
dition in 1942. In 1938 he conquer- 
ed 16,208-foot Mt. Sanford, at that 
time the highest unclimbed peak on 
the continent. But his name was 
already famous for a climb six 
years earlier on the other side of 
the world. 

In 1929 Dr. Joseph F. Rock, lead- 
ing a National Geographic Society \ 
expedition into the wild border 
country between western China and 
Tibet, had explored and photo- 
graphed with telephoto lenses 
magnificent Minya Konka, 24,900 
feet high. Dr. Rock’s pictures and 
description of this great peak, pub- 
lished in October, 1939, by the Nat- 
ional Geographic Magazine, were 
seen by Terris Moore one year after 
he graduated from Williams Col- 
lege. 

The young mountaineer had al- 
ready climed Ecuador’s 20,577-foot 
Chimborazo. In 1930 and 1931 he 
made the first ascents of Alaska’s 
Mt. Bona (16,420 feet) and Mt. 
Fairweather (15,300 feet). The 
following summer, with three com- 
panions, Richard L. Burdsall, Ar- 
thur B. Emmons, 3rd, and Jack 
Theodore Young, he was deep in 
Sikang Province of western China. 

By October 28, 1932, Moore’s 
party stood atop Minya Konka. It 
was late in the year for any such 
venturing on a mountain more than 
four miles high. One member of 
the party lost his toes from fros- 
bite. But the four youths had 
climbed higher than any Americans 
had ever reached before on any 
mountain in the world.

The Minister of Defense 
(of which Kuwait boasts little or 
none) went on record recently with 
a rare complaint: although Kuwait 
has more money than it ever saw 
before, no one so far has asked for 
a loan!

KUWAIT PONDERS WHAT TO DO 
WITH $150,000,000 A YEAR 

His Highness Abdullah as Salim 
as Suhah, Sheik of Kuwait, faces 
one of the world’s most pleasant 
problems — what to do with an 
income of $150,000,000 a year. 

No income taxes cut into this 
bonanza. There are no restrictions 
on what he might buy, polo ponies 
or palaces, gold-plated limousines 
or block-long yachts. 

But instead, Abdullah Salim is 
wisely turning his sudden wealth 
into a far better way of life for 
170,000 people in an ancient and 
neglected part of the world. A re- 
markable transformation is tak- 
ing place in the tiny sunbaked 
Sheikdom of Kuwait at the head of 
the Persian Gulf, the National 
Geographic Magazine reports in an 
article by Near East traveler Paul 
Edward Case. 

Floating on Oil 

Kuwait rests on a virtual ocean 
of oil. Beneath its sands are an 
estimated 16 billion barrels of black 
gold — a proved petroleum reserve 
roughly half that of the United 
States. 

Tapping this pool at a current 
rate of 800,000 barrels a day, the 
Kuwait Oil Company, Ltd., owned 
jointly by Gulf Oil Corporation and 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, pays 
the Sheikdom an even 50 percent of 
all profits. 

By dynastic law the Sheik re- 
ceives this money as personal in- 
come. He alone decides what to do 
with it all. In the last few years, 
his enlightened decisions have 
given a once-backward country new 
hospitals, schools, a modern water 
supply, and an enviable position as 
potential banker of the Near East. 

Boom has come in no uncertain 
terms to Kuwait’s mud-walled cap- 
ital, ulso named Kuwait. Shiny 
cars, trucks and giant earth-mov- 
ing machinery rumble through busy 
bazaars among camels and goats. 
Arabs in flowing robes, nomadic 
Bedouins and veiled Kuwaiti wo- 
men mingle with roustabouts from 
Texas and Oklahoma and business- 
men from London. Kuwait works 
today at the tempo of Times Square 
transplanted to tin* desert. 

From Dhows to Tankers 

There are many signs left of 
the old way of life. While tankers 
gulp oil from a 4,000-foot pier ex- 
tending into the Gulf from the new- 
born port-city, Menu al Ahmadi, 
Kuwait shipwrights still shape 
teak logs with hand adzes into im- 
provised dhows for pearling, fish- 
ing and trading.

MANKIND HAS CHERISHED 
DOLLS THROUGH THE AGES 

Millions of little girls will be 
playing with new dolls this Christ- 
mas, talking to them in scores of 
languages, lavishing affection in 
strangling hugs or fastidious care. 

Dolls are the best loved toys in 
the world; it is hard to think of a 
child without one. Yet the history 
of dolls as playthings is compar- 
atively recent, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Anthropologists now believe that 
the Stone Age ancestors of today’s 
walking and talking dolls were 
never touched by children. * The 
miniature images of people and 
animals found in 20,000-year-old 
prehistoric caves were carved as 
charms and fetishes or ritual 
images, not to be handled by the 
uninitiated, and especially not by 
children. 

Fetish to Toy 

In the gradual development from 
potent fetish to familiar toy, his- 
torians see a reflection of man’s 
cultural and spiritual progress 
away from superstition and idol- 
atry. In anciv.it Egypt the doll- 
like figures now found in children’s 
tombs represented not toys but 
servants — substitutes for real ser- 
vants formerly buried alive with 
their late masters. In tombs of 
well-to-do adults the spiritual at- 
tendants were carved with remark- 
able realism in every attitude of 
labor — rowing, farming, cooking, 
music-making — surrounded by a 
doll-house world of toy furnishings. 

By early Greek and Roman times, 
dolls were unquestionably among 
the propitiatory offerings and por- 
trait statuettes buried with child- 
ren. They were often like modern 
dolls, made of ivory or terra cotta 
with jointed limbs and elaborate 
dress. 

A later Roman tradition was giv- 
ing wax candles and dolls to child- 
ren on December 17, the festival of 
Saturnalia and a forerunner of 
Christmas feasting and exchanging 
of presents. Custom also decreed 
that a Roman girl, on reaching 
maturity, present on the altar of 
Diana all her dolls with other sym- 
bols of her childhood. 

But centuries passed before dolls 
became the exclusive property of 
children. In the Middle Ages a 
magician’s chief source of revenue 
might be sticking pins in wax 
images to bring illness or death to 
a customer’s enemy — an ancient 
and world-wide form of sorcery, 
still practiced by some primitive 
peoples. 

Fashion Show 

Then adults took up dolls as 
fashion models for dress, millinery, 
and hair styling. In 1391, the king 
of France sent the queen of Eng- 
land a sumptuous group dressed to 
show the latest Parisian styles. 
Costume dolls representing famous 
people were collected as curios and 
treasures. 

Jointed cardboard puppets be- 
came fashionable throughout 
France in the 18th century. Men, 
women and children on the street 
and at home were pulling strings 
to make the silly toys dance. For 
the rich, there were puppets de- 
signed by court painters which sold 
for as much as $7,500 each. 

About 1800, doll making began 
to develop as an industry, and child- 
ren were generally recognized as 
rightful doll owners. The fashion 
idea died hard. Most dolls still 
represented grown ladies. It took 
20th century realism to produce 
the crying, drinking, infantlike 
dolls of today.

MISSING $700,000 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


Iceland’s flag bears a dragon, 
vulture, bull, and giant, guardian 
spirits mentioned in the Heims- 
kingla (“Lives of the Kings”). 


The Bermuda cedar is misnamed, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. It is actually a juniper of a 
type found nowhere else in the 
world. Scale infestation all but 
wiped it out following World War 
II, and the Bermudians are now en- 
gaged in a reforestation program, 
using seed from the few surviving 
healthy specimens. 


British treasure hunters who re- 
cently asked permission to dig be- 
neath the Tower of London for a 
$700,000 fortune they believe was 
buried there almost 300 years ago 
arc seeking the privilege of bur- 
rowing into England’s most hallow- 
ed secular shrine. 

A governor of the Tower, before 
being executed for Extortion from 
prisoners, is said to have buried 
the money. The eager excavators 
think they have located the cache 
near the Bell Tower. 

Volumes are devoted to the re- 
counting of historic events, some 
ridiculous and some sublime, some 
ancient and some modern, that have 
taken place in the Tower buildings 
and on its grounds. Many of these 
“splinters of history” are familiar 
tales, even to Americans. Others 
may come as surprises. 

For example, says the National 
Geographic Society, almost every- 
one knows that Sir Walter Raleigh, 
Guy Fawkes, and Rudolph Hess all 
were prisoners in the Tower, but 
few realize that a Duke may have 
drowned in a vat of wine in a Tower 
dungeon. 

Boy King Murdered 

Any English school child knows 
that a king and three queens, two 
of the latter wives of Henry VIII, 
met violent deaths at the Tower. 
The boy king Edward V was mur- 
dered there probably by command 
of an ambitious uncle, while the 
queens were beheaded in orderly 
enough fashion. 

But a Countess of Salisbury re- 
fused to lie quietly on the block, 
led the headsman a pathetic chase 
around the green, and was perforce 
beheaded standing up, possibly 
while still on the run. 

The Crown Jewels of England 
are kept at the Tower, guarded by 
the so-called Beefeaters, the Yeo- 
men Warders, who wear medieval 
Cmiforms to this day. Thousands 
of tourists have viewed the jewels. 
Tourists no longer see lions and 
leopards, but these beasts were 
kept there in a “Royal Menagerie” 
from Norman times until 1834. 

Some of the priceless gems were 
stolen by one Colonel Blood, who 
was caught. Charles II, for rea- 
sons best known to himself, ordered 
for the colonel not the nxe, but a 
reward of 500 pounds. The jewels 
were recovered. 

Saw Ghost 

There is an official Tower ghost. 
A soldier found asleep on sentry 
duty said he was not asleep, but 
had fainted with terror when ap- 
proached by a sheeted ghost in 
Queen Anne Boleyn’s bedchamber. 
A court martial acquitted the sol-/ 
dier, thereby officially recognizing 
the specter, which has not reap- 
peared. 

In one of the ancient Tower cere- 
monies, small hoys “heat the 
bounds” of the 18 acres that make 
up the grounds, the idea being to 
impress the hounds upon young 
minds. Once upon a time, it is 
said, the boys were beaten, hut 
nowadays they go from marker 
stone to marker stone, and at the 
command “Whack it, boys! Whack 
it!” thrash the stones with willow 
switches. It takes two hours to 
whip all 30. 

World War II bombs fell on the 
Tower hut did little harm. How- 
ever, authorities reported two years 
ago that the buildings appeared to 
be moving away from the River 
Thames. It was claimed they had 
traveled an inch and a quarter in 
30 years. At this rate they might 
have gone some three feet since 
William the Conqueror caused the 
fortress to he built in 1078. 

Three feet out of place or not, 
this storied collection of buildings,

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 

The city of Jerusalem has seen 
more than 20 sieges; its streets 
have echoed to countless battles, its 
people have been driven into exile. 
Assyrians, Persians, Macedonians, 
Arabs, Turks, Crusaders and the 
British (1917) have beaten against 
its walls. Conquering Babylonians 
and Romans left utter desolation; 
Mongols burned the Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher. But after every 
disaster Jerusalem has risen from 
its ruins, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 


Over the centuries the Nether- 
lands has reclaimed from sea, lake 
and marsh about 30 percent of its 
total land area. More than half its 
people live below sea level; they 
are protected by 1,800 miles of 
dikes and 2,000 pumping units, says 
the National Geographic Society. 

Spanish explorers Cortes and De- 
Soto brought the first horses to the 
western hemisphere since before 
the Ice Age. Escaping or aban- 
doned on the new continent, these 
Spanish steeds migrated into the 
great plains west of the Mississip- 
pi, and there eventually sired great 
herds of “wild” horses. 

Colombium, also known as nio- 
bium, is a metal that when alloyed 
with steel, gives steel the heat re- 
sistance necessary in jet engine 
parts. The Western World, says 
the* National Geographic Society, 
obtains most of its supply from 
British Nigeria in Africa, where it 
is mined in conjunction with tin.

WINCHESTER MARINE’S BODY 
ARRIVED WEDNESDAY 

Another of Winchester’s heroic 
service dead returned home Wed- 
nesday afternoon when the body of 
Marine Pfc. Anthony Henry Gagli- 
ormella arrived in town on the Bos- 
ton and Maine train that reached 
Winchester Station at 4:09. 

Representing the town at the 
Station were two members of the 
Board of Selectmen, Chairman 
Harrison F. Lyman, Jr., and Harry 
E. Chefalo, also Veterans Officer 
Charles D. Roche. Military honors 
were accorded by Winchester Post, 
97, the American Legion; and 
Aberjona Post, 3719, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. Flags on the Com- 
mon and town buildings were dis- 
played at half-staff. 

As the flag-draped casket was 
lifted from the train to a baggage 
truck the veterans lined up at 
salute with their colors and color- 
guard, escorting the body along the 
station platform to the waiting 
hearse of Undc»rtaker John Lane. 
Men on the platform uncovered as 
the body and its escort rolled by in 
silence broken only by the sound 
of the wheels and the footsteps of 
the Veterans. Marching behind 
the truck was a Marine regular, 
acting as official escort to the body. 
He entered the hoarse as it left 
the station hound for the Gaglior- 
mella home at 18 Florence street. 

Heading the Veterans’ escort, the 
members of which marched with 
the hearse, were the Post Colors 
and Commanders, Charles W. Meek, 
Jr., of the Legion and Warren Bo- 
livar of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. The cortege proceeded from 
the station ulong Waterficld road 
and the Parkway to Washington 
street, thence to Florence street. 
Members of the Gagliormella 
family were driven to and from 
the station by Mrs. Kenneth B. 
Toyo, chairman of the Winchester 
Military Manpower Committee. 

At the Gagliormella home the 
body of the young Marine lay in 
state Wednesday and Thursday 
nights, and will lie in state tonight. 
Full military honors will be ac- 
corded Saturday morning when a 
funeral mass will be sung at St. 
Mary’s Church at 9. Official repre- 
sentatives of the Army, Airforce 
and Marine Corps will attend the 
service and interment, which will 
he in Calvary Cemetery. 

Pfc. Gagliormella was killed in 
action in Korea on October 31, 1952, 
at what is known as “Triangle 
Hill”. The only son of Joseph An- 
thony, and Marie (Lucia) Gaglior- 
mella, he was born in Winchester 
June 7, 1929, and was graduated 
from Winchester High School in the 
Class of 1947, playing on the var- 
sity football team. He also at- 
tended Fisher Business College, and 
before entering the service he was 
employed in his father’s business, 
the Gold Top Bakery in the South 
End of Woburn. 

Pfc. Gagliormella enlisted in the 
Marines February 5, 1961, and un- 
derwent hoot training at Parris 
Island, S. C. He had been overseas 
15 months at the time of his death, 
being first at a Marine Training 
Center in Japan. He went into ac- 
tion October 25, 1952, and was lost 
in action six days later, October 31. 

Besides his parents, Pfc. Gaglior- 
mella leaves two sisters, Roselyn 
and Linda Gagliormella.

ASSESSORS' CHAIRMAN RESIGNS 

Ernest B. Dade of 104 Hillcrest 
Parkway has resigned from the 
Assessors’ Board, of which he was 
the chairman. His resignation 
takes place immediately, both the 
Assessors and Board of Selectmen 
having been notified of his decision 
to resign. 

Mr. Dade reached this decision 
upon the advice of his physician to 
materially lighten his program of 
activities. As president of the old 
line J. 11. Winn’s Sons firm of dial 
hand manufacturers his business 
duties are exacting, and for more 
than 20 years, in addition to busi- 
ness, he has been active in many 
civic and social enterprises. Before 
being elected to the Board of As- 
sessors he had served the town, 
both as Selectman and as a member 
of the Finance Committee. At the 
time of his resignation he was 
serving the final year of a three- 
year term as Assessor and prior to 
the action of his physician, had 
planned to run for re-election. 

In addition to resigning from the 
Board of Assessors Mr. Dade has 
lightened his program in other 
ways, having resigned as a director 
of the Winchester Hospital and 
having stepped down from pres- 
ident to vice-president of the J. O. 
Whitten Company. He is continu- 
ing ns director of the Winchester 
Trust Company, a post he has held 
since the spring of 1940.

Recnuse of the* limited seating 
capacity in the high school gym- 
nasium, a difficult ticket situation 
exists. Those who have attended 
one or both of the two Iv-me garner 
thus far this season . re aware of 
this fact. Few will deny that an 
improvement over the present si- 
tuation is necessary. Permitting 
dozens of spectators to stand in 
the corners and to crowd onto the 
playing surface is highly undesir- 
able.

Of the 11 1 reserved seats, 17 have 
alr.idy been disposed of through 
the purchase of season tickets, 
leaving only 07 reserved s'uits 
available at the present moment 
for the next home game on January 
23rd with Lexington High School. 
Season tickets may still be purchas- 
ed for the last four home games by 
phoning the school or. Faculty Man- 
ager, Kay Hayward, (Winchester 
0-0235- R) and making arrange- 
ments to pick up the tickets at the 
next home game. Also reserved 
seats for any individual game may 
be reserved in advance by phone ns 
long as they last. The first game 
starts nt 7:30. Seats reserved by 
phone for individual games will be 
held at the door until 8 p. m. Those 
not called for by then will be put 
on sale. 

The management regrets that at 
the game with Stoneham two or 
three instances occurred where 
holders of season tickets found that 
their seats had been occupied be- 
fore they arrived. Steps will be 
taken to prevent the re-occurrence 
of this situation in the future.

NEW YEAR PROPOSAL 

Editor of the Star: 

At the door of the 1953 season 
for local politics 1 wish to offer an 
idea that should interest Winches- 
ter voters, especially the hundreds 
joining us recently. 

I xnal custom restricts length of 
service in many of our public of- 
fices, as for example that of a se- 
lectman to three years, and a mem- 
ber of the School Committee to six. 
Many thoughtful citizens believe 
that there should be limits also to 
service on other committees and 
boards in the interest of bringing 
fresh viewpoints and enthusiasms 
to the public work. 

As regards Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, the present idea seems to be 
to get elected and then hang onto 
the job until death, or an especially 
indignant electorate, do us part!! 
But while it is patent that many of 
these Members with long service 
are the best brains, feminine and 
masculine, of the town, it is also 
clear that many are regularly re- 
turned to office by the “Candidate 
for Re-election” designation after 
their names on the ballot. 

The average voter faced with 
the caption “Vote for eleven” finds 
no more than half a dozen names 
he knows among the twenty-odd of- 
fered and serenely completes his 
quota by voting for “candidates for 
re-election.” That voter should at- 
tend Town Meeting and watch some 
of his designees in action. They are 
particularly comical — if not so tra- 
gic — as they struggle up for stand- 
ing votes with anxious glances to 
right and left to make sure that 
they are in the “right” crowd. The 
moral is: Never vote for a Town 
Meeting Member you do not know 
by association or by his public ac- 
tions, even if you make only one or 
two crosses on the ballot! 

i propose to Winchester citizens 
that we undertake together an un- 
written understanding the Town 
Meeting Members should serve on- 
ly six years (two terms) continu- 
ously and that after being out of 
office one year they may serve an- 
other six and so on, if elected. The 
point is that after their sabbatical 
year outside the charmed circle 
they will run again strictly on their 
own merits. No good citizen should 
refuse such a challenge nor should 
his usefulness to the community in 
any wise be impaired. The Town 
Meeting will still enjoy the benefits 
of his sage advice; he has but to 
come forward to the microphone 
and “speak his piece” on any issue 
before the Meeting. 

My own term as a Town Meeting 
Member expires this March and, in 
line with my proposal, 1 will not | 
be a candidate for re-election but 
will await 1954 before again offer- 
ing my name as a Member to the 
voters of the fifth precinct. 

I respectfully suggest to all 
Members completing this year at 
least two successive terms that 
they join me in similar action. Such 
a policy continued in years ahead 
will, I venture to predict, result in 
a revitalization in our Town Meet- 
ings and in lasting benefits to Win- 
chester.

NEW TEST FOR DRUNKENNESS 

A new test machine for drunken- 
ness, “The Alcometer”, has been 
developed by the Department of 
Applied Physiology School of Al- 
coholic Studies nt Yale University 
and manufactured hy Alfred Hick- 
nell Associates, mnkers of scien- 
tific instruments, in Cambridge. 
The manufacturers have Winehea- 
( tar interest through the fact that 
, the president of the firm, Robert B. 

1 Fish of Cambridge, is well known 
here, being a member of the Win- 
chester Country Club, where he and 
his wife are active in golf and bowl- 
ing. 

fhe new “Alcometer is a com- 
I plete automatic laboratory, which 
scientifically measures and records 
the alcoholic content of the blood 
through analysis of a suspect’s 
breath. It is the result of 11 years 
of technological research and de- 
velopment, providing an accurate 
precise determination in eight min- 
utes at a cost of 35 cents. Oper- 
ation is as simple as tuning a radio. 

The primary purpose of the “Al- 
cometer” is to protect the innocent 
and to provide irrefutable evidence 
of intoxication by measuring the 
residue of alcohol in the blood at 
the time of the test, not the amount 
that has been consumed. 

When it registers .05 or less it 
is evidence of sobriety. If the scale 
reads between .05 percent and .15 
percent, the subject’s control of 
faculties is questionable. When a 
percentage of .15 or more is regis- 
tered, the subject is drunk. 

The principles employed by the 
“Alcometer” are three in number: 

1. Collection of a sample of the 
subject’s expired air without loss of 
alcohol through condensation of 
water. 

2. Reaction of the alcohol with 
iodine pentoxide yielding a quanti- 
tative production of free iodine. 

3. Photo-electric measurements 
of the intensity of color produced 
by the liberated iodine in a fixed 
volume of starch and potassium 
iodide solution. 

When the procedure is accom- 
plished all human error is eliminat- 
ed and the sum total of results is 
incontestably accurate and precise. 

The person suspected of being in- 
toxicated blows into a tube which 
automatically samples 30ec of the 
expired air. This sample of air is 
then held in the tube at a constant 
temperature in order to avoid con- 
densation of moisture. The proper 
sequence and duration of each of 
the succeeding operations until the 
final test result is registered on the j 
“Alcometer” scale is accurately 
controlled by an automatic timing 
mechanism. 

The importance of having a truly | 
accurate measurement of drunken- 
ness cannot be overemphasized. It 
convicts the guilty, protects the in- 
nocent, helps spot alcoholics, re- 
duces accidents and is portable and 
quick and easy to operate. It can 
he of great value in hospital emer- 
gency wards, armed forces instal- 
lations and in medical clinics and 
industrial plants.

SEVERS HONOR GUESTS 
AT MEDICAL CONFERENCE 

Dr. and Mrs. James Warren 
Sever, of Lewis road will be Mass- 
achusetts guests of honor at the 
First Western Hemisphere Confer- 
ence of the \\ orld Medical Associa- 
tion, to be held in Richmond April 
23 to 26, 1953, in observance of the 
lengthening of life and the constant 
improvement of human health. 

Governor Paul A. Dever of Mass- 
achusetts, in a message, has notified 
Governor John S. Battle of Virginia 
of the selection, adding that Dr. 
and Mrs. Sever have accepted the 
invitation. Recently Governor Bat- 
tle asked each of his 47 fellow-Gov- 
ernors to appoint a physician who 
will reach the age of 75 during 
1953 to visit Virginia and tell of 
medical advances that have taken 
place during his lifetime. The in- 
vitation included the physician’s 
wife. 

Dr. Sever, an orthopedic surgeon, 
was born in 1878, the year when 
pioneering Robert Koch published 
a history-making treatise on causes 
of infection, opening the way to 
rapid progress in surgery and other 
fields of medicine. Dr. Sever was 
graduated in 1901 from the Har- 
vard Medical School. He is a mem- 
ber of the American Orthopedic As. 
sociation, the New England Sur- 
gical Society, and the American 
Academy of Orthopedic Surgeons. 
He is a fellow of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons and a diplomat of 
the American Board of Orthopedic 
Surgery. 

At the Richmond conference, 
guests will be greeted by Dr. Louis 
H. Bauer, president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, and by 
lenders of Latin American medical 
societies. Besides scientific ses- 
sions, there will be opportunities 
for visiting historic sites in Vir- 
ginia, including the 18th century 
Williamsburg restoration.

WINCHESTER BOY UNINJURED 
IN NEW YORK CRASH 


SENTENCED FOR BREAK 

Two Winchester boys, aged 12 
and 14, appeared in District Court 
at Woburn Thursday morning, 
charged with breaking and enter- 
ing the Winchester News Company 
store on Thompson street in the 
night time, and with larceny. 

The break occurred December 31 
and both boys were picked up later 
in the Square by Officer John Rear- 
don. 

One of the boys, in addition to 
lesser offenses, had a previous rec- 
ord of a break at Palmer Beach 
bath-house. He was placed in the 
custody of the Youth Sendee Board 
for one year.

James Daschbach, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James M. Daschbach of 21 
Crescent road, escaped injury early 
last Sunday morning when the 
automobile in which lie was riding 
was in collision with another car 
in Lafayette, N.Y. The driver of 
the other car was killed. 

Young Daschbach, a graduate of 
Winchester High School, is a jun- 
ior at Notre Dame. He and a col- 
lege mate, Boh Ward of Brockton, 
were driving back to college in 
Ward’s car after spending the 
Christmas holidays at home. As 
they were heading west through 
Lafayette, N.Y., Sunday morning 
at 1 :30, and were crossing the crest 
of a hill, their car, which Dasch- 
buch was driving at the time, was 
struck oil the left rear fender by 
another machine, the driver of 
which was apparently trying to 
pass them. 

The force of the impact spun the 
car in which Daschbach and Ward 
were riding completely around, but 
aside from a bent rear fender, the 
machine was not damaged. The oth- 
er car, however, zigzagged across 
the road and finally overturned in 
a ditch. The driver, a young man 
whose name is not yet known here, 
was thrown through the windshield 
and instantly killed. 

After the police investigation of 
the accident Daschbach and Ward 
were permitted to continue their 
trip to South Bend. A telephone call 
received by Mr. and Mrs. Dasch- 
bnch reported that Jimmy and Bob 
arrived at college safely at 5:30 
Monday morning.

Benson 
though greatly influenced by Wins- 
low Homer, retains his own indi- 
viduality. His bird paintings show 
his completely personal style and 
his joy of the elements. In his por- 
traits Mr. Benson has an apparently 
effortless simplicity and reverence. 

Such were the comments of Mr.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT OPERATIONS RETURN $100,000 TO TOWN 


The Town of Winchester received 
$100,628.59 as the result of school 
department operations during 1952, 
according to u report issued this 
week by Superintendent of Schools 
Forbes II. Norris. 

The report, entitled “Money Re- 
ceived by Town Treasurer as Re- 
sult <»f School Department Opera- 
tions," lists the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as the principal 
source of income, with a total con- 
tribution of $94,(183.05. Of this sum, 
$65,645.25 was reimbursement on 
account of the employment of 
teachers in the Winchester schools. 


This latter amount compares favor- 
ably with the $29,505.25 which was 
received for that account last year. 

State aid payments for the Park- 
hurst and Mystic Schools totaled 
$24,382.29 for the year 1952. The 
remainder of the state’s contribu- 
tion was composed of sums for 
adult education, vocational educa- 
tion, ami tuition for state wards. 

Other sources of revenue were 
payments from the superintend- 
ent’s office, tuition paid by parents 
not resident in Winchester, und the 
school rental account.

MILITARY HONORS 
FOR MARINE HERO 

Military honors were accorded 
Pfc. Anthony Gagliormella at the 
funeral of the young Marine hero 
last Saturday morning. 

Pfc. Gagliormella, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph A. Gagliormella 
of 18 Florence street, was killed in 
action in Korea. October 31, 1952, 
after six days in the front lines. 
His body arrived in Winchester last 
week, Wednesday afternoon, and 
escorted by members of the Legion 
and Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
was taken to the Gagliormella home 
where it lay in state for three 
nights, large crowds visiting the 
home each night to honor the young 
Marine. Accompanying the body 
to Winchester was Stair Sergeant 
George A. Battaglia, official escort 
of the Marine Corps. 

Saturday morning, in the hail i 
and rain, the cortege formed at the 
Gagliormella home, detachments of 
both Winchester Post, 97, the 
American Legion; and Aberjona 
Post, 3719, acting as military | 
escort, with their Colors and color 
guard. Commander Charles W. 
Meek, Jr., of the Legion and Com- 
mander Warren Bolivar of the Vet- 
erans headed the detachment. 

Moving steadily through the 
storm, the cortege proceded to St. 
Mary’s Church where a solemn 
requiem high mass was celebrated 
by Rev. Fr. John J. Grant. Rev. 
Fr. Joseph McCall was deacon and 
Rev. Fr. Stephen Burke, subdeacon. 

The flags of the Legion and Vet- 
erans were massed in the church 
and among the many who attended 
the mass were representatives of 
the Aimed Forces, who sat with 
Mrs. Kenneth B. Toye, chairman 
of the Winchester Military Man- 
power Committee. They were Pfc. 
James V. Dyson, USMC; Sgt. Pat- 
rick Fa lino, USA, of Woburn; and 
Sgt. Robert Mutch, USAF. 

Legionnaires and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars acted as bearers, and 
as the flag draped casket left the 
church it was born between lines 
of veterans in uniform. 

From the church the cortege 
proceeded along Washington street 
to Calvary Cemetery where a Ma- 
rine firing squad under Sgt. Lester

NAMED GOP 

NATIONAL COMMITTEEMAN 

Ralph H. Bunnell, former Select- 
j man and member of the town Plan- 
ning Board, was rewarded for out- 
standing work on the Republican 
State Committee during last fall’s 
| presidential and gubernatorial cam- 
paign by being nominated for the 
post of Massachusetts member of 
the National Committee of the Re- 
publican Party. 

Mr. Bunnell's nomination took 
place last week Thursday and tech- 
nically he will not be elected until ! 
formal approval of his nomination 
is voiced at the National Committee 
meeting on January 17. This ap- 
proval, however, is only a formality, 
and Mr. Bonnell actually became 
a member of the National Com- 
mittee when his nomination was 
made unanimous on January 8. He 
announced ut that time he would 
commence his Committee work the 
next day. 

Mr. Bonnell, himself, nominated 
Frederick H. Dearborn of Wcnham 
for the state position on the Na- 
tional Committee vacated by Sin- 
clair Weeks. Elmer Nelson of Mil- 
ford placed Mr. Bonnell’s name in 
nomination. The vote was 79-14 for 
Mr. Bonnell, and after the figures 
were announced it was decided to 
make the nomination unanimous. 

During the campaign last fall 
Mr. Bonnell supervised the State 
Committee campaign publicity, di- 
rected the activities of the state 
candidates in the early stages and, 
from September 29 until the elec- 
tion, was assistant to State Chair- 
man Daniel Tyler with the title of 
co-chairman. Active in his support 
of Taft for the GOP presidential 
nomination, he was a delegate to 
the national convention pledged to 
the Ohio senator. 

Mr. Bonnell returned from the 
convention disappointed over Taft's 
defeat, hut enthused over the choice 
of General Eisenhower and Nixon. 
In the subsequent campaign he did 
outstanding work in support of j 
both candidates and in the inter- , 
ests of the entire state ticket. His | 
enthusiasm and hard work won him , 
widespread acclaim in Republican 1 
circles and speculation had been 
rife as to just what role he would 
til 1 in the new post-election align- 
ment of the party in the state and 
nation. 

Mr. Bonnell is president of Bon- 
nell Motors, Winchester distribu- 
tors of Fords; and of Bonnell & 
Stokes in Arlington, distributors 
of Mercuries and Lincolns.

DR. CHARLES H. RUST 

Dr. Charles Herbert Rust, a na- 
tive of Winchester and retired 
Baptist clergyman died January 2, 
in Rochester, N. Y., where from 
1906 to 1919 he was pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church and its suc- 
cessor, the Baptist Temple, of 
which he was the first minister. 
He was 83 years old. 

Dr. Rust was born in Winchester, 
December 18, 1869, the son of 
Charles M., and Mary L. (Wood) 
Rust. The family home was for 
many years on Elm street in the 
house now' occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Hall. 

Dr. Rust was educated in the 
Winchester schools, at Gordon 
Bible School of Boston and the 
Rochester Theological School. He 
was ordained a Baptist minister in 
1898. 

For two years ho was an assis- 
tant pastor in a Boston church; 
then, for 13 years he traveled 
throughout the United States as a 
preacher. Although most travel- 
ing, evangelists rode horses at the 
time, he used what came to be 
known as his “chapel car”. For a 
year he was a New York represen- 
tative of the Missionary Depart- 
ment of the American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society before going to 
Rochester in 1906 to become pastor 
of the Second Baptist Church there. 

He remained in Rochester as 
pastor of the Second Church and 
its successor, the Baptist Temple, 
until 1919, after which he served 
pastorates in Scranton, Pa., and 
Worcester. He retired in 1939 fol- 
lowing a six-year pastorate at the 
Community Presbyterian Church in 
Old Greenwich, Conn. 

Dr. Rust was the author of many 
books and booklets, among them 
“Personal Religion’’, “The Church 
a Field of Service” and “The Edu- 
cated Layman”. He could trace his 
ancestry to Henry Rust who left 
Hingham, England, and settled in 
Hingham, Massachusetts, in 1635. 

After his retirement Dr. and 
Mrs. Rust lived in Stamford, Conn., 
wintering in Florida, before going 
to Rochester to make their home 
with their daughter, Mrs. Mitchell 
Morrison at 21 Arnold Park in that 
city. 

Besides Mrs. Morrison he leaves 
his wife, the former Bertha Stuart; 
another daughter, Mrs. Wayne D. 
Hurlburt of La Canida, California; 
and a granddaughter, Mrs. Robert 
L. Bauer of North Hollywood, 
California. A sister, Nettie Rust, 
now deceased, was the first wife 
of the Rev. Arthur L. Winn, for 
many years a resident of Winches- 
ter.

The Wakefield “Daily Item” in 
its lead editorial on Janaury 14 
urges that candidates for Select- 
men come forward immediately so 
that the Board in that Town will 
not go into the coming annual elec- 
tion unopposed. The “Item” seems 
critical of the present Selectmen of 
the town und feels that opposition 
must be provided this year to pre- 
vent the town from functioning as 
it says “by default”. The “voters”, 
says the “Item”, “must be given a 
choice, so they will be able actually 
to state a preference for the per- 
sons who will become town fathers”. 
None can quarrel with the “Item’s” 
point of view. In Winchester, in- 
creasingly in recent years, there 
have been candidates elected or re- 
elected without opposition. This is 
not a healthy situation! Time is 
getting short for tiling of nomina- 
tion papers, yet there are in the 
field but three candidates for two 
positions on the Board of Selectmen 
and only two candidates for the 
two existing vacancies on the 
School Committee. The Board of 
Selectmen is of course the top gov- 
erning body of the town. The im- 
portance of the School Committee 
is easily apparent in the size of the 
budget it administers and the effect 
its policies can have on our child- 
ren. There should be enough can- 
didates for both bodies each time 
vacancies occur so that the voters 
can determine which of the group 
they believe promises best for the 
important job he seeks. The “Item” 
is right! Government by default 
is bad!

The most recent complete Census 
of Business taken in Winchester,

“Jim” and “Wee-G” Coon wish 
to share the following Christmas 
letter from the Robert Nichols, for- 
merly of Wildwood street, with the 
Nichols’ other Winchester friends: 
December 6, 1952 
Davao City, Philippines 

Another Christmas for the Nich- 
ols in Davao. 1 wonder if we’ll ever 
again get used to the cold New 
England winters. 

Living in Davao, on the whole, 
has been very pleasant and we feel 
we are accomplishing our mission. 
However, two years is enough. In 
that time we will have given all we 
can offer and it will be time for 
someone else with new ideas to 
take over. We arc getting the “itch” 
to see a new place and people. 

The children have been very well 
and are growing fast. Robbie is go- 
ing to school under the Calvert 
system. He is first grade “prep” 
and getting ready to read. There 
are three other American children 
in school, all five years old. The 
mothers take turns in being the 
“teacher.” We each take two weeks 
at a time. Nancy was going for 
awhile, but it was too much for 
her. She will only be four in March. 
She liked it, but the competition 
with the older children was very 
frustrating. 

Last week we had one of the 
“biggest” social events in Davao. 
It was called “Fete Internationale” 
and an American mestiza was 
crowned “Miss Universe.” It was 
quite spectacular. Miss Universe, 
it was said, spent 1,000 pesos for 
her gown, which was truly lovely. 
Representatives of the different 
countries were her escorts. The ma- 
jority were dressed in their native 
costumes. The Chinese Consul wore 
a Mandarin costume und the Brit- 
ish Consul wore kilts. There were 
representatives from Indiu, Italy, 
Switzerland, Spain, Philippines, and 
Bob represented the U. S. 

The ladies followed this proces- 
sion and represented even more 
countries: Japan, China, Holland, 
Switzerland, ( ambodia, Philippines, 
Spain, Hawaii, Egypt, India, etc. 
An American girl was Minnie-ha- 
ha and I was supposed to be Scar- 
lett O’Hara! I had a big hoop skirt 
made with yards and yards of red 
Chinese nylon and could hardly 
walk and oh so hot. I can easily 
see why many Southern girls faint- 
ed. It was all quite fabulous and 
continued all night, though we left 
early for a change. 

The social season is definitely on 
and will continue until after New 
Years. Filipinos never seem to get 
tired of parties and we, believe it 
or not, have a hard time keeping 
up with them. 

Bob and I learned a native dance 
for “an affair’’ — as these large 
dances and parties are called. It 
is called the “Tinikling” and done 
by jumping in time to special mu- 
sic between two long bamboo poles. 
These poles are clicked together by 
one person on each end. It looks 
simple, but if you happen to have 
your bare feet in the middle when 
the poles come together — too bad! 
Boh had a double sprain from so 
much practice! We were mobbed 
and complimented when we finished 
and were the talk of the town. We 
wore the native costume so it was 
the real thing. It was really fun. 

I hope we’ll remember it so that 
we can do it for you when we get 
home. 

You can see that we are called up 
to all sorts of things. We have little 
time to call our own and we have 
always to be on our toes and sen- 
sitive to other people’, feelings. 
Sometimes it is quite a strain ne- 
ver to relax or let your hair down. 

We were very lucky to he able 
to have turkey for Thanksgiving. 

I hope we’ll be able also to have a 
Christmas tree. It has to come by 
plane from Baguio, if I can make 
proper connections. Many things 
are not available and the prices 
are terrific. j 

We are enjoying our tour in tin* 
Philippines. The people are very 
friendly, but we are looking for- 
ward to a real American Christmas 
in Winchester next year. Boh will 
say more — so very happy holidays 
to all. 

“Virg” 

And A Very Happy New Year 

Well, “Virg” has had her say and 
now I will put in my two bits worth. 
Life has been very interesting in 
the Philippines and I believe the 
whole Nichols family has learned 
and benefittod by the experience. 
Certainly, if nothing else, it has 
given us an appreciation for how- 
lucky we Americans are. All the 
things which are taken for granted 
by Americans cannot be while serv- 
ing in the Far East. I mean by 
this; such things as health facili- 
ties, sanitation and just plain good 
ordinary water. The Philippines of 
all the Far Eastern nations with the 
possible exception of Japan has by 
far the highest standard of living 
and the best of these conditions, 
hut by American standards it is 
very, very poor. This creates a 
challenge to anyone who is work- 
ing here. Although one cannot ex- 
pect to make the whole world into 
an as advanced stage as the U. ,S., 
there are certan basic improve- 
ments which will do much for these 
countries. And it should he clear to 
anyone who has been out here for 
any length of time, that there are' 
many aspects of our culture and 
environment which are not neces 
sarily good things intrinsically, or 


good for export to other nntions. 
There are so many fine things with- 
in the culture out here they should 
retain and export to us. This is all 
part and parcel of that basic prob- 
lem of people in various nations 
understanding each other. It sounds 
very idealistic, hut eventually it is 
something that must be done in 
order to bring some semblance of 
security throughout the world. 

As for my job, I am entirely hap- 
py in this type of work. For those 
of you who do not know what the 
United States Information Service 
is doing throughout the world I 
will try to give you a brief explana- 
tion. In each country outside the 
Iron Uurtain there are t’SIS of- 
fices. These offices have libraries 
that contain anywhere from five to 
twenty thousand volumes. They are 
pretty complete libraries ns far as 
Americana goes. An attempt is 
made to specialize each library 
along the lines needed for that par- 
ticular area. The one in Mindanao 
although it is not as good as it 
should be, tries to emphasize agri- 
cultural material. 

Besides the library we have what 
is called the Mass Media Section. 
In this section we have a film de- 
partment, filmstrip department, 
press and publications department, 
and photo displays department. 
All these various sections are de- 
voted to spreading information in 
regard to the truth about the Soviet 
Union and Communism; and at the 
same time spreading information 
about building stronger democra- 
cies. In the latter case, it may in- 
volve anything from developing 
good government to building a 
stronger economy. Of particular in- 
terest is the movie program. In my 
area of Mindanao, where we have 
a main office at Davao and three 
branch offices at Zamboanga City, 
Cagayando Oro City, and Cotabato, 
we have live mobile units operating. 
These mobile units have a crew of 
two men who travel throughout the 
area approximately twenty days a 
month per unit. During these trips 
they show movies every night at a 
different place. Meanwhile they are 
distributing all sorts of educational 
and propaganda literature. During 
the course of three or four months 
these five mobile unit teams can 
pretty well cover all of Mindanao. 
Besides having these mobile units 
we also have five portable generat- 
ors. These are used for movie show- 
ings in areas where there are no 
roads and travel must be done by 
boat or on foot. ASometimes our 
trips take on the appearance of an 
African safari. During the year 
that I have been here we have 
shown movies to well over 1,100,- 
000 and have distributed about a 
million pieces of literature. Of 
course you may well ask just what 
does this prove; is this material 
effective and what changes are be- 
ing made as a result of it? This is 
a source of constant worry to all 
of us working with the program. 
In other words, we have to justify 
our existence. Probably the best 
example of what USIS has been 
able to do in the Philippines is 
shown by the tremendous improve- 
ments in peace and order and also 
in the very free and clean elections 
held in 1951. While we who are 
working here can see many other 
things that are a result of our 
work, it is not easy to pin intan- 
gihlea down in a written and graph- 
ic report which will convince con- 
gressmen that— six communists 
have become good democrats be- 
cause they read a USIS pamphlet. 

I am afraid that I am giving you 
a very inadequate picture of USIS 
work, but it is the best I can do in 
limited space. When we come home 
next year you will probably have 
a hard time shutting me up. I am 
thoroughly convinced that we could 
use something of the same nature 
in the United States to let Ameri- 
cans know what goes on in other 
countries. Every country in the 
world knows what goes on in the 
U. S., but very few Americans 
know what goes on in th»- rest of 
the world. 

Before I sign off I would like to 
tell you what gorgeous country ' 
Ibis is and how hospitable and 
friendly the Filipinos are. I travel 
throughout my area of Mindanao! 
once a month and I never cease to | 
marvel at the beautiful mountains, 
roaring waterfalls, deep canyons, 
und high plateaus. This is an area j 
very much underdeveloped, hut ' 
enormously wealthy in natural re- 
sources. I have seen trees here that 
can he compared with the redwoods 
of California and there are thou- 
sands and thousands of them.

Just last Monday the fair city 
j of Davao had a disastrous fire in 
| which eight city blocks were com 
pletcly destroyed. The cities out 
here are fire traps. Fire walls are 
almost unheard of, buildings are 
jammed close together; there are 
inadequate water supplies and fire 
departments are very poorly equip- 
ped. In this particular fire all the 
big hemp and copra bodegas burn- 
ed plus the main commercial dist 
rict in the city, i.e., all the shops 
where you could get hardware, fab 
lies, food, etc. Luckily they were 
able to get the fire under control 
after about eight hours. As of to 
day there are still sections which 
are burning, but the danger has 
passed. If you find an increase in 
prices for rope or twine in the next 
few weeks in the U. S. you will 
know the reason. Davao is the ma- 
jor port in the world for the export 
of hemp, and the big majority of 
the abaca from which hemp is made 
is grown right in this area. 

There is much that could be writ- 
ten, but I am afraid that I will have 
to close. The Nichols family is look 
ing forward to seeing all of you 
when we come home about this 
time next year.

BOYS HELD IN LOCAL BREAK

Five boys who worked accord- 
ing to a carefully laid plan were 
picked up early Wednesday morn- 
ing by the Winchester Police and 
are being held in connection with 
the break made at the Winchester 
Provision Company’s market on 
Main street in the center sometime 
between closing time Saturday 
night at 6:30 and 8:30 Sunday 
morning when the break was dis- 
covered. 

Access to the store was gained 
by cutting away a circle of wood in 
the panel of the rear door opening 
on an alley behind the store. The 
boys found no money in the store 
and took little aside from cigar- 
ettes. 

Sgt. John Dolan and Officer Wil- 
liam Haggerty worked all day 
Monday and Monday night inves- 
tigating the case, making a trip to 
Chelsea where information was re- 
ceived that led to the arrest of the 
boys, one a resident of Winchester, 
one living in Heading and the other 
three being sons of service people 
who attend school in Winchester. 

The two oldest of the quintet, 
aged 17 and 18 years old, appeared 
in District Court Wednesday morn- 
ing when Justice William Henehey 
found probable cause on the break- 
ing and entering in the night time 
count and ordered both youths held 
in $2,500 each for appearance be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 

The other three boys, all juve- 
niles, were booked as delinquents 
and will appear at a session of 
juvenile court in the near future. 

Meanwhile Chief Charles J. Har- 
rold was much pleased at the in- 
vestigation and prompt action of 
Sgt. Dolan and Officer Haggerty 
both of whom spent a “day off” in 
working on the case.

REMEMBER THE BIRDS 


I Jr. Kric K. Hanson, President of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
180 Longwood avenue, Boston, yes- 
terday appealed to bird lovers 
eve rywhere to help their feathered 
j friends survive the extreme cold 
weather by putting out food for 
I them. During the bitter cold days, 
particularly when the ground is 
covered with snow and ice, it is 
highly desirable that grain, bread 
crumbs, corn meal, etc., be spread 
where birds can reach them, thus 
eliminating the possibility of suf- 
fering which might result through 
lack- of their natural diet. 

“The most satisfactory method 
of putting out food for them,” stat- 
ed the Society head, “is to plnce 
it on a large board with a molding 
n round the edge. In this way it is 
not scattered or lost.” 

“We cannot urge too strongly,” 
concluded Dr. Hansen, “that every- 


one remember the birds, so thnt 
when spring arrives, these attrac- 
tive creatures will he with us once 
again with their beauty and song.”

FATAL ACCIDENT 
LAST SATURDAY 


Mrs. Minnie J. Read, G7, wife of 
Rev. Otis B. Read, 69, retired Bel- 
mont clergyman, was killed and her 
husband critically injured at 8:46 
last Saturday morning when the 
Chevrolet sedan in which they were 
riding was in a collision at the in- 
tersection of the Parkway and Main 
street with an Eastern Massachu- 
setts Street Railway Bus. 

According to the police the auto- 
mobile, which was being driven by 
Mr. Read, was headed easterly on 
the Parkway and was crossing 
Main street, while the bus, being 
operated by Charles Sheeran of 5 
Myrtle street, Woburn was headed 
north on Main street in the direc- 
tion of the center. 

The collision took place in the 
intersection and the force of the 
compact spun the automobile com- 
pletely around so that it finally 
stopped after knocking down the 
standard of the flashing beacon at 
the northeast corner of the inter- 
section of the two streets near the 
Mill Pond.

Daniel Edmund Hurley, retired 
postal employee and widely known 
taxi operator, died early j>’ 

afternoon, January 19, at the Med- 
ford Orthopedic Nursing Home in 
West Medford. He had been in 
poor health since late last October 
when he suffered a shock, and be- 
fore entering the nursing home in 
December he had been for two 
months a patient at St. Elizabeth s 
Hospital in Brighton. His home 
was at 71 Holland street. 

Mr. Hurley was the son of John, 
and Mary (Sullivan) Hurley.

AN OVERSEAS APPEAL 


Heidelberg, Germany 
January 10, 1953 
Citizens of Winchester: 

Tonight, as I sit in the library 
at the hospital here on post in 
Heidelberg, my thoughts wander 
and" so muny scenes are cast in the 
panorama of my mind. First, I 
think of how far away I am from 
my beloved family; of my little 
brother, whose Christmas card is 
before me, written in the uncertain 
lines of a first grader: “I wish you 
could come home for Christmas.” 

Then my thoughts change a 
bit and I now see the buddies I 
left at Ft. Sam Houston in Texas 
who are now fighting in Korea. I 
see once more the face of my fal- 
len brother Tony Gagliormella as 
we walked down the halls of our 
high school to change classes; I see 
also my other brothers now fighting 
for their lives in Korea to pre- 
serve liberty and freedom for all 
of us— freedom to live, to speak, 
to worship anil praise God as we 
will with so much love as abounds 
in my heart this very night. 

As my thoughts are projected 
onto this imaginary screen I see 
now the four hundred and eighty 
children at the local orphanage 
here, where 1 have spent most of 
my ofT-duty hours these past few 
weeks. I see the sweet gentleness, 
the helplessness of the infants with 
their outstretched hands, their 
eyes, like pools of heaven, reflect- 
ing their hunger for affection — af- 
fection which is not forthcoming, 
since most of them have been aban- 
doned by their procreators. The 
two and three-year-old ones rush 
to me calling me Uncle Josef, each 
clambering about me, struggling 
fervently to get closest for what 
affection I or anyone else will give 
them. 

Then there are the older ones 
who are shy, and yet, as they come 
to shake hands with me, I sense in 
their pitiful eyes their feeling of 
not belonging. I sense that they 
too are trying to grasp the branch- 
es and eat of the fruit of affection. 
But, being older, and unlike the 
younger ones, they hesitate to be 
outward in their feelings. 

My brothers are fighting in Ko- 
rea for what we hold dear. We here 
in Europe are also prepared to sac- 
rifice our lives at any time for 
i those same ideals. While we are 
here, we are attempting to sell 
these people democracy and our 
, way of life. The best way is to 
start with the children, to help 
them see democracy in action and 
how our system works. We are do- 
; ing our best to accomplish this mis- 
sion, and you folks back home can 
help us. 

I appeal to all of you, especially 
to you students in the high school, 
to take up the initiative for a drive 
for these children. We would love 
(<• have baseball, basketball, ping 


pong and any sports equipment 
whatsoever, so that we can teach 
them and play with them, to 
inculcate into their absorbent 
minds fair play and regard for the 
rights of others. Any old sports 
equipment can be mended. You stu- 
dents can come up with some new 
ideas, I know. 

And to the organizations and 
j churches of Winchester — these 
I children could use clothes. Any old 
clothes whatsoever, no matter how 
large or small, can be altered and 
mended. They do not want you to 
semi new clothes, but those old 
clothes that went out of style this 
year and which are lying around 
the house cluttering up the closets. 
The nuns in charge of the children 
have nimble hands and can do mar- 
velous work with those old clothes. 

In the orphanage are children 
from eight weeks to sixteen years 
old— boys and girls of ull faiths, 
of all nationalities including Amer- 
ican — they are all children of 
Christ. I appeal to you in their be- 
half to extend the Christmas spirit 
just a little longer. Will somebody 
take the initiative for these child- 
ren of Christ? 

I would appreciate hearing from 
anybody, either directly or through 
the Star concerning this appeal.

FAMILY SOCIETY OFFERS AID 
TO WORRIED PARENTS 

Commenting on the recent out- 
breaks of teen-age vandalism re- 
ported in the news, Malcolm 8. j 
Nichols of Wildwood street, Exec- 
utive Director of the Family Soci- 
ety of Greater Boston, said today, 
“These youthful offenses are gene- 
rally the product of inner family 
1 tensions plus the pressure of out- 
J side forces. 

“Such outer pressures affecting 
youth in these times may include: 
family living costs, the draft and 
uncertainties as to education and 
future, movement of families into 
communities where wages are high, 
but housing bad, or increased em- 
ployment of mothers without ade- 
quate child care. 

“Parents who react with alarm 
to accounts of youthful stealing or 
the destruction of “teen-age" gangs 
ask themselves what they can do 
to protect their own children from 
being similarly involved at a future 
date.” 

The director of this Red Feather 
Service believes that there are at 
least three things that all parents 
can do: 

1. Assure yourself of your own 
children’s behavior. 

A natural tendency on the part 
cf many parents, hearing of anti- 
social action on the part of other 
youngsters in the community, is to 
“crack down” on their own young- 
sters through more rigid discipline. 
Children want and need firm hut 
kindly guidance from their parents* 
but simply cracking down on disci- 
pline is seldom a good deterrent. 

Parents might feel less' impelled 
to resort to sheer discipline, rather 
than added quantities of praise and 
aircction, if they had some clearer 
gauge of the developing habits and 
l**rsonality patterns of their child- 
ren. Another Family Service Agen- 
cy devised this simple seven ques- 
tion test for that purpose: 

a. Does your child get along well 
with other children most of the 
time T 

b. Is your child usually consider- 
ate of his own and other persons’ 
property ? 

c. ('an you reason with your 
child? 

d. Does your child usually follow 
your directions? 

e. Does your child usually eat 
and go to bed without undue strug- 
gle ? 

f. Does your child tell you when 
his feelings ore hurt? 

g. Is your child able to manage 
for himself within the choices you 
give him ? 

“If you can answer ‘yes’ to all 
seven questions, your youngster 
would seem to be developing ideally 
into patterns of good behavior,” 
Mr. Nichols declared. “Few child- 
ren grow perfectly, however, either 
in personality or physical form. 
Most parents will answer ‘no’ to 
one or more of the questions and 
i will have no cause for undue alarm. 
If your answers are mostly nega- 
tive, however, you may be wise to 
I seek competent outside help.” 

2. If continually worried by your 
children’s behavior, ask for profes- 
sional help while there is still time. 

“Most parents today recognize 
the importance of health checkups 
and seeing their doctor when their 
I children show first symptoms of 
illness,” Mr. Nichols said. “Many of 
the same parents, however, carry 
along the old-fashioned idea that 
there is an element of blame or 
shame in seeking consultation on 
the emotional health of their off- 
spring. Young personalities, like 
young bodies, heal readily under 
good treatment. Modem parents 
are finding that the best ‘cure’ for 
delinquency is to find ways of modi- 
fying worrisome personality traits 
I before they become fixed patterns.” 

The Family Society of Greater 
Boston is a community resource 
which parents can use when their 
children’s behavior is a cause of 
worry. Of all the problems brought

difficulties. The family counselors 
on its staff are trained, experienced 
social caseworkers with a know- 
ledge of both mental health and the 
facilities in the community which 
can best be utilized in solving a 
personal or family problem. 

3. Give interested and active sup- 
port of community activities and 
efforts which can help to reduce 
delinquency. 

As citizens, parents can help 
counter delinquency by giving fresh 
support to strengthening existing 
preventive programs in their com- 
munities. iTograms which provide 
wholesome recreation* measures 
which better housing and living 
conditions, agencies which provide 
ready and skilled help for worried 
families — all are implements in 
meeting the delinquency problem. 

“In taking steps to prevent de- 
linquency,” Mr. Nichols finished, 
“the need is not for a negative, dis- 
ciplinary program. Prevention of 
delinquency starts with the crea- 
tion of a healthful atmosphere in 
every home. It spreads across the 
community in united efforts to give 
every child the conditions and op- 
portunities for normal develop- 
ment.” 

Family Society provides a con- 
fidential counseling service to res- 
idents of Winchester through its 
Fells way Office at 5 High street, 
Medford Square.

PARKING ON PARKWAY 


The recent action of the Metro- 
politan Police in tagging auto-mo- 
biles parked along the parkway be- 
side the stone wall opposite the high 
school and in the angle parking 
space at the entrance to Waterfield 
road came in for sharp criticism on 
the part* of local motorists and 
those from out of town who had 
been parking in those places habit- 
ually. 

Inability to do a suitable job of 
snow-removal caused the MIX' ac- 
tion, and police say there is an 
MIX' regulation forbidding parking 
any w he re on MDC property. This 
regulation would seem to give the 
MDC authority for their action in 
tagging the offending cars, though 
motorists point to signs at the 
angle parking space permitting 
one hour parking. Neither Metro- 
politan Captain McCarthy nor Po- 
lice Chief Harrold knows who 
placed these signs there, but ap- 
parently Winchester has been park- 
ing at the above-mentioned spots on 
sufferencc. 

In an effort to straighten out the 
parking tangle Chief Harrold talk- 
ed with Captain McCarthy Monday, 
and found the Metropolitan officer 
most cooperative. Captain McCar- 
thy, recently returned from a vaca- 
tion, knew nothing of the tagging, 
and told Chief Harrold that so long 
as cars did not interfere with snow 
removal, he would have no objection 
to their being parked along the 
wall on the parkway at the Mil! 
Pond and in the angle parking 
space at the entrance to Waterfield 
road. 

This would seem to put it square- 
ly up to the motorists, Winchester 
and visiting. If it’s snowing and 
looks like snow-plowing would be 
necessary, do not leave your car at 
either of the spots mentioned above. 
The MDC will tag your car if it 
interferes with what it considers 
the proper removal of snow from 
the Parkway.

In the closing months of World 
War II, an American soldier wan- 
dered late one night into a shell- 
smashed house in Bonn, Germany, 
found a piano nnd began idly play- 
ing “Moonlight Sonata” in the 
darkness. Not until next day did 
he learn he had been in the birth- 
place of Ludwig van Beethoven, 
playing Beethoven’s great work on 
the composer’s own piano. 


Today’s Great Lakes were born 
with the melting of the last huge 
ice sheet over North America, the 
National Geographic Society says.

Dr. Moses began his talk with a 
brief backward glance into obste- 
trics for the last one hundred years, 
back to the days when the Cham- 
berlains of England ruled this field 
for five generations, and were the 
inventors of forceps. He told of 
the incredible risk run by women 
who had a baby in the early days.

wives — with the doctor called in 
only for complications. They have 
a low mortality rate — but not as 
low as that of the U. S. with its 
almost 100% hospital deliveries. 

Dr. Moses touched skillfully on 
the three threats to delivery — 
hemorrhage, toxemia, sepsis, and 
spoke of advantage of the use of 
painkillers in obstetrics. He re- 
minded his audience that it was not 
too long ago when the use of 
chloroform in such cases was view- 
ed with great hue and cry — 
whereas now the use of analgesia 
is permitted, to conserve the pa- 
tient’s strength, and to help in the 
difficult cases. “While childbirth is 
a natural function, it depends on 
special and trained skills today — 
and it keeps our mortality rate 
down”. 

Dr. Moses paid warm tribute to 
the Winchester District nurses for 
their skill, and hoped that more 
patients leaving the hospital might 
use such services; he paid equal 
tribute to the Association of which 
the present line Winchester Hos- 
pital is the child. "Obstetrics,” he 
stated, "is a surgical specialty — 
hut every patient is an individual, 
and worthy of the very best’’.

WINCHESTER GARDEN CLUB 

At the charming home of Mrs. 
William G. Ross the Winchester 
Garden Club held n most delightful 
meeting on Thursday, January 22.

William W. Goodhue 
pouring the coffee. After a short 
business meeting conducted by the 
president, Mrs. Samuel B. Kirk- 
wood, the program was presented 
by a former president, Mrs. Nor- 
man M. Mitchell, whose subject was 
“Dining Table Arrangements." 

Mrs. Mitchell, who is well known 
for her skill in flower arrange- 
ments, and greatly in demand for 
talks on the subject, stressed the 
necessity of creating interest in all 
four sides of an arrangement for 
the dining table, and keeping the 
arrangement fairly low — not more 
than fourteen inches in height — 
except for a formal dinner party, 
when greater heights may be de- 
sirable. Pinks and reds, she ex- 
plained, are more satisfactory for 
evening use, as blues and purples 
tend to become dull under artificial 
light. 

Her first arrangement, in an old- 
fashioned silver cake basket, con- 
sisted of soft pink snapdragons for 
height and silhouette, or general 
form of the arrangement, pale pink 
and deepest pink carnations on one 
side of the arrangement, with deep 
red roses on the other side, and for 
a focal point the leaves of coleus 
adding an even deeper note of col- 
or and interest. This was a formal 
arrangement, with the following 
examples for more informal set- 
tings: the cheerful yellow of jon- 
quils against the lively green of 
the Japanese yew, with its grace- 
ful branches for height and added 
interest, in a low pewter container 
on a teak wood base; white gar- 
denias laid with apparent hut ar- 
tistic carelessness at the base of 
an upright piece of white coral in 
a flat modern type of container, a 
white china bird completing the 
picture of cool, informal charm; an- 
other low arrangement of peach 
gladioli cut very short, in a white 
china container, with the peach of 
the gladioli echoed in the exotic 
leaves of coleus, and last of all, 
for a very informal setting, n low 
wicker basket with short-stemmed 
red carnations arranged in a mass 
with Mrs. Mitchell’s owrj skill, their 
delicate foliage supplying the 
height required. Massachusetts, 
Mrs. Mitchell said, grows more 
carnations than any other state, 
and these extremely decorative 
blooms with their spicy fragrance 
may be used with great success if 
the arranger will cut the stems 
to the shorter length needed for 
an artistic arrangement.

WINCHESTER AT WAKEFIELD 


FIRE WHISTLE REPAIRED 

Winchester was without a work- 
able whistle for its fire alarm sys- 
tem over the past week-end, the old 
valve controlling the steam for the 
whistle at Boggs and Cobb Tannery 
finally leaking so badly last Friday 
that it had to he removed. 

The fire department’s electrician, 
Kverett Kimball, and Firefighter 
Walter Skerry took out the old 
valve and also the whistle itself, 
installing a new type high pressure 
steam valve which the department 
has been bolding for some time in 
the event of an emergency. The old 
valve has been in use for many 
years, long before most members 
of the fire department were in ser- 
vice. 

A new air cylinder had to be in- 
stalled in the whistle mechanism 
to permit the whistle and (Jamcwell 
fire alarm system to operate with 
the new high pressure valve, which 
differed in design from the old 
type. Firefighters Kimball and 
Skerry worked much of Saturday 
on the whistle and adapter, com- 
pleting the job Monday, the whistle 
being tested and put back in opera- 
tion Monday afternoon. 

In addition to their work on the 
whistle, Firefighters Kimball and 
Skerry had another job on their 
hands Saturday evening, when No. 
3 circuit of the fire alarm system 
refused to function, following the 
rain and windstorm. 

This job was completed Sunday 
morning, the defective part of the 
circuit being found and the trou- 
ble corrected. The entire circuit was 
in working order before noon on 
Sunday.

FREDERICK H. PRINCE 

WELL-KNOWN BANKER 
NATIVE OF WINCHESTER 

Frederick H. Prince, widely 
known financier and sportsman 
who died February 2 in Biarritz, 
France, was born in Winchester, 
November 24, 1859, son of Fred- 
erick O., and Helen (Henry) 
Prince. His father, mayor of Bos- 
ton from 1880 to 1884, and also 
Massachusetts Stute senator and 
representative, was prominent in 
Winchester during his residence, 
being active among those who pro- 
posed the name Winchester for the 
town. The Prince School, which 
served as the high school until the 
construction of the present build- 
ing, later housing the Gth grade, 
was named in his honor. It stood, 
until torn down, on Church street 
at the corner of School street, just 
above the present home of Dr. Wil- 
liam D. Barone. 

The Prince estate was located on 
Wedge Pond, substantially in the 
location of the present Wedge 
Pond road. It extended from about 
the spot where Wedge Pond 
road leaves Vine street down to 
the old railroad station at the rear 
of Pike’s Garage and westerly to 
Wedge Pond. The old station was 
moved by former Mayor Prince and 
turned into a stable for his horses. 

Frederick II. Prince was one of 
five children. He attended Harvard 
University in the class of 1882, and 
two years later married Abigail 
Kingsley Norman of Newport, R. I., 
who died in 1949. 

They had two sons, Frederick H. 
Jr., and Norman Prince, and in 1944 
adopted William Wood Prince. 
Their son, Norman, was founder 
of the famous Lafayette Escadrille 
during World War I and died in 
action in France in 1916. 

To perpetuate his son’s memory 
Mr. Prince left to the Town of Win- 
chester a bond, the income to be 
used as a prize “for that pupil of 
the Prince School who has shown 
the best example of the highest 
ideal among boys”, or to be used 
on a day to be set by the School 
authorities to defray the cost of 
exercises in the school, at which 
there shall be speeches by men best 
qualified to present to the school 
the ideals which should guide the 
boys in their lives.

For a 
good many years he had been ac- 
tive in Masonic work and was a 
member of the Henry Price Lodge 
of Charlestown, the William Park- 
man Lodge of Winchester and the 
Signet Royal Arch Chapter of Bos- 
ton. In 1949 he was awarded a 
veteran’s medal symbolizing fifty 
years in Masonry. 

Mr. Berry was well known by 
many along the North Shore, hav- 
ing maintained a summer home at 
Little Neck, Ipswich, for more than 
thirty years. 

Suiviving are two sons, Edward 
W. Jr., of Holden and Leonard of 
Wenham, and three daughters, 
Eleanor and Mrs. Warren C. Hich- 
born, both of Winchester, and Mrs.

WILLIAM D. GROTE 


William D. Grote, prominenl 
Cincinnati industrialist, father of 
Mrs. Henry M. Gahan, of Grove 
street, died at his home in Cincin- 
nati on January 16, 1953. Funeral 
services were held at St. Andrew’s 
Church, Avondale, Cincinnati, on 
Tuesday, January 20. 

Mr. Grote was a lifelong resi- 
dent of Cincinnati. A widely-known 
chemist at an early age, Mr. Grote 
introduced the injection plastic 
molding process into the United 
States in 1921. The process, which 
is used in 60 per cent of all plastics 
manufacturing firms in this coun- 
try, was developed in Germany, 
where Mr. Grote found it and 
bought the patent for use here. 
While president of the American 
Chemical Co., which he founded 
about 1903, Mr. Grote developed 
the first automatic injection mold- 
ing machine to be used in the 
United States. The chemical com- 
pany was dissolved 8 years ago. 

He was chairman of the hoards 
of the Grotelite Co., a plastics 
manufacturing concern which he 
founded in 1922, and of the Grote 
Manufacturing Co., a metal-pro- 
ducts industry which he bought in 
1927 as the National Colortype Co., 
and was also associated with other 
companies. Mr. Grote was a mem- 
ber of the Cincinnati Club and a 
former director of the Cincinnati 
Athletic Club. He maintained a 
winter home at Palm Beach, where 
he was a member of the winter 
colony for the past thirty years. 

Mr. Grote is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Mary M. Grote, and 
in addition to Mrs. Gahan, by three 
other daughters, four sons and ten 
grandchildren. 


JOHN J. O'DONNELL 


John J. O’Donnell of 46 Swan- 
ton street, a long time and well 
known resident of Winchester, died 
Friday, January 30, at the Mass- 
achusetts Memorial Hospital after 
a three months illness. 

Mr. O’Donnell was the son of 
Neil, and Bridget (Doherty) 
O’Donnell. He was born in County 
Donegal, Ireland, 81 years ago, 
but came to this country as a boy, 
and for the past 70 years had been 
a resident of Winchester. 

Mr. O’Donnell learned the leather 
worker’s trade, and as a young man 
worked in the old P. Waldmyer tan- 
nery that stood opposite the 
present postoffice on what later be- 
came old Manchester Field. When 
the Waldmyer shop was torn down 
he went to work for Beggs & Cobh 
at their Swanton street tannery, 
remaining with this firm until his 
retirement. 

Mr. O’Donnell’s wife, the late 
Catherine Keenan O’Donnell, died 
in 1942. He leaves two daughters, 
Mrs. Albert Lynch and Mrs. George 
P. Govostes, both of Winchester; 
two sons, Col. Clarence J. O’Don- 
nell, USMC, stationed in St. Louis, 
Mo., and Charles P. O'Donnell of 
New Rochelle, N. Y.; two sisters,, 
Mrs. William Bond of Winchester ; 
and Mrs. Nellie Willoughby of Ply- , 
mouth, N. H.; also twelve grand- 
children. 

The funeral was held Monday | 
morning from the Lane Funeral , 
Home with high mass of requiem 
celebrated at St. Mary’s Church by 
Rev. Fr. Charles A. Anadore. 
Burial was in Calvary Cemetery 
where the committal prayers were 
read by Father Anadore. 


OPPONENTS OF OVERPASS 
HEARD 


On Wednesday morning a group 
of citizens who are in strong oppo- 
sition to the railroad overpass in 
the Square voiced their objection 
at a hearing in the State House, Di- 
vision of 1 ransportation, with Sen- 
ator Lundgren presiding, when 
House Bill nl 49, sponsored by Mrs. 
Lorencc Woodside, was heard. 

The bill reads, “The petition of 
Lorencc Woodside to prohibit the 
expenditure of any sum of money 
from any source for the elimination 
of the grade crossing in Winches- 
ter Center by the proposed over- 
head railroad or overpass until the 
final plan with costs has been ap- 
proved by the Town.” Mrs. Wood- 
side asked that the state withhold 
the five or six million dollars for 
the project until the taxpayers and 
voters here had had an opportunity 
to vote on the final plans or to 
study the alternate plan, and until 
the taxpayers knew just how much 
the project would cost them in land 
damages. 

Amid much pertinent discussion 
the commission was given to under- 
stand that the citizens who oppose 
the overpass and support house 
bill 2149 have not yet been given 
the complete and final plans j>n the 
overhead, nor have they any idea 
of its cost. The state will pay for 
the overpass, hut the townspeople 
may be paying for land damages, 
according to the proponents. Much 
discussion also centered around a 
statement that Commissioner of 
Public Works Callahan had said 
he was willing to allocate his de- 
partment’s time and the funds in- 
volved for this overhead pass only 
— that it was “this plan or noth- 
ing.”

tem will be sounded to announce 
the commencement of a test alert 
based on a hypothetical air raid, 
but the signal used will be the all- 
clear, in order to avoid any pos- 
sible confusion. Thip alert prom- 
ises to b# unusually* effective for 
Civil Defense personnel, because 
there will be no briefing prior to 
the test, and the problems and in- 
cidents will be “fed in” from a 
headquarters outside Winchester, 
and taken care of with no previous 
planning. This will provide excel- 
lent proof of the efficiency of Civil 
Defense training by volunteers in 
all Divisions.

Maxim Karollk certainly brought 
a warm, vibrant interest and pleas- 
ure to those who went to the Feb- 
ruary Meeting of the Winchester 
Art Association Tuesday. His 
colorful personality charmed his 
audience, and his ardent, dynamic 
description of search and subse- 
quent revelation of significant 
American Painting in the so-called 
“Barren Period” 1815 - 1865, gave 
the audience an inspired satisfac- 
tion and new interest in American 
Art. He answered questions on his 
two collections at the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, the first of Fur- 
niture and Silver, the second of 
Painting and on his third, not com- 
pleted, of drawings, etc. 

Mr. Karolik in his talk “The 
Meaning of the Karolik Collec- 
tions”, said “This Collection of 
1815 - 1865 shows actually what 
happened in the Art of Painting 
in America, after Gilbert Stuart 
and before the emergence of Win- 
slow Homer. The gap is now filled, 
chronologically and stylistically the 
sequence is now established. 

Mr. Karolik told of a statement 
written by an English woman, Mrs. 
Anna Jameson, who visited this 
country in 1837, “While in America 
I was struck by the manner in 
which the imaginative talent of the 
people had thrown itself forth into 
Painting; the country seemed to 
swarm with painters.” 

The Current Exhibition, an out- 
standing collection of Old Masters 
for a small Gallery, was alas not 
mentioned, due to the shortage of 
time and the absorbing material 
of Mr. Karolik’s subject. But 
there on the walla were five fine 
examples of American Painting; 2 
Copley Portraits, a Dunlap, an un- 
known, and a Greenwood Portrait 
loaned by Mr. and Mrs. Jerry 
Nason, of his ancestor. 

The other Examples of 17th and 
18th Century Dutch, Italian and 
French Paintings are very hand- 
some, and afford a rare opportunity 
for our residents and school child- 
ren especially to see them locally. 
A special talk on this Exhibition 
will be announced later in the 
month.

WINCHESTER OUTCLASSED 
MELROSE 

Winchester High captured an 
easy 85 - 36 victory from Melrose 
High at the high school gym on 
Tuesday afternoon.

Many interesting and little known 
facts about his childhood and young 
manhood were mentioned. His 
father, John Shakespeare, was a 
business man as well as a political 
figure in the town. He made 
leather gloves; the leather and the 
tools used to fascinate William 
and it is supposed a good deal of 
his early life was spent here in 
his father’s shop. William entered 
grammer school in Stratford as 
soon as he was old enough, all 
pupils were required to learn to 
read and write Latin and school 
hours were from 7 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
His home was in the center of the 
town, with stores, and church etc., 
all around and not far away, a 
stone bridge built by Crompton 
which led to London.

DON'T WANT RAISED TRACKS 


MINEOLA, L. I., Fob. 2— More 
than a hundred residents of the 
Hewlett Gibson area stormed into 
a public hearing here today to pro- 
test the acquisition of property 
needed to raise the Long Island 
Rail Road tracks over Peninsular 
Itlvd., between their two towns on 
the Uoekaway Branch. 

A half dozen of the spokesmen 
told the Nassau County Board of 
Supervisors the proposed plan 
would turn their towns into slum 
areas and would put the tracks 
“right in the backyards of at least 
60 homes.” In some cases the em- 
bankment would be within two feet 
of the back doors. 

Last Thursday night a committee 
from the two towns conferred with 
the county’s public works commis- 
sioner and with the county engineer. 
They put in an alternate plan call- 
ing for tin* depressing of the tracks, 


but it was rejected. Then todny’s j 
hearing was set. 

At todays session the repre- 
sentatives from the protesting 
groups said that elevnled tracks i 
are obsolete and that most com- 
munities are tearing such struc- 
tures down. They also said that 
many of the home owners are vete- 
rans* with <11 mortgages hut that 
they can’t sell their places under 
the law because there isn’t total 
condemnation. 

The commissioners reserved de- 
cision.

OPPONENTS OF OVERPASS 
HEARD 


( Continued from Page 1) 

Mrs. Woodside presented the 
case for the proponents of the pe- 
tition, explaining that her group 
wished to know exactly who would 
pay for any land-taking involved 
in the overpass, the state or the 
town, just what it would cost, and 
that she felt the taxpayers here 
should know the facts, to he allow- 
ed to vote on the land-taking. She 
stated that it was a known fact 
that the railroad crossing was a 
hazard, and an inconvenience, hut 
that there had actually been three 
fatalities in the last half century, 
nnd not 40 or 50. “Land taking will 
he higher than estimated,” she 
warned, “and there will always be 
the extras which the taxpayers 
must pay!” She grimly pictured 
Winchester with its w'all of rail- 
road cutting the town in two, its 
disruption during the construction, 
and when it is all over, still leaving 
the town with its problem of traf- 
fic through the center of town. She 
spoke of the Department of Public 
Works being willing to provide 
money “only for the overpass, no 
other plan.” 

“We have a good plan,” Mrs. 
Woodside said, laying it before the | 
committee. “And with it we have a 
solution for the traffic pouring in 
from the six roads, the heavy 
through traffic on route 38.” She 
didn’t call it by name, but the plan 
she pointed to was the Foster Plan, 
which would divert traffic from 
Main street to the Parkway, up 
by the library over the Skillings 
lot and up by the Blanchard Lum- 
ber Co. 

“There is no hurry to build any 
overpass, to spend state money has- 
tily, in these times, there is another 
war on now, as Winchester parents 
know only too well. This is no time 
to jam through any spending of 
millions of dollars — on Something 
which once erected, is with us for- 
ever.” Mrs. Woodside repeated to 
the committee that “at no time 
have we had a chance to bring be- 
fore the town the alternate plan, 
and let the town vote on it.” 

Speaking on behalf of the peti- 
tion was Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Wightman, who have made their 
home here for 32 years; Arthur J. 
j Hewis, Jr., of Swanton street, town 
| meeting member, who was the lone 
vote against the overpass plan when 
it was presented at the town meet- 
ing; John J. Murphy, former May- 
or of Somerville, who told of his 
life long crusade to abolish danger, 
ous grade crossings and overhead 
passes; Mrs. Elizabeth McDonald 
of 10 Hill street; Lorenzo Currier 
of Canterbury road, who reminded 
the chairman that the town should 
have time to look over the plan 
which would put the highway over 
the railroad, and not the railroad 
over the highway; Mrs. Charles E. 
Crede, Mrs. George E. Connor, Miss 
Helen M. Monroe; Mr. Harrison 
Wagner, who told of consulting 
M.l.T. engineers, who assured him 
the modern way was not to build 
overpasses, but to place the roads 
over the railroads. 

Speaking against the petition, 
and in fa , r *r of the overpass was 
Rep. Han ison Chadwick, who ex- 
plained how the town had voted to 
put the selectmen in charge of 
plans for the grade crossing, and 
how the town had then voted for 
the plans submitted by the select- 
men at a later date, lie also said 
Senator Richardson also favored 
the overpass. 

Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men Harrison Lyman. Jr., spoke 
eloquently for the overpass and up- 
held the stand of the selectmen 
(former and present board) in try- 
ing to obtain for the town some 
definite solution to the problem of 
the railroad crossing in Winchester 
Center. He stated that Commis- 
sioner Callahan had been some- 
what misrepresented at the hear- 
ing, that he had stated that the 
current project was the only feas- 
ible one, the only one he would 
consider from the economic stand- 
point, and the only one the Depart- 
ment of Public Works would sup- 
port. He spoke of the delay to fire 
apparatus because of trains going 
through, and of the inconvenience 
caused to motorists when 26,500 
cars crossed the tracks daily, wait- 
ing for 87 through trains. 

Senator Lundgren made one 
strong point — he asked Mr. Lyman 
if the Winchester voters had had 
an opportunity to puss on the final 
form of the plans for the overhead 
pass. Mr. Lyman said no, “but the 
people will be given these plans at 
a future town meeting.” 

The chairman asked if the voters 
had been told of the costs, and hud 
voted on that part, and was told 
no, they had not. 

Speaking after Mr. Chadwick in 
opposition to the petition was Fred- 
erick S. Hatch, chairman of the 
Planning Board, Vincent Farns- 
worth, former selectman, Howard 
Ambrose, Frank K. Rowe, Charles 
T. Main, II, Don S. Greer, and 
Harry E. Chefalo, Senator Camp- 
bell could not be present, but sent 
a letter of opposition. 

Mr. John McCloskey from the 
DPW spoke on behalf of the over- 
pass as “the most feasible plan,” 
and said that bids would be opened 
this summer, with work starting 
shortly thereafter. He estimated 
the construction cost of the over- 
pass at about 5 million dollurs.

FREDERICK H. PRINCE 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Mr. Prince and his brothers wore 
active in all sorts of sports, and 
played prominent parts in the old 
July 4th celebrations held beside 
Wedge Pond. On the Prince estate 
was laid out one of the first tennis 
courts in the United States, and the 
family was also active in boating 
on Wedge. 

The Prince brothers were instru- 
mental in forming n baseball team, 
on which they and other congenial 
spirits played with many of the 
games taking place on the old 
Bacon’s Field off what is now Ba- 
con street. 

In casting about for a name for 
the nine, Myopias was laughingly 
suggested since, several of the play- 
ers were quite near sighted. 
Myopias the team became, and 
later the Myopia Hunt Club was 
formed with headquarters on the 
west side hill, which took its name 
from the club and is now known 
as Myopia Hill. The Myopia Hunt 
Club in Winchester was the fore- 
runner of the present widely known 
Myopia Hunt Club in Hamilton. 

Mr. Prince quit Harvard in his 
sophomore year to join a brokerage 
firm, and in five years he had his 
i own business. In 1899 he headed a 
! syndicate that gained control of 
the Chicago Stockyards for $23,- 
000,000, strengthening his grip by 
taking over ruilroads and finally 
by getting control of Armour & 
Co. 

His brokerage firm, founded in 
1885, had offices in Newport, R. I. 
At the time of his death he was the 
oldest member of the Now York, 
Boston and Midwest Stock Ex- 
changes. He was president of the 
Chicago Stockyard Company, dir- 
ector of other Chicago railroad and 
stockyard interests and a member 
of the executive committee of Ar- 
mour & Company. 

Mr. Prince was long known as 
the richest man in New England 
and probably one of the wealthiest 
in the world. His fortune was es- 
timated as high as $250,000,000 and 
he earned as much as three to four 
million yearly. Forseeing the Wall 
Street crash in 1929, he got out in- 
tact, investing the proceeds of his 
stock sales in government bonds. 
He was always daring, daring in 
finance, in polo or in riding to 
hounds. At 75 he played a hard 
game of polo, acted as master of 
the hunt and took his trick at the 
wheel on his yacht Weetamoe. 

Mr. Prince lived lavishly. His 
1,000-acre estate, “Princemere” in 
Wenham, was valued at $2,000,000, 
with an estimated $250,000 spent 
on polo fields alone. He offered the 
estate to the United Nations as a 
headquarters, and when it was re- 
fused he turned it over to the Gor- 
don College of Theology and Mis- 
sions for $1. 

In 1932 he purchased for an es- 
timated $6,000,000 the famous Mar- 
ble Palace in Newport built by the 
late William K. Vanderbilt* and 
made it his home, admitting he 
wished to escape high Massachu- 
setts taxes. 

He spent his winters in Paris 
where he owned estates in Pan and 
Biarritz, as well as a town house 
in Paris. He was master of the 
Pau Hunt, founded by the Duke of 
Wellington and one of the most 
aristocratic in Europe. 

Mr. Prince had no use for the 
professors of the New Deal brain 
trust, and is quoted as calling pro- 
fessors “one of the chief curses of 
the country.” In 1933 he offered to 
President Roosevelt a plan for re- 
organizing the U. S. railroads into 
seven regional systems at a saving 
he claimed would total $743,000,000 
a year. The plan was rejected be- 
cause of the numbers of employees 
who would have had to he dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Prince was a member of the 
Country Club, the Essex Country 
Club, Myopia Hunt Club and the 
Somerset Club. He was also a 
member of many other clubs and 
organizations in Chicago, New 
Yprk and Washington, D. C., in- 
cluding the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati. 

He leaves a son, Frederick H. 
Prince, Jr., and an adopted son, 
William Wood Prince. 

The funeral and interment were 
held in Washington, D. C. Cathe- 
dral. 


FAMED GREEK ORACLE 
WAS NEVER MISTAKEN 


The world has seen thousands of 
soothsayers, fortune tellers, prog- 
nosticators nnd pundits hut few 
can equal the ancient Greek Oracle 
of Delphi, whose prophecies laid 
down a prediction pattern that is 
still used. 

The Delphic Oracle in its palm- 
iest days was housed in a rich tem- 
ple, expensively decorated with 
gifts from hopeful seekers of pro- 
phecy, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Chief secret of the Oracle’s suc- 
cess was the ambiguityof its pre- 
dictions. Like the solemn pro- 
nouncements of some present day 
pollsters and politicians, they could 
he taken either way. according to 
the hope of the suppliant. And in 
the end the Oracle could always say, 
“I told you so.” 

“Well, Yes. and Then Again. No” 

Croesus, Lydian king of the 
legendary wealth, for instance, in- 
terpreted* Delphic douhletalk to 
mean that he would he successful in 
a war with Cyrus the Persian. His 
belief led him, alive, to the top of a 
funeral pyre Cyrus provided after 
he defeated Croesus. 

Rut Apollo, god of the Oracle, 
sent a providential rain just as the 
torch was applied to the pyre, and 
t h«* fire was extinguished. Some- 
what annoyed by his warm expe- 
rience, Coesus inquired of the 
Oracle just how it could have been 
so wrong. He learned that the pre- 
diction was completely correct. 
Coesus had just interpreted it the 
wrong way. 

The temple of Apollo at Delphi, 
home of the Oracle, was situated in 
the impressive natural surround- 
ings of a valley at the southwest 
side of Mount Parnassus in south- 
central Greece, about 70 miles 
northwest of Athens. The country 
has the natural beauty of the rug- 
ged. rocky Greek mountains. 

The Oracle was located in a small 
stone chamber of the temple. Here 
stood a bronze tripod or three- 
legged stool, adjacent to the om- 
phalos, or center of the world as 
Greek mythology knew* it. The 
priestess, or Pythia, sat on the 
tripod and inhaled fumes issuing 
from a hole in the omphalos, a \ 
cleverly contrived gadget that gave 
forth smoke at appropriate times. 

Whether the fumes came from 
narcotics burned in a chamber be- 
low or were natural sulphurous 
vapors from the earth is not defin- 
itely known. 

Once she inhaled the fumes the 
Pythia would go into a frenzy and 
give forth her prophecy in inco- 
herent ravings. These would he 
taken down and translated into pre- 
dictions by attendant priests. 

The predictions always fitted the 
occasion. Their moral tone was 
exemplary, and religious pro- 
nouncements mixed proper piety 
with recommendations that the 
gods he duly honored by prayer 
and. donation. 

Politically the Oracle was a hit 
less positive, and ambiguity aided 
the believer to believe what he 
wanted. Conquerors such as Cyrus 
and Philip of Macedon were 
handled carefully, and predictions 
that did not favor them could al- 
ways be re-examined for the cor- 
rect viewpoint. 


BIG TANKS MAY RUMBLE 
IN ROBIN HOOD’S REALM 


The merrie men of England’s 
Sherwood Forest now wear olive 
drab instead of Lincoln green, and 
if armor is again heard clanking 
through Robin Hood’s greenwood 
glades it will be worn not by mail- 
clad knights but by mighty tanks. 

Ever since World War II days, 
notes the National Geographic 
Society, the storied Nottingham- 
shire forest has been used for mili- 
tary purposes, first as a depot for 
war supplies and more recently for 
quieter military activities. 

Now British War Office plans in- 
dicate that the rumble of tanks on 
maneuvers may soon sound in 
forest areas that once knew only 
the soft whir of arrows aimed at 
the King’s deer. 

One of a number of forests re- 
tained by the King in medieval 
times for wood and for sport, Sher- 
wood once covered most of the roll- 
ing western part of Nottingham- 
shire and stretched even into Der-

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byshire. Although it included 
heaths, pastures and even hamlets, 
its forested areas were vast. Pen- 
alties for felling its trees nnd kill- 
ing its deer were severe. 

But Sherwood’s scenic sweep of ! 
wooded wilderness that one j 
imagines when rending of Robin 
Hood’s adventures, has dwindled 
over the centuries. Now, though | 
an area some 20 miles long and 
eight miles wide is still designated 
as Sherwood Forest, comparatively 
few wooded tracts remain. Coal 
mining has encroached upon it, and 
railroads rim its borders. 

Most of the woodland that pro- 
vided oak for England’s navy nnd 
beams for St. Paul’s Cathedral was 
cleared by the 18th century, when 
the old Crown rights to the forest 
and its pestiferous deer became 
obsolete. The fencing of land for 
agricultural use spelled the end of 
the forest as generations had 
known it, and the last part slipped 
from Crown to private ownership 
in 1806. 

Historic Trees Protected 

The hulk of Sherwood’s remain- 
ing forested land has been preserv- 
ed in several huge estates that now 
compose much of the northern part 
of the area. These estates, called 
the Dukerics because several dukes 
made their homes there, include 
Welheck Abbey, Clumber, Thores- 
hy, Worksop and Rufford Abbey. 
Welbeck, seat of the Duke of Port- 
land, is the only one still owned by 
a Duke. It is now being used as an 
army college for officer training. 

Although government leases se- 
cure much of this estate land for 
military uses, other parts will re- 
main secluded as in past centuries 
and attractive to tourists. Clumber 
Park, requisitioned by the army, 
belongs to the National Trust, and | 
in tracts called Bilhalgh and the j 
Birklands in Sherwood’s still-wood- 
ed heart stand such historic trees ! 
as the huge Major Oak and Robin j 
Hood’s Larder, where the outlaw j 
poacher supposedly hung his veni- | 
son. These will remain protected.

CUMBERS SEEK MOUNTAIN 
FRONTIER OF THE ANDES 


Mountain climbers from all parts 
of the world are moving in on 
South America’s Andes, one of the 
few remaining frontiers challeng- 
ing the hardy adventurers who 
thrive on the thin air of high alti- 
tudes. 

Only the Himalayas of Asia are 
higher, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society, and no other moun- 
tain system can equal the length of 
the Andes. The massive range 
overlooks the warm Caribbean Sea 
in the north and stretches some 
4,500 miles to the frigid Antarctic 
waters off Chilean Patagonia in the 
south. 

Political considerations make the 
approach to many of the Hima- 
layas difficult if not impossible at 
present. On the other hand the 
South American nations welcome 
travelers of all sorts, and transpor- 
tation to any section of the long 
mountain system is constantly be- 
ing improved. A Swiss guide could 
leave the Alps by plane Tuesday 
night and he preparing for an 
Andes climb in Chile Thursday 
afternoon. 

Obstacles Remain 

Once in South America, however, 
the climber might find formidable 
physical obstacles in his way. Over 
their great length the Andes pre- 
sent almost eve ry kind of approach, 
from easy slopes in temperate 
climates to long, difficult ascents 
through rain-soaked tropical jun- 
gles, across desert-dry docks and 
sand, or up glacier-filled valleys. 

Another occasional drawback to 
Andean climbing is the hostility of 
some of the Indian tribes inhabit- 
ing the slopes. In Ecuador an ex- 
pedition seeking the summit of El 
Sangay, most active of South 
American volcanoes, planned its 
route to avoid the home of the 
Jivaro people, who tip their hlow- 
gun darts with deadly curare, as 
well as the even more savage 
Awishira, three of whom once rout- 
ed an oil construction gang of near- 
ly 100. 

Many Top 20,000 Feet 

There are more than 40 peaks in 
the Andes that top 20,000 feet. The 
greatest of these is Aconcagua in 
Argentina, near the Chilean line. 
Aconcagua, whose snow-capped 
summit reaches 23,081 feet toward 
the blue Andean sky, is east of the 
coastal city of Valparaiso, Chile, 
overlooking the high Uspallata 
Pass where the famous Christ of 
the Andes stands guard over trav- 
elers. 

Mattias Zurbriggen, a Swiss 
guide, first climbed Aconcagua in 
1897. But other, lower Andes con- 
tinue to defy man. There are still 
many tall unclimbed peaks. Two 
of the most recent conquests were 
Yerupaja, the famous “Butcher” of 
the Huayhuash range in Peru, and 
ice-crowned Fitz Roy mountain 
2,700 miles to the south, in the 
glacier country along the southern 
Chile- Argentina border. 

Yerupaja, 21,758 feet high was 
scaled by the Harvard Andes Ex- 
pedition of 1950. A French group 
topped Fitz Roy’s ice early in 1952. 
Other expeditions are planning 
further assaults on the Andean 
heights, but so great is the number 
of unsealed mountains that climb- 
ers will be able for years to move 
into new territory and claim peaks 
in their own names.

RED HERRING 5 NO MYTH 

The red herring, refuge of poli- 
ticians on the hustings, is no myth, 
but an important product of a fish- 
ery which for centuries has made 
history and taught geography. 

Vikings crossed the North Sen 
to the British Isles largely because 
the herring, their chief food, had 
forsaken the Scandinavian coasts 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. With the herring began the 
prosperity of the Hnnseatic League 
in the 13th century, and when the 
fishery was lost to them, the cities 
of these Germanic merchant barons 
declined. 

Played Part in War 

Joan of Ar^ might never have 
become famous if the French had 
won the Battle of the Herrings in 
1428. British besiegers of Orleans 
needed herring for the Lenten diet 
of their army. The French sortie 
against the party bringing the her- 
ring was defeated. Orleans re- 
mained under siege, and Joan of 
Arc gained her initial glory by sav- 
ing the city. 

Some of the bitterest disputes 
between Canada and Newfoundland 
on the one hand and the United 
States on the other were over 
American rights in the North At- 
lantic herring fishery. Cities in 
Sweden rose and fell as capricious- 
ly migrating herring either drew 
near, or swam to other shores. 

British and Scotch nobles went 
bankrupt trying to enter the busi- 
ness of herring fishing. When 
Charles I meddled with herring and 
their catching, he sowed seeds of 
unrest which ended in civil war 
and the loss of his throne. 

But man’s fortunes have meant 
little to the herring, which today 
makes up the world’s most valuable 
fishery and shows no signs of dim- 
inishing in numbers. While there 
are 200 branches of the herring 
family, the most important are the 
Atlantic (Clupea harengus) and 
Pacific (C. pallasii) members, dif- 
fering biologically but classed to- 
gether commercially. 

Spawn at Sea 

Neither enters fresh waters. At- 
lantic coast anglers who take her- 
ring with snag hooks during spawn- 
ing runs in such rivers as the 
Potomac and the Hudson are catch- 
ing glut herring, another species 
known scientifically as Pomolobus 
aestivalis. Atlantic and Pacific 
herring reproduce nt sea. Only a 
quarter inch long when hatched, 
herring grow rapidly to edible size 
and may live for 20 years. 

In its complete report on these 
plankton feeders, the National 
Geographic Society’s 1952 Book of 
Fishes says that man takes 11 bil- 
lion herring a year, hut that this is 
only five per cent of the total eaten 
by other fish, birds, and animals. 
If the 30,000 eggs laid by an aver- 
age female each year were to pro- 
duce similarly productive gener- 
ations, in ten years the herrings 
would crowd out all the other in- 
habitants of the seas. 

As for the red herring, it is 
merely a special grade of heavily 
salted Atlantic herring, smoked for 
a long time to give it a rich brown 
color. Cured in other ways, the 
same fish might have been kipper, 
white-cured, whitebait, or bloater, 
the latter being a specialty of Yar- 
mouth, England, and Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia. 

Red herring is intended primarily 
for consumption in Mediterranean 
countries where strongly flavored 
j foods are universally liked. Eng- 
lish squires wishing for any reason 
to end a fox chase in mid-career 
long ago found that hounds would 
follow the red herring rather than 
the fox if the herring were dragged 
across the fox’s trail. 

When today’s political orators 
charge an opponent with “dragging 
a red herring across the trail,” 
they mean he is attempting to 
divert attention from the major 
issue.

IKE WAS BORN IN THE 
TEXAS CROSS TIMBERS 

Geographically speaking, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is u Cross Timbers 
man, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says. 

Eisenhower was horn October 14, 
1890, at Denison, Texas. South 
across the Red River from the 
year-old Oklahoma Indian Terri- 
tory. Denison with its 11,000 in- 
habitants stood midway along a 
strange north-south strip of tan- j 
gled oak forests known as the | 
Cross Timbers. 

This long natural hedge between 
the settled regions of the United 
States and the vast ocean of prairie 
to the west formed one of the best 
known landmarks of the South- 
west. For 60 years, the Cross Tim- 
bers had been the dividing line be- 
tween the lands of the white man 
and those of the Plains Indian. 

Harrier of Blackjack 

The Cross Timbers stretched for 
hundreds of miles, from below the 
Rrnzos River in Texas north across 
the Red River to the Cimarron and 
Arkansas Rivers of Oklahoma. 
Ranging from 5 to 50 miles in 
width, the belt of scrub blackjack 
and post oak grew on dry uplands 
where sandstone and pebble de- 
posits outcropped in the prairie. 

The earliest Spanish explorers 
traveling east and west across 
Texas encountered this forested 
harrier. The name “Cross Tim- 
bers” can he traced hack perhaps 
to them, or to early cattlemen and 
trail drivers who had to cross the 
dense dwarf forests in their jour- 
neys. 

Gradually the name became a 
means of giving directions. The 
first trading posts and army forts 
built on the east-west flowing 
rivers and streams of northen 
Texas and the Indian Territory 
were often described as being so 
many miles above or below the 
Cross Timbers. Trappers and 
traders arranging a rendezvous on 
one of the rivers merely agreed on 
how many miles from the Cross 
Timbers. 

Travel in those days and in that 
country was a matter of stamina 
and good navigation. Roads were 
unknown. Oklahoma particularly 
was unsurveyed. The Cross Tim- 
bers stood out like a physical meri- 
dian. It was very handy until the 
traveler got into it. 

Cast Iron Stuff f 

Hard, lancelike, downward-slant- 
ing dead limbs of the blackjack oak 
formed a thick maze capable of 
tearing human hide or clothing. 

Washington Irving described the 
Cross Timbers with feeling in his 
hook “A Tour on the Prairies.” He 
had lost half a frock coat to the 
blackjack branches, which he called 
“the cast iron stuff.” Wrote the 
famous Easterner, . .a cheer- 
less prospect, hill upon hill, forest 
upon forest, all of one sad russet 
hue.” 

The Butterfield stage, longest 
stage route in the world, ran 
through the Cross Timbers very 
near Denison as early as 1853. But 
until the end of the 1870’s, the 
Cross Timbers was the margin of 
settlement. To the west the Co- 
manches, the Apaches, and the 
Kiowas roamed their ancestral 
lands, to which Uncle Sam had 
brought also the Five Civilized 
Tribes — Creeks, Cherokees, 
Chickasaws, Choctaws, and Florida 
Seminoles. 

Much of the Cross Timbers has 
disappeared today under ax and 
plow. The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has supervised recla- 
mation of the land for farming and 
livestock. At various times the 
State of Oklahoma has been urged 
to sponsor a Cross Timbers Nat- 
ional Park, but nothing has come 
of the idea so far. 

The railroad, automobile and air- 
plane have taken the Cross Timbers 
off the travel map. Yet only ten 
years before Dwight Eisenhower 
was born, the name meant the oak 
fence on the Southwest frontier.

A glKtering "Show Business” sign, 
set against a jet black cambric 
background, arched over the stage, 
while the starry balconies, propped 
by candy-striped pillars, looked 
down on walls festooned with huge 
posters advertising other equally 
successful musicals, "South Paci- 
fic,” "Oklahoma” and "Fininn’s 
Rainbow.” It was a setting par- 
ticularly appropriate for Friday 
and Saturday nights’ cabaret per- 
formances. 

Mr. John Blanchard again donat- 
ed his time and his sound apparatus 
to compensate for the hall's a- 
coustical deficiencies and put the 
show at its audible best. Again, too, 
door prizes provided an added fillip 
to the evening.

With the ensuing "Hunt Ballet” 
came another rude awakening. In 
this bit of equestrian nonsense, 
eight young horsemen made their 
appearance, from the hips up 
smartly attired in scarlet hunting 
coats, black caps and riding whips, 
and from the hips down in G. I. 


final extravaganza number featur 
ing the rich voices of Ginny Crovo 
and Phil O’Rourke and replete 
with a gorgeous display of multi- 
colored costumei. 

No review would be complete 
without mention of Rosalind Lynch, 
an old trouner. Her solo appear- 
ances provided valuable time for 
the show’s frequent but hasty 
changes of scenery.

DRAFTING POPULAR 
WITH HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS 

One hundred nineteen hoys and 
three girls are studying drafting 
at the high school, according to a 
recent report of drnfting instruc- 
tor William F. Branley. The class- 
es, which are conducted in the 
drafting room at the Wadleigh 
building, attract pupils from each 
of the four high school grades with 
enrollment divided as follows: 30 
freshmen, 32 sophomores, 33 
juniors, and 27 seniors. Further 
evidence of the popularity of this 
elective course is seen in the fact 
that the room is used to 95 per cent 
of its capacity. 

The remainder of Mr. Branley’s 
report, the third in a series on the 
industrial arts program in the 
Winchester schools, is concerned 
with a description of the course it- 
self, its objectives, and principal 
areas of study. Regarding its title, 
Mr. Branley notes that the term 
Drafting was substituted for Mech- 
anical Drawing two years ago in 
the belief that it was more descrip- 
tive and better understood by the 
general public. 

The special objectives of the 
Drafting course vary with the level 
of work being studied, hut certain 
general objectives apply through- 
out. Among these are the follow- 
ing: 

1. An appreciation of good work-

2- An attitude of pride in the 
ability to execute a drawing.

There are so many fields of 
drafting that it would not be prac- 
tical to have all types in a high 
school industrial arts course. How- 
ever, an attempt i« made to offer 
as many different kinds of draft- 
ing as possible in order to provide 
a maximum amount of exploration 
in the drafting area. 

Machine drafting is the best me- 
dium for acquiring the fundamen- 
tal principles, techniques, skill and 
knowledge that a beginner must 
have to become a successful work- 
man. After the orientation course, 
first year students study units on 
orthographic projection, geo- 
metries. and pictorial drawing. 
When these basic fundamentals are 
mastered, they may study drafting 
as it is applied in statistics, map 
making, electrical work, architec- 
ture, drafting, sheet metal work, 
aircraft design, and cabinet mak- 
ing. 

Architectural drafting is one of 
the most popular of these study 
areas. Nearly all high school 
pupils hope to he home owners 
some day. Consequently, they 
need no motivation for the study 
of plot plans, zoning laws, building 
codes, room locations, room sizes, 
house construction, hank loans, and 
styles of homes. Many excellent 
houses have been designed and 
modeled in cardboard. To make 
the study of house construction 
even more realistic, a model wood- 
en frame house was made last year. 

Other interesting features of the 
course include instruction in the 
operation of the drafting machine, 
a device widely used in industry, 
and training in blue printing, both 
sunlight and machine. Although 
the facilities for the making of blue 
prints are not adequate for the best 
work, the experience gained by the 
student and the understanding of 
blue printing and its place in so- 
ciety are quite worthwhile. It 
should he noted that the equipment 
for instruction in Drafting at the 
Winchester High School is equal 
to any in greater Boston.

WINCHESTER FAMILY IN LONDON

A charming eighteenth-century 
house near the statue of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in London is the new 
home of Commander and Mi s. Ken- 
neth G. Cady of 42 Fells road, Win- 
chester, Mass. Commander Cady 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Edwin 
T. Cady of Waban, and Mrs. Cady 
the daughter of Mrs. Robert W. 
Armstrong and the late Mr. Arm- 
strong of Winchester. 

The Cadys rent their lovely May- 
fair home from Princess Calli- 
machi of Roumania, who is now 
living in England. Says Mrs. Cady 
“The architecture of Mayfair com- 
pares with that of Beacon Hill, 
Boston.” 

Commander Cady is on the staff 
of the Commander-in-Chief U. S. 
Naval Forces, Eastern Atlantic and 
Mediterranean, stationed in Lon- 
don. His home is just around the 
corner from his office in Grosvenor 
Square — London’s “Little Amer- 
ica”. 

With them are 15-year-old Pris- 
cilla and 9-year old Sammy. Priscilla 
goes to High School for American 
servicemen at Bushy Park, a Lon- 
don suburb. Studying to go to 
College when she returns to Amer- 
ica, she travels each day on the 
school dus. But Sammy follows in 
his father’s footsteps — to Gros- 
vernor Square. 

He goes to the American School 
founded by an American teacher 
and ex-B. B. C. man, Stephen 
Eckard. Mr. Eckard’s idea was to 
have an education sanctuary for 
American children in London. Their 
parents are at the American Em- 
bassy, in commerce, or, like Sam- 
my’s, in the armed forces. Many 
will be back in America in a year 
or so, which is why they have an 
American syllabus. On the other 
hand, the children play British as 
well as American games — Sammy 
is captain of his football team, 
British type! — and they sing “God 
Save the Queen” as well as the 
“Star Spangled Banner”, before 
school each morning. Once a week 
they visit London’s historic build- 
ings. Sammy sat in the Lord 
Mayor of London’s chair at the 
Mansion House and has sung Christ- 
mas Carols in a British children’s 
choir at the Royal Festival Hall, 
London’s newest concert hall. 

Mrs. Cady finds it cheaper run- 
ning a home in London. Food and 
clothes cost less, though gus and 
electricity are high. Her one 
criticism of British life is the lack 
of central heating. “But we don’t 
suffer,” she said, “because our 
rooms are small and we have coal 
and electric fires.” 

The Cadys like London, especial- 
ly the parks and open spaces. They 
praise the Underground system and 
the buses. "And the people are so 
friendly,” says Mrs. Cady. “Why, 
one woman got off a bus two stops 
early to show me the way.” And 
they’re helpful in stores too. 

Like most Americans in Britain, 
the Cadys like to get out of Lon- 
don and see the country-side, so 
each week-end they motor out of 
town. They have toured the beau- 
tiful Shakespeare country round 
Stratford-on-Avon and have seen 
the famous places round London, 
like Windsor Castle. They went 
to Devon and Cornwall and spent a 
night at the charming village of 
Lynmouth before the flood tragedy. 
Priscilla has stayed with friends 
in Wales and was for a long time at 
a British girls’ school in Switzer- 
land, where she made many British 
friends. Last summer Sammy 
spent his vacation at an American- 
French camp in Savoy, France. 

Many of the Cadys’ British 
friends have been brought home by 
Sammy, who is a friendly child. 
When the family return to Amer- 
ica, they will bring with them a 
souvenir of London — a grandmoth- 
er clock. 

Beautiful though the Cadys 
home is, it has its drawbacks. It’s 
a five-storey house with a room on 
each floor, kitchen in the basement. 
Hatch to the kitchen is in the din- 
ing-room and Mrs. Cady laughs 
when she remembers the workman 
who put his tools down only to find 
them vanishing below ground! 

Their other son, 18-year-old 
Thomas, v/ho is studying engineer- 
ing at Bowdoin College, Brunswick, 
Muine, was in London for a vaca- 
tion last summer.

Compared to neighboring towns, 
does Winchester get a fair share 
of the tax money its citizens have 
paid to the state? Do we get too 
much? These and other aspects of 
the state-local fiscal relationship 
will be discussed by one of the best 
qualified commentators on tax mat- 
ters, Mr. Joseph P. Healey, execu- 
tive director of the commonwealth’s 
Special Commission on Taxation, 
at the Wyman School on Tuesday, 
February 10, at 8:00 p. m. Candi- 
dates for the town offices to he 
voted on in March will be intro- 
duced at this meeting, which is 
sponsored by the Winchester 
League of Women Voters. Mr. 
Healey’s talk on “How Many State 
Tax Dollars Return to Winches- 
ter?” will he followed by a ques- 
tion period, during which one sub- 
ject is almost certain to be the 
discretionary powers of the state 
commissioner of taxation. 

Mr. Healey, an entertaining and 
informative speaker, works full- 
time with the group of legislators 
and researchers who are engaged 
in constant study of Massachu- 
setts taxes. The state-town rela- 
tionship is of special importance, 
because almost one-half of state- 
collected taxes are returned to 
municipalities and one-quarter <»f 
all public funds spent by towns 
comes from the state and federal 
governments. 

As the voice of the commission, 
which serves as an advisory board 
to the legislature and the governor, 
Mr. Healey brings definite recom- 
mendations for changes in the tax 
structure of t*u» commonwealth. The 
League of Women Voters urges 
every tax -conscious citizen (and 
who isn’t, this time of year?) to 
hear Mr. Healey and to take ad- 
vantage of the question period fol- 
lowing his talk. 

In order to meet the candidates 
who seek town offices in March, 
plan to attend the open meeting at 
Wyman School on February 10.

crumpled topography. On Gomera, 
deep canyons or “barrancos” fur- 
row the island from mountains to 
the sea. Across these steep-sided 
gorges, the earliest people must 
have found it easier to communicate 
by whistling than by shouting, and 
a whistled code gradually evolved 
into a full and varied language. 

The whistlers do have tongues, 
which they combine with lips and 
fingers to produce the sounds. Each 
has his own individual style. The 
whistled words and sentences 
traverse the precipitous valleys 
above the constant sighing of the 
trade winds. Near the shore 
whistled conversation can override 
the roar of the surf smashing 
against lava cliffs. 

It is a handy way of talking. 
Until recently, Gomeru herdsmen 
paid taxes only when they wished. 
Warning of a tax collector’s arrival 
was whistled from one end of the 
island to the other. The unlucky 
official then found himself refused 
board and lodgings on dubious pre- 
texts, and often he returned empty- 
handed to the boat which brought 
him out. 

Dogs of the Canaries 

Men talking like birds would 
seem to match the real song bird 
which originated on the Canary 
Islands. Strangely enough, the 
Canaries were not named for the 
birds, but the birds took the island’s 
name, which can be traced to an 
extinct species of huge dogs found 
there by early explorers. 

The Latin word for dog was 
“canis,” and there is ample evidence 
that the Romans used it to desig- 
ate the Atlantic isles. They were 
known also as the “Insulae Fortu- 
natae,” for early geographers con- 
sidered them to be the “Isles of the 
Blest” of Greek mythology. Some 
thought them to be the last vestiges 
of the lost continent of Atlantis. 

When the Spaniards conquered 
the islands from the aboriginal 
Guanche people in the 16th cen- 
tury, they heard the natives talking 
by whistling. Columbus landed at 
San Sebastian on Gomera on his 
way to the New World, and may 
have heard the people whistling. 

Since then, the Guanche whistl- 
ing language has been transformed 
into Castilian, the spoken language 
of the Spanish conquerors. Today 
Spanish inflections can he recogniz- 
ed in the whistled notes. The 
Guanches as a separate race have 
long since disappeared, but one of 
their most curious customs lives on. 


No bluebook of high society ever 
set stiffer standards of entry than 
those of the register of palomino 
horses. 

Nature gave palominos burnished 
coats of gold. Gleaming in the sun 
against green meadows, they have 
few peers for beauty in the animal 
kingdom, the National Geographic 
Society says. Rembrandt painted 
them and Chinese emperors rode 
them into court. A California police 
troop bringing 49 palominos to 
Washington for the Inauguration 
Day parade promises the incoming 
President and Vice-President an 
escort worthy of the monarchs of 
old. 

Newly Minted Gold 

For a true palomino, today’s 
rules specify “the body color must 
not be more than three shades 
lighter or darker than a newly 
minted gold coin. The mane and 
tail must be white, silver or ivory, 
with not more than 15 percent dark 
hairs in either.” 

White stockings and a forehead 
blaze of white can set off the proud 
golden coat. But woe betide the 
errant palomino with a hint of 
zebra stripes on its legs or a dark 
stripe down its back. These mark- 
ings disqualify for registration. 

With such high standards, Amer- 
ican palomino fanciers are fast es- 
tablishing the golden horse as a 
distinctive breed. Although such 
horses are as old as equestrian 
records, they were accidental, a 
color rathen than a type. Today, 
under the nation-wide Palomino 
Horse Breeders’ Association, the 
science of reproducing the golden 
color in successive generations is 
being mastered. A stallion with 
such bloodstock is a gold mine on 
hooves. 

The foundation of the palomino 
line rests on horses brought to this 
hemisphere by the Spanish con- 
quistadores. Arabian and Thor- 
oughbred blood flows in their veins, 
giving then) courage, stamina and 
high intelligence. 

Around campfires in the cattle 
country of the Southwest, the 
prowess of palominos is legendary. 
But the great increase in their 
popularity in the last ten years has 
come more as a result of sheer 
beauty, and the hope of capturing 
that beauty in a horse family of 
living gold. 

Royal Lineage 

Horse breeding comes close to be- 
ing the most carefully worked out 
venture of man into animal hus- 
bandry. Only from hundreds of 
years of meticulous care have come 
the magnificent horses of today. 

The Thoroughbred breed is the 
outstanding example of royal 
blood preserved in a steady line of 
descent. Every Thoroughbred can 
be traced in ancestry to three 
horses imported into England near 
the turn of the 18th century — the 
Byerley Turk, Darley Arabian, and 
Godolphin Barb. 

Bringing the lightness and speed 
of Arabian steeds to the strength 
and endurance of the British 
“Great Horses,” each of these 
famous sires had an adventurous 
history. The Byerley Turk fought 
at the gates of Vienna and there 
was captured by a British officer. 
The Godolphin Barb, a gift to Louis 
XV of France from the Sultan of 
Morocco, was discovered years later 
pulling a water cart in the streets 
of Paris. The Darley Arabian was 
transported from Aleppo to Eng- 
land during war time. 

From these forebears came the 
matchless Matchem, then English 
Eclipse, and eventually a family of 
racehorses that has spread to all 
corners of the world. Brought to 
America in the early years of the 
colonies, the bloodline produced 


American Eclipse, Lexington, and 
Mun o’ War.. 

Janus, grandson of Godolphin 
Barb, was the father of the swift, 
surefooted cow pony, the Quarter 
Horse. Denmark sired the Amer- 
ican Saddle Horse breed. Rysdyk’s 
Hanibletonian founded the Stand- 
ard-bred line of harness racers. 

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 

Fields of sugar cane are set afire 
just before harvest in Hawaii as a 
labor saving device, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. Flames 
consume the useless leaves and 
tassels so rapidly that the juicy 
stalks are unharmed. 


Glass fibers are drawn today in 
filaments so fine that a single gass 
marble will yield a thread nearly 
100 miles long. 

So greatly do the seasons affect 
the volume of Africa’s Zambezi 
River that the record torrent of 
April, 1934, was 25 times the mini- 
mum trickle of October, 1924, at 
Victoria Falls. Niagara’s maxi- 
mum, on the other hand, has never 
doubled its minimum, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

Blind fish will not “school.” 
Conversely, certain fish placed in 
a mirrored tank will attempt to 
form a school with their own re- 
flections. 


Traps used to catch tsetse flies 
in South Africa look like cows. 
Set up in infested areas, the large 
frames, covered with light-covered 
burlap, have helped reduce usetse- 
fly disease among livestock, says 
the National Geographic Society.

The Yezidis, comprising 
several Kurdish-speaking tribes, 
propitiate Satan not as the Evil 
One, but as the fallen angel re- 
stored by God to rule Earth. 

Small diamonds are sometimes 
found in meteorites, particularly in 
the iron from Meteor Crater in 
Arizona. 

Gilnia, Iceland’s scientific and 
popular form of wrestling, has few 
grunts, groans, and grimaces, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
Its object is to throw your oppo- 
nent to the floor on his back, rather 
than to grapple with him on the 
floor American style. Opponents 
grasp one another by leather 
straps worn at the waist. 


Highways built of wood enjoyed 
a brief popularity in the United 
States in the middle of the last 
century. Heavy planks or planed 
logs were laid side by side. In a 
few years they had rotted away — 
a fact roadbuilders apparently had 
failed to consider, the National 
Geographic Society observes. Few 
were ever rebuilt.

ELECT A BUSIN ESSMAN 
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RESCUED FROM MYSTIC 

Charles Carlson, 13 year-old son, 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold G. Carlson 
of 36 H illcrest Parkway, was res- 
cued by firefighters from Mystic 
Lake Monday afternoon when he 
broke through the ice at a point 
behind the home of Mr. Harold F. 
Meyer, 16 Everett avenue, more 
than fifty feet from the shore. 

Young Carlson and two friends, 
Norman Farrar of 15 Westland 
avenue, nnd Joseph Cussen of 88 
Highland avenue, were going 
around the shore line of the lake 
when Carlson decided to try the 
firmness of the ice. He broke 
through and was unable to get out, 
one of the two boys on shore run- 
ning to the Meyer Home where the 
maid. Miss Jessie MacKinnon, call- 
ed the Fire Department for help. 

Chief James E. Callahan led the 
department’s apparatus to the lake, 
including Engine 4, Ladder I and 
the Service Car and life-saving 
boat. Captain J. Edward Noonan 
was in charge of the firefighters. 

When they arrived at the lake 
the firefighters found the Carlson 
boy supporting himself by his arms 
on the ice. The ice was judged too 
insecure to support a ladder and 
while the men were carrying the 
boat from the street to the shore 
of the lake Chief Callahan had a 
100 foot rope, newly purchased for 
Engine 4, thrown out to the hoy. 

Careful not to hit the youngster, 
the men threw the rope twice be- 
fore getting it within the reach of 
the tiring youngster. The third 
throw was successful, and with 
young Carlson clinging to the rope, 
the firefighters carefully pulled 
him ashore, the ice breaking under 
the boy’s weight all the way. 

Once ashore, Charles was wrap- 
ped in a blanket and taken to the 
Winchester Hospital in the police 
ambulance by Officer Clarence Dun- 
bury, accompanied by Fire Captain 
Noonan. The boy was very tired 
and cold. 

At the hospital young Carlson 
was treated for immersion by Dr. 
Charles Rooney. He was held at 
the hospital over night, returning 
to his home Tuesday. He was still 
confined to the house Wednesday 
but was reported as getting along 
nicely. 


PINNED BETWEEN CARS

SELECTMEN CHECK 
OUTSIDE WORK 
FOR POLICE AND FIREMEN 


A group of sonic 30 police nnd 
firemen appeared Monday evening 
before the Board of Selectmen in 
connection with the Board’s inves- 
tigation of outside work being done 
for pay by members of both de- 
partments. 

There has been for some time a : 
town statute forbidding members j 
of the Fire nnd Police Departments 
to work for pay outside their de- | 
part mental duties. Chairman Hnr- | 
i rison F. Lyman, Jr., told the Star j 
| that in checking Selectmen’s rec- 
ords he found this statute had not 
been enforced during the recent 
war because of the shortage of 
manpower, nnd since the war, no | 
move had been made to put the law 
back in effect. 

The Selectmen, in discussing the 
law, felt that an investigation of 
outside work by police and firemen 
would be helpful in determining 
whether the statute should he en- 
forced or wiped from the statute 
hooks, it was tin* Selectmen’s feel- 
ing that if the law' is a good one, it 
should he enforced, and if it works 
a substantial hardship, and because 
of this fact should not be enforced, 
it should he repealed. 

As a consequence the Board re- 
quested the heads of the Fire and 
Police Departments to ask their 
men to fill out w'ork questionnaires 
for the Board’s information. This 
was done, nnd after the Selectmen 
had examined the questionnaires 
submitted, they asked for a meet- 
ing with the men to discuss the 
problem. 

This meeting took place Monday 
evening at the Town Hall, at which 
time the Police and Firemen were 
assured by the Board that the Se- 
lectmen have no penalizing action in 
mind against the men w’ho have 
hcen doing outside work. What 
future action will he taken will de- 
pend on further consideration of 
the problem in the light of the 
questionnaires and the arguments 
of the men as expressed at Mon- 
day’s meeting. 

The Board outlined a few of the 
objections to outside work on the 
part of the town’s safety forces, 
such as possible injury to a man 
w hile engaged in such employment, 
the danger of having insufficient 
help in the event of a general emer- 
gency calling for the entire per- 
sonnel of both departments, and 
the unfairness to men w'orking day 
shifts w’ho are unable to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
work outside their jobs. 

The men’s argument w’as the 
need to supplement their w'agos 
with extra money, though the ar- 
gument was also advanced that 
fmmicn might be better physically 
working during their days off 
in view' of the hours of enforced in- 
activity in the station during those 
periods w’hen there are relatively 
few tires. 

Chairman Lyman told the Star 
that the Board feels that the 
amount of w'ork being done outside 
hv members of the Police and Fire 
Departments is greater than the 
questionnaires indicated, but that 
the Selectmen have as yet arrived 
at no decision in connection with 
outside work by the nien. 

A conference will soon he held 
with the heads of both the Police 
and Fire Departments, at which the 
problem will be further discussed. 
Mr. Lyman stated a quick check 
seemed to indicate that members 
of the Winchester Fire and Police 
Departments receive salaries above 
the average level for such employ- 
ment and that their w’orking con- 
ditions are also above average.

That department has to pass on j 
every school building in towns of 
population under 70,000, so lie has 
had tremendous experience in an 
extremely practical way. He is now 
retired and acting as a consultant. 
Several members of the committee 
were favorably disposed toward the 
Foster plan. They realized that it 
hinged on closing Main street and 
re-routing traffic through Washing- 
ton street. So a sub-committee was 
appointed to see state and county 
officials about how it could be done. 
All were finally convinced that nei- 
ther state nor county would give 
any money for that uprpose within 
the time by which the school hous- 
ing problem must be solved, and 
that Winchester would have to pay 
the entire amount, estimated at | 
from $550,000 to $750,000. It is a 
good future plan but it seemed 
doubtful that the town would vote 
that much money with a big school 
appropriation, too. The committee 
encouraged official town boards 
concerned with traffic problems, or 
individuals who had expressed en- 
thusiasm for the Foster plan, to 
call a special town meeting to see 
whether the town would, at its own 
expense, go ahead with the provid- 
ing of an alternate route so that 
Main street could be closed. No ac- 
tion was forthcoming. The commit- 
tee decided they could not wait for.’ 
the school until the highway was 
changed. 

They then turned wholly to plans 
which assumed Main street re- 
maining open, and finally adopted 
a plan which in its basic concept 
is admittedly the same as that pre- 
sented by the prior committee two 
years ago, involving adding to the 
present junior high school to make 
it large enough for a four year 
high school of 925 students, and 
renovating the present high school 
for a two year junior high. Mr. 
Louis W. Ross is the architect pre- 
senting plans for adding to the 
present junior high and Mr. Jerome 
BniWy Ffwtor the architect for ren-

An 
auditorium for 1200 will be built 
parallel to Main street toward the 
Unitarian Church, and behind it a 
gymnasium, with showers and lock- 
ers underneath, and by taking ad- 
vantage of the hill, a field bouse on 
the play field level for home and 
visiting teams.

Jn response to a question as to 
what will he done with Wadleigh, 
Mr. Speers said it will be discon- 
tinued as a school and may well be 
turned into an office building to 
house the school administrative of- 
fices and those town departments 
now housed in rented space on Mt. 
Vernon street, becoming in effect 
a town hall annex. 

State aid will be available for 
the additions to the junior high. No 
state aid will be forthcoming for 
the renovating of the high school. 
If the town meeting approves these 
plans, it is hoped that by Septem- 
ber the detailed plans will be ready 
to let for bids, and a special town 
meeting will be called to vote ap- 
propriation of the money for con- 
struction, against the low bid.

Is watching television bad for 
the eyea? 

Dr. Edwin B. Dunphy, Chief of 
the Eye Service at the Massachu- 
setts Eye and Ear Infirmary, ex- 
pressing the opinion of the eye 
specialists at this Red Feather Hos- 
pital, states: 

“Looking at television does not 
hurt the eyes, and will not cause 
headache or what the laymen often 
calls “eye strain” if you watch your 
TV under good conditions and not 
too long at any one time. 

“Look at your television set in a 
moderately lighted room so that 
your eyes are not constantly called 
on to adjust between looking at the 
bright screen one minute and your 
friends in the darkened room the 
next. And when you find you have 
looked until you begin to feel 
“sandy” in the eyes, then give your- 
self and your concentration a rest. 

“It is this effort of the central 
nervous system to concentrate and 
to overcome visual handicaps that 
makes your head ache when you 
use your eyes too continuously and 
under poor conditions. Using the 
eyes, even under difficult circum- 
stances, does not cause any organic 
disease of the eye — any more than 
listening to confusing or harsh 
sounds brings on an ear ailment or 
smelling unpleasant smells injures 
the nose. 

“However, one word of caution. 
Anyone who is under a doctor’s care 
for an organic eye disease or any 
eye condition should consult his 
own doctor before using his eyes 
for television — or for reading or 
the movies for that matter.”

A year ago Winchester High 
School’s undefeated championship 
basketball team, on the vote of the 
league players themselves, won the 
Middlesex League (iood Sports- 
manship Award. Many in town 
felt this an honor equal to the State 
and New England championships 
won by the team. Last Friday 
night at the Reading game in the 
local gymnasium the Winchester 
team and its supporters, both at 
fever pitch after a nip and tuck 
contest, gave another outstanding 
exhibition of sportsmanship in 
which the whole town can take 
pride. As the horn blew to end the 
game Winchester was leading 40- 
44, but just as play ended the 
referee called a foul on a Win- 
chester player. Not hearing the 
whistle, the crowd surged onto the 
floor believing the game had end- 
ed with Winchester the winner. 
When it was learned that the foul 
had been called there was no con- 
fusion, no threatening the official, 
no boos, catcalls or demonstration 
of any kind. The crowd returned 
to its places and gave Captain Jack 
Hardy of Reading a quiet, orderly 
gymnasium in which to try for the 
two points that would tie the score 
and send the all-important game 
for Winchester into overtime. 
Hardy, a lad with icewater 
in his veins, sank the two baskets 
and the game went into overtime, 
with Winchester finally winning by 
a single basket after leading and 
having the score tied again! 
Throughout the overtime Winches- 
ter’s conduct was exemplary, as it 
was when the Reading captain was 
shooting his vital foul baskets. 
There are few towns under similar 
conditions where the reaction of 
both crowd and players would have 
been as sportsmanlike. Congratu- 
lations, you high school youngsters, 
you were real sportsmen last Fri- 
day! 


POLITICS ANONYMOUS 


Twenty-five years have passed 
since I was a newcomer to Win- 
chester. During this time 1 have 
always been happy to leave town 
government to our “first families’* 
or anyone else who might aspire to 
civic authority, so long as they 
prove themselves worthy and capa- 
ble. My criterion of worthiness and 
capability for town officials is that 
their acts should always be in the 
best interests of the town as a 
whole. 1 believe it to be my civic 
right and my civic duty to speak 
out as emphatically as possible 
! when 1 feel that this criterion is 
not being satisfied. 

In fairness to the prominent Win- 
chester citizens, on behalf of whom 
my attacker was ostensibly speak- 
! ing, 1 omit the names quoted, feel- 
ing that it is unlikely that any of 
them had foreknowledge of the in- 
cident, or would have permitted the 
! use of such tactics had they had 
; such foreknowledge. 

Still unanswered is the question 
I Must whut does this maker of vi- 
cious anonymous attacks hope to 
accomplish by them?’’ If the hope 
is to silence opposition by brow- 
beating, it is a vain hope indeed. 
For my part, the attack has only 
served to crystallize my position 
and make the issue involved my 
own personal fight. If the hope is 
to intimidate all Winchester “new- 
comers’’ of the past twenty-five 
years and more, I believe that the 
•ffect will be to consolidate all these 
citizens into a solid bloc which, with 
the help of those many Winchester 
natives who recognize that change 
is not necessarily progress and all 
is not gold that glitters, will be 
strong enough to demand, and get, 
the sensible solution to our traffic 
problem which is available at a 
fraction of the cost of the proposed 
diesel skyway that solves the rail- 
road’s problem so well and leaves 
our town holding the bag.

Editor of the Star: 

When a public issue is being de- 
bated, it is customary for those 
who wish to state their views to 
make known their identities as well. 
In fact, at a legislative hearing, us 
in a court of law, identification is 
a required preliminary to any ex- 
pression whatsoever, while at less 
formal forums the speaker merely 
stands to be recognized. With few 
exceptions, the people of Winches- 
ter have long recognized and abided 
by this procedure. But it seems, un- 
fortunately, that we have among 
us at present one or more ardent 
political workers who like to in- 
dulge in activities with which they 
do not care to be identified. 

I am moved to write this letter 
because of myself having been ap- 
proached late last week by one of 
those politicians anonymous, who 
went to the trouble of going out- 
side the town to use a dial tele- 
phone so that the call could not be 
traced. My repeated requests for 
the caller’s identity were as often 
denied, nor would he divulge the na- 
ture of his business until he hud 
asked and received answers to seve- 
ral quite personal questions, such 
as how long have I lived in Win- 
chester, and how much tax do 1 
pay. At this point my caller launch- 
ed his muin attack, finally reveuling 
himself as one of the proponents 
of the elevated railroad currently 
proposed as a solution to the Win- 
chester Square traffic problem. 

It seems that the Star of Feb- 
ruary C had listed my name among 
those present at the State House 
hearing on, and recorded in favor 
of, the Woodside petition, House 
Bill 2149. 1 was informed that all 
of us so recorded were being called. 
After more questions calculated to 
reveal my lack of “background,” I 
was roundly denounced, with pro- 
fanity for emphasis, for the temer- 1 
ity which could allow a newcomer 
like me to attempt to interfere in 
town affairs. In the finale, 1 was 
assured that 1 would see the rail- 
mad go through in spite of any or 
all opposition.

The “Building Committee for 
Additional Facilities for Senior and 
Junior High Schools”, wish to make 
the following report of progress.

For 
this work we have employed the 
architectural services of Jerome 
Bailey Foster of Winchester. 

The present Junior High School 
with new additions will become the 
new four year Senior High School. 
This new building addititm will re- 
quire taking three of the present 
houses on Warwick terrace. For 
this work we have employed the 
architectural services of the firm of 
Louis Ross & Associates, State 
street, Boston. 

Preliminary plans of both build- 
ings will be ready soon. 

Previous to the next March town 
meeting, we plan to hold a public 
meeting to present our report and 
a preview of the preliminary Junior 
and Senior School plans. 

One room of the present High 
School has been remodeled and re- 
decorated, so you may inspect the 
type of work we plan to do. This 
room will soon be open for your 
inspection and approval. 

We propose to keep all the people 
of Winchester, who are interested 
in the solution of this important 
school building program, properly 
informed of our progress.

OPEN YOUR HOME 
TO FOREIGN STUDENTS 


The Experiment in International 
Living would like to bring a group 
of foreign young people to Win- 
chester to stay with families here. 
The Experiment is an organization 
which tries to promote friendship 
and understanding between young 
people of different countries. From 
twenty years of experience they 
have learned that the best way to 
do this is to have the young people 
live, play, and travel together. In 
past years most of their activity 
has been in sending American 
groups to countries in Europe and 
Latin American countries to live 
with families there, but it is now 
becoming possible for groups from 
European countries to come to 
America, thereby increasing the 
value of the Experiment. 

The Experiment would like to 
know if there are enough families 
in Winchester who are interested 
in this program to support a group, 
before they plan to send one here. 
There will be about ten foreigners 
with their own leader. They will 
all live with different families, pref- 
erably those with a young person 
of about their own age, taking part 
in the usual family life and getting 
acquainted with American ways 
during the month of July. Usually 
the visitors and their hosts plan 
various activities, trips, and parties 
together and really get to know 
each other very well. The second 
month affords an opportunity for 
the foreign guests to see more of 
this country.

N. J., widow of Irving P. Fox and 
sister of Miss Minnie and Miss 
Alice Joy of Lawson road, died 
Tuesday at the Winchester Hos- 
pital after a long illness.

On the first of the year a veteran 
manufacturer of tannery machin- 
ery retired from active business. 
Robert F. Whitney of 77 Walnut 
street, concluded fifty-one years 
by retiring from the Turner Tan- 
ning Machinery Co., of Peabody 
with whom he had been associated 
for the past twenty-three years. 

Mr. Whitney attended M. I. T. 
in the Class of 1902, leaving the 
Institute in 1901 to assist his 
father, the late Arthur E. Whitney, 
in his rapidly growing Whitney 
Machine Co. His father had in- 
vented the first successful all-roller 
feed unhairing and fleshing ma- 
chines and they were so successful 
that they quickly replaced older 
types of machines and much hand 
work. From these first simple 
foot-treadle machines Robert W’hit- 
ney developed a line of greatly im- 
proved machines of greater capa- 
city and efficiency and covering a 
wider field. Ever watchful for 
possible improvement he was the 
first to make use of anti-friction 
bearings in beam-house machines 
(1914) and improved methods of 
lubrication. Whitney machines be- 
came leaders in their fields and 
were largely used around the world. 
Unhairing, beaming, fleshing, put- 
ting-out and setting machines were 
invented and developed by Mr. 
Whitney. 

On the death of his father in 
1918 he succeeded him as head of 
the Company. In 1929 upon the 
sale of the Whitney Machine Co., 
to the Turner Tanning Machinery 
Co., Mr. Whitney became associat- 
ed with Turner as an inventor and 
development engineer. The Tur- 
ner Co., added the Whitney ma- 
chines to their extensive line of 
leather - working machinery and 
they are also made by their asso- 
ciated companies in Europe and 
Australia.

It may then he 
loaned for exhibition in other parts 
of the country.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
PANEL AT LEAGUE 


It takes time and it takes money. 
Still, it is cheaper to prevent a 
child from falling into juvenile de- 
linquency than it is to maintain 
him in a correctional institution. 
With this fact in mind, the Social 
Welfare committee of the Win- 
chester League of Women Voters 
invited three experts to discuss 
“The Prevention of Juvenile Delin- 
quency” on February 5th at the 
home of Mrs. Roper Burton, 30 Ox- 
ford street. 

Winchester’s Police Chief Char- 
les J. Hnrrold, Joseph Foley, pro- 
bation officer attached to the Wo- 
burn court, and John D. Goughian, 
new director of the Youth Service 
Board were the speakers. Besides 
League members, Mrs. Thomas 
Hill, 57 Yale street, chairman of 
the committee, had invited Dr. 
Forbes Norris, superintendent of 
schools, Mr. R. J. Dickman, prin- 
cipal of the Junior High school, 
Mr. W. L. Grindle of the High 
School, the guidance people from 
the schools, representatives of each 
church and members of the school 
committee. 

Chief Harrol'd outlined his 
method of finding out as much as 
possible about a child who has run 
nfoul of the law. He checks into 
church affiliations, school and other 
responsible contacts of the child in 
question, talks to the parents in 
their home, and tries to get a com- 
plete picture of his way of life 
and find out what influences, other 
than natural mischief, have created 
the problem. Every possible pre- 
caution is taken to keep a young- 
ster from having a court record and 
every possible effort is made to se- 
cure proper corrective help for him. 

Mr. Foley stressed the impor- 
tance of investigation into causes 
of delinquency. Citing the Glueck 
report on what factors of back- 
ground, environment and personal- 
ity produce a delinquent, Mr. Foley 
described his use of all available re- 
sources for study of the delinquent 
child before he is sent to the judge. 
Such resources, for example, are 
the Home for Little Wanderers, the 
Baker Guidance Center and the Re- 
ception Center of the Detention 
Homes. 

Mr. Coughlan finds his new work 
handicapped by lack of funds for 
study and prevention of juvenile 
delinquency. He also cited lack of 
funds to maintain in foster homes 
those children who should not go 
to one of the training schools nor 
back to a bad home. One of the 
urgent needs of the Youth Service 
Bourd is for two reception centers 
separate from the Lyman or Lan- 
caster school facilities. He spoke 
of the great value of the growing 
Big Brother and Big Sister move- 
ments in which, through the friend- 
ship of a devoted adult, a child is 
guided into a better development. 

All three speakers agreed that 
there was need for some real 
authority for reaching the home 
and making the parents share the 
responsibility for delinquency. Win- 
chester will concur with Mr. Cough- 
lan’s opinion that we are unusually 
fortunate in our Police Chief and 
our parole officer.

It was the most exciting 
game on the home court in recent 
years as thrill after thrill piled up 
until the climax was reached just 
eight seconds before the final 
whistle when John Atkinson sank 
a one-handed push shot from eight- 
een feet out to give the Indians a 
cherished victory. The most dra- 
matic moment of the game was 
provided by Captain Jack Hardy of 
Reading who sank two free throws 
after the regulation time had ex- 
pired to tie the score and send the 
game into overtime.

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DEFEAT DROPPED INDIANS 
FROM LEAGUE LEAD 

Belmont High staged a strong 
second-half surge to trim in- 
chester 50 - 43 at the high school 
gym last Friday night. This cru- 
cial victory gained Belmont undis- 
puted possession of the Middlesex 
League lead and practically clinch- 
ed the League title held the past 
two years by the Indians. Belmont 
is the only team that has beaten 
Winchester in the past two seasons 
in 40 games, snapping the Sa- 
chem’s 32-game winning streak 
earlier this season. 

As in the past several games 
Winchester got away to a good 
start to run up a 16-8 lead at the 
end of the first quarter. All five 
starters scored at least one basket 
as the Indians played excellent ball 
in this period. Belmont appeared 
ready to crack if the Indians could 
have applied the pressure in the 
early part of the second quarter 
hut rebounding lapses off the de- 
fensive backboard gave Belmont , 
the lift they needed to climb hack ' 
into the contention. Captain Dick 
Hurley paced the Belmont come- 
back in the second quarter as he 
scored four vital baskets, three on 
rebounds, to cut the Winchester 
lead to 27 - 23 at the half. 

Although the Indians led at the 
intermission, the tempo of the 
game indicated a Belmont victory 
as the Indians had lost their drive 
and cohesion, plus the fact that 
Thomson, Atkinson, and Dilorio 
were burdened with three fouls 
apiece which reduced their efficien- 
cy. The Indians had a miserable 
third period as they scored only one 
floor basket on an individual effort 
by Norman Howard and made good 
on only 5 out of 12 free throws. 
Meanwhile, Paul Jurigian spear- 
headed the Belmont second-half 
outburst to give his team a 37-34 
lead at the three-quarter mark. 

In the final period Winchester 
went ahead 38 - 37 on two success- 
ful free throws by Norm Howard 
and a long set shot by Stu Thom- 
son. That was the end of the Win- 
chester rally, however, as Belmont 
edged ahead 42 - 39 over the first 
six minutes of the tight final 
period. With that three point lead 
and with two minutes to play, Bel- 
mont began to freeze the ball and 
Winchester was forced to press 
them all over the court. That com- 
pleted the Winchester downfall as 
Atkinson and Thomson fouled out 
and Belmont played smart ball to 
capitalize on the Indians’ pressing 
tactics to increase their winning 
margin. 

Bright spots in the Winchester 
defeat was the play of Norman 
Howard and Joe Dilorio. Howard 
literally played himself to the point 
of exhaustions as he did the only 
effective Winchester defensive re- 
bounding in the second half and 
brought the hall up the court 
single-handedly against the Bel- 
mont press. Dilorio turned in a 
magnificent defensive performance 
in holding the high-scoring Camp- 
bell to a single basket for the en- 
tire game. This was the first time 
in three years that Winchester fans 
have seen the Sachems defeated on 
their home court. Two or three 
baskets in the third quarter or 
after the Indians had taken the 
lend in the final quarter would have 
changed the entire complexion of 
the game. The locals were tight- 
ened up and frozen to the floor, 
however, and were not cutting or 
driving to get clear for shots at the 
hoop which spelled their downfall. 

The Winchester Seconds played 
good ball to drub the Belmont 
Seconds 58 - 28 for the second time 
this season to remain undefeated 
with 15 straight victories. The 
scoring was well distributed with 
only Dave Pratt and Jim Wright 
getting into double figures with 12 
points apiece.

At a special evening meeting on 
Thursday, February 19, in the Ma- 
sonic Hall at 6:30 p. m. the Win- 
chester Rotary Club had as guests 
of the club, all rotarians who are 
residents of Winchester but who 
may belong to other Rotary Clubs 
in connection with their business or 
profession. 

The meeting followed the usual 
procedure of a regular club meet- 
ing which was followed by a very 
interesting illustrated talk by Cap- 
tain Oliver A. Peterson who resides 
at 11 Cutting street, Winchester, 
and who is a Captain in the U. S. 
Coast Guard. Although Captain 
Peterson’s service in the Coast 
Guard has taken him to all parts of 
the world his talk dealt with his 
experiences as commanding officer 
of the Coast Guard Cutter “East- 
wind” from May 1950 to November 
1952, during which period he made 
three expeditions to the Arctic 
areas. During these trips the 
“Eastwind” re-supplied the Cana- 
dian - U. S. operated Weather 
Stations breaking a path and es- 
corting other vessels carrying sup- 
plies and equipment to the site of 
the new Air Force Base at Thule, 
Greenland conducting Polar cosmic 
ray observations and generally de- 
veloping hydrographic data in the 
Greenland-Canadian Arctic Area. 
During these expeditions the U. S. 
Coast Guard “Eastwind” under the 
command of Captain Peterson pro- 
ceeded to a point within 442 miles 
of the North Pole which is the 
most northerly point reached by 
any vessel under its own power. 
The “Eastwind” was the first ship 
to transit the length of Hansen 
Sound. 

Captain Peterson’s colored slides 
showed almost unbelievable pic- 
tures of glacial and iceburg forma- 
tions as he told about the formation 
of the huge floating iceburgs and 
their migration into the North At- 
lantic shipping lanes.

Men of the cloth 
like him do much to promote real 
tolerance and good will among all 
sorts of people. 


THE SELECTMEN REPORT 


ELEVATED KAII.WAY PLAN’S 
PROGRESS 


February 10, 1955 
Editor of the Star: 

The Board of Selectmen would 
appreciate the opportunity to re- 
port through your columns to the 
citizens of Winchester concerning 
the current status of the grade 
crossing project. 

It has been some time since there 
have been any definite develop- 
ments to report, but our Board and 
members of the Planning Board 
have recently met with represen- 
tatives of the Department of Public 
Works, of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad and of Thos. Worcester, 
Inc., the engineers on the project, 
and we wish to bring the Town up 
to date on the status of the project 
in view of these recent conferences. 
Of course, at the time the project 
was discussed and voted upon at 
last year’s annual town meeting 
and then discussed and voted upon 
at the referendum which followed, 
a number of open questions re- 
mained concerning the details of 
construction and the planning of 
the work. 

Although the engineering is still 
not complete and (because of con- 
tinuing soils studies and construc- 
tion detail) may not be completed 
until perhaps the middle of April, 
some further information is now 
available. 

In the first place, as the Select- 
men reported last summer, the De- 
partment of Public Works, after 
conferring with the engineering 
consultants, made the decision to 
locate the temporary tracks, which 
will be used during the actual 
course of construction, to the west 
of the present right of way so that 
they will proceed down what is now 
the paved surface of Common 
street with Winchester station be- 
ing temporarily moved somewhat to 
the rear of its present location. 

Much has been of the threat that 
all or many of the trees on Win- 
chester Common would have to be 
removed. We have questioned the 
engineers carefully in this regard 
and have been reassured that they 
do not foresee the necessity of re- 
moving any trees in the Common it- 
self. In the construction of the 
temporary tracks on Common 
street it will, of course, be neces- 


sary to remove those trees now 
standing between the railroad right 
of way and the paved surface of 
Common street but the tracks are 
planned to remnin inside of whnt 
is now the street surface at that 
point. Replacing of trees, although 
naturally of smaller dimensions 
than present trees, and further 
beautification by way of landscap- 
ing are to be included as part of 
the project. 

The further decision to keep the 
temporary tracks to the west of the 
present right of way north of the , 
(’enter was reached earlier this fall 
and that decision too was communi- 1 
rated to our citizens through the 
Star as soon as our Board had been 
advised of it. 

With regard to the engineering 
plans for the elevation of the 
tracks themselves the plan remains 
in all its essentials the same as was 
described at the Town meeting and 
in the special report issued by the 
Selectmen prior to the referendum 
in April. 

The engineering now calls for the 
embankment to reach a point of 
perhaps 9 feet at Bacon street, 
which amounts to about 4 feet more 
) than at first planned, although 
* coming from Medford the start of 
I the incline will still be only about 
2,000 feet south of Bacon street. 

, That is to say the incline will begin 
; at a point approximately to the 
' rear of the intersection of Canter- 
bury road with Grove street near- 
est to Symmes Corner and there 
will be absolutely no change of 
giade to the rear of the houses 
along Canterbury road. 

Bacon street will pass under the 
tracks by a depressed roadway at 
that point as has previously been 
described. The D. I\ W. feels that 
this roadway, follow ing the natural 
topography of the land, will great- 
I ly improve traffic safety. 

Like Winchester Station Wedge- 
mere Station will have to be moved 
to the rear of its present location 
to allow for the temporary tracks 
during construction. Re-grading 
around the station will improve 
conditions and appearances due to 
the elimination of the present 
grade up to the overpass. 

The engineers have been asked to 
make some provision, if possible, 
for a pedesti iun crossover, perhaps 
in connection with the new culvert 
for the Aberjona River at that 
point, to provide for access for 
commuters from the area lying 
south and east of Wedgemere Sta- 
tion to their inbound trains in 
the morning and to allow commu- 
ters from the west side of town 
to reach the Wedgemere Sta- 
tion parking area at night without 
walking even the relatively short 
distance down the station platform 
and through the roadway under- 
pass which they would otherwise 
have to do. No decision on this re- 
quest has yet been reached. 

It is expected that, with the ex- 
ception of a short period, traffic 
will flow east and west across the 
tracks at Wedgemere Station dur- 
ing the period of construction, 
utilizing a temporary road to be 
extended from the driveway down 
into Ginn Field on the east of the 
tracks and thence across the tracks 
to join (tinn road on the west side 
of the right of way. 

In the Winchester Center area a 
further unresolved question exists 
concerning the construction of the 
east ramp leading to the platform 
at Winchester Station from the 
immediate area of the newly ex- 
tended road leading from Common 
street under the tracks and through 
to Waterfield road by the Post 
Office. Studies are to be made by 
the Department of Public Works as 
to whether the convenience of com- 
muters would better be served by 
having the bottom end of the ramp 
start at the Common street under- 
pass or by having it start at the 
south end of the platform nearer 
the middle of the long parking area 
extending to the south along the 
right of way. 

Whereas the architect’s drawing 
furnished by the engineers at the 
time of the last annual town meet- 
ing and incorporated in the Select- 
men’s report at that time showed a 
new modernistic structure in place 
of the present Winchester station, 
it now appears that the Railroad 
will probably retain the present 
building, moving it hack to its 
present location, although perhaps 
with a higher foundation, after the 
completion of the project. As far 
as we know this represents the only 
change from what was depicted in 
that sketch. 

In connection with the engineer- 
ing of the project in the area north 
of the Center the Commonwealth 
now plans to relocate the winding 
course of the river to eliminate one 
loop of the river in the area near 
the intersection of the Woburn 
loop with the main line by confin- 
ing the waterway in a culvert 
which W’ill lessen costs of construc- 
tion and at the same time reclaim 
a considerable amount of land 
w’hich could in the future be used 
for parking or for some other pur- 
pose. One of the principal causes 
of delay in the completion of en- 
gineering plans has been the need 
for exhaustive soils studies for the 
sub-structure, owing to the very 
high level of the water table in 
that area. 

As was stated lust spring, the 
elevation of the tracks at their 
highest point as they pass through 
the Center will be a little under 19 
feet — with vehicular clearance 
above the street surface of approxi- I 
mately 14 feet and the vertical j 
dimension of the sidewalls of the 
bridge structure as it spans the 
(’enter being approximately 4 feet 
7 inches. Provision will be made 
for rotary traffic in the Center 
around the bridge supports which 
will be only three in number — 
thus allowing for maximum light 
and visibility through the Square. 

As bad previously been stated, 
the tracks on the Woburn loop w’ill 
return to grade at u point some- 
what south of Swanton street so 
that the bridge at the intersection 
of Main street and Swanton street 
will remain unchanged. On the 
main line the tracks will return to 
present grade south of Cross street 
near the culvert of the Aberjona 
River at the northerly end of the 
town dump. 

On the main line the plans still 
call for making Sw’anton street an 
underpass, since the railroad tracks 


will he approximately 7 feet above 
their present elevation nt that 
point. At this point too a change 
has been requested in the plans 
previously formulated with regard 
to construction of the underpass 
itself. The sketch of the proposed 
underpass nt Swnnton street w’hich 
was furnished in connection with 
the Towm meeting last spring show’- 
•d the sidewalks going under the 
tracks — that is to say, following 
the grade of the depressed road- 
way on Sw’anton street. Some 
have felt that it would he desirable, 
if it car. he done from an engineer- 
ing standpoint, to have the side- 
walks remain at the upper level 
and follow the present topography 
of the land on either side of the 
bridge structure, passing through 
the structure near its upper level 
rather than down along the street. 
Here, too, we shall of course report 
to the Town as soon as the engin- 
eers have made a decision upon this 
request. Swanton street bridge 
will probably have to be closed to 
vehicular traffic most of the time 
during construction and studies are 
being made as to alternative routes 
across the main line tracks in that 
area. 

In conclusion, we should like to 
affirm our intention to call a special 
Town meeting for further and full 
discussion of the entire project just 
as soon as the plans have been 
completed, nnd appraisals of po- 
tential land damages have been 
made, so that the plans and cost of 
the project can be squarely pre- 
sented to the Towm. We have 
every expectation of being able to 
call such a meeting before sum 
mer.

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MUST ADOPT CHILD AGAIN 


ACT OF CONGRESS ADMITTED 
GERMAN TOT FOR 
WINCHESTER COUPLE 


Captain and Mrs. Lnvern C. 
Hutchins of 506 Cross street filed 
papers in Middlesex Probate Court 
last week Thursday, February 12, 
seeking government permission to 
adopt Carol Ann Hutchins who has 
been their daughter since 1951 
when they adopted her under Ger- 
man law in Munich. 

Captain Hutchins was on Army 
Air duty in Germany when he and 
his wife. Priscilla, adopted little 
blonde, blue-eyed Carol Ann, now 
2 Mi years old. When Captain 
Hutchins received bis orders to re- 
turn to the United States immigra- 
tion officials told him their little 
daughter couldn’t enter the United 
States with him and Mrs. Huchins 
because there was no room for her 
under the quota system. 

Securing a three-months delay in 
his sailing orders, Captain Hutch- 
ins telegraphed his Senator, Carl 
Hayden of Arizona, who imme- 
diately introduced legislation in 
Congress seeking “the speedy re- 
lief” of Carol Ann Hutchins, alien, 
adopted by United Staus citizens 
in Germany. 

Congress passed the legislation at 
once, but actually its vote wasn’t 
necessary, because even before 
Captain Hutchins learned of the 
Congressional action, the immigra- 
tion officials had informed him that 
an enlarged quota would enable 
him and his wife to bring their 
daughter into the country. 

The happy family arrived in the 
United States and settled in Win- 
chester, hut the long arm of the 
law was still casting a shadow in 
their path. This time it was the 
State Welfare Department inform- 
ing the Hutchins that they would 
have to adopt their little daughter 
all over again because this govern- 
ment does not recognize German 
adoption laws. 

Captain and Mrs. Hutchins im- 
mediately put in motion the ma- 
chinery to adopt Carol Ann so that 
the adoption will really stick this 
time. Meanwhile not every little 
girl has the distinction of having 
Congress pass a special law just 
for her, even though the law did 
turn out to he unnecessary. • 


WOMEN’S REPUBLICAN CLUB

CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Department of Civil Defense 
wants to remind you that the air- 
raid alarm system will be sounded 
on Sunday, March 1, at 2:00 p. m., 
to indicate the beginning of a test 
alert. 

The signal used, however, will be 
the all-clear, rather than the red 
alert warning, in order to avoid un- 
necessary concern on the part of 
those not involved in civil defense 
operations. 

It does mean the mobilization 
of civil defense personnel immedi- 
ately, by the division directors and 
section leaders, according to the 
standard operating procedure. 

This promises to be a most profit- 
able test from the standpoint of 
gaining experience in solving af- 
termath “problems.” 

The whole test will he radioed 
in to our control center from a 
headquarters outside of Winches- 
ter, and nobody here will know what 
situations are going to have to be 
met until after that signal sounds. 

This would he the actual proced- 
ure in case of a real air raid, and, 
therefore, will provide excellent 
practice. 

Regarding the new first aid class, 
to be started around the middle of 
March, the civil defense office would 
like to know which night will lie 
the most convenient for the most 
people — Monday or Wednesday. 
It will help a great deal in setting 
a definite date, if you will call Win- 
chester 6-5257 and sign up.

HARRY S. SEAGRAVE PENTA - SARNO 


Harry S. Seagrave, 86, of West 
Newbury, resident manager of 
Long Hill Orchard, nnd a former 
resident of Winchester, died Tues- 
day morning, February 17, in Gon- 
zales, Texas, following an automo- 
bile accident there. He and his 
partner, Albert Gilbert of Jamaica, 
Long Island, N.Y., were on a vaca- 
tion automobile trip to the West 
Coast when their car apparently 
crashed into the upright of a bridge 
in (ionzales, Texas, on February 12. 
Mr. Gilbert died in the Gonzales 
Hospital the next day, but Mr. Sea- 
grave, who sustained a broken col- 
lar bone, was believed to be recov- 
ering nicely until pneumonia set in. 

Mr. Seagrave was the son of 
Charles Burnside, and Watie 
(Scott) Seagrave. lie was horn in 
Uxbridge October 3, 1866, and 

came to Winchester in 1896, living 
in town on Alhen street until he 
took up residence in West New- 
bury in 1930. 

While in Winchester Mr. Sen- 
grave had his own men’s furnish- 
ings business in Boston. His hobby, 
however, was trees, and he was 
doing more and more with their 
growth and care even prior to his 
entering the orchard business in 
1922. # 

At the time Mr. Seagrave settled 
in West Newbury he became associ- 
ated with Albert Gilbert, owner of 
Long Hill Orchard, the largest or- 
chard in Essex County. Mr. Gilbert, 
Mr. Seagrave and Edward H. Ken- 
erson of this town became part- 
ners in the orchard, with Mr. Sea- 
grave taking over the resident man- 
ager’s duties. 

A very active man, Mr. Seagrave 
was a member of the Apple Grow- 
ers Association and had lectured 
at Essex Agricultural Institute. He 
was also a member of the draft 
fortnvd in West Newbury during 
World War II. Whii9 in Winchester 
he was a member of the old Second 
Congregational Church on Cross 
street and taught in the church 
Sunday school. 

Mr. Seagrave was twice married. 
In 1892 he married Emma Parsons 
of North Cambridge, who died in 
1919. In 1920 he married Annie F. 
Nutter, known to many in town as 
proprietor of the old Winchester 
Exchange. She died in 1938.

HOPE FOR BETTER STATE TAXES 


Laughter and taxes arc words 
not usually used together, but both 
are needed to report n talk by 
Joseph P. Healey, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Commonwealth’s Special 
Commission on Taxation. He spoke 
to a sizeable audience of represen- 
tative residents at the Wyman 
School Auditorium, Tuesday even- 
ing, February 10, under the aus- 
pices of the League of Women 
Voters of Winchester. 

Many town officials were present, 
as well as an imposing array of 
candidates for local offices. The 
candidates wore greeted with warm 
applause when presented, one by 
one, at the opening of the meeting. 

The bi-partisan Commission has 
been working closely with legisla- 
tors since 1949, studying the whole 
problem of state taxes. By March 
15 they hone to complete the draft- 
ing of legislation to carry out their 
recommendations in the three areas 
felt to he most pressing: Revision 
of the Structure of State Income 
and Corporation Taxes; Establish- 
ing a Stable System of Distribution 
of these revenues to Cities and 
Towns. 

The main purposes of the Com- 
mission are to mgke these taxes 
fairer, easier to handle and more 
certain for both taxpayer and copi- 
munity; to establish specific regu- 
lations for administering the Mass- 
achusetts tax system. 

Mr. Healey’s frequently hilarious 
descriptions and comparisons serve 
not only for easy understanding of 
a subject usually considered dry 
and difficult, hut also point up his 
thorough knowledge of the prob- 
lems und their gravity. 

Hearings on Tax Bills are held 
before the Committee on Taxation, 
Room 407, State House, at 10:30 
a. m. on Wednesdays and Thurs- 
days. Details of the schedule 
through April 8 are available now.

WOMAN OF THE WEEK 


Happiness, satisfaction and 
memorable hearthwarming experi- 
ences derived from a lifetime of 
helping others — this simple but 
highly rewarding formula is the 
story of today’s Woman of the 
Week* 

She’s Mrs. William E. McDonald 
of Winchester, homey, vigorous and 
alert, a well-loved and revered 
teacher who is devoted to her pro- 
fession and best known for her 
faithful, unselfish service to Amer- 
icanization programs. 

It was 41 years ago when Mrs. 
McDonald agreed to conduct her 
first class in Americanization, be- 
coming one of the pioneers in that 
important field. At the time this 
new program was sponsored by a 
Unitarian Church society who pro- 
vided the sole opportunity for this 
way for the foreign-horn to gain 
citizenship. 

“These people nre wonderful, so 
eager to learn and to help each 
other,” Mrs. McDonald beams with 
pride. “They’re often deluged with 
inhibitions when they come here, 
hut in learning nbout America they 
become different people, they learn 
to love the country and make de- 
voted worthy citizens.” 

When the call came, she took on 
another class in a North End settle- 
ment house, devoting five evenings 
a week to this work while carrying 
on her regular job in a Winchester 
grammar school. Officially she gave 
up her Americanization work tem- 
porarily when she married during 
the first World War, but her home 
soon became a classroom for neigh- 
bors and 26 years ago she resumed 
evening teaching in Stoneham, a 
position she still holds. 

Teaching Americanization i s 
teaching government and this per- 
haps explains her great interest in 
civic and political affairs. For 25 
years she has voiced her opinions 
at Winchester town meetings as 
chairman of her precinct. Her mo- 
tion 27 years rgo was responsible 
for the Loring avenue playground, 
one of the finest in the state. 

Outside of the pleasure in eight 
grandchildren who nre “the pride 
of her life,” Mrs. McDonald lists 
tutoring ns her hobby. Countless 
grateful students have been guided 
over the rough spots in quiet after- 
noon or evening sessions in the Mc- 
Donald home. Most of her reading 
— another favorite pasttime — is 
done late at night, for a busy day- 
time schedule allows no time for 
relaxation. Her many visitors who 
pop in for a chat or some friendly 
counsel during the day and often 
leave with a loaf of warm-from- 
the-oven oatmeal bread tucked un-

der one arm, tell us she does nil 
her own housework and is a won- 
derful cook.

THE WINSLOW BOY 


The current production of the 
Parish Player* differs from most in 
that it has a solid basis of fact, for 
since the dny in F.ngland in 1908 
when young Archer-Shee was un- 
justly dismissed from Osborne, nnd 
his parents with the aide assistance 
of Sir Edward Carson, fought the 
case to * a victorious' conclusion 
through two long nnd costly years, 
the Archer-Shee ease hns become 
something of a cause celebre. As 
it progressed, it soon heenme evi- 
dent thnt infinitely more was at 
stake than a youngster's reputa- 
tion, a father’s pride and stubborn | 
faith, or a forced nnd stolen five- 
shilling postal order. As Alexan- 
der Wool loot t summed it up in his I 
volume of essnys, “Long, Long | 
Afro” — “Here, in the compass of 
one hoy’s fate, was the entire issue 
of the inviolable sovereignty of the 
individual.” Such an episode could 
never conceivably have occurred in 
any totalitarian state. 

All of which served to give the 
Parish Players the advantage of a 
deeply moving nnd dramatic story. 
But there their benefits ceased. The 
play is, comparatively speaking, 
difficult to do. The timing is tricky; 
and some of the English terms fall 
a bit strangely on American cars. 
Moreover, while the first two 
scenes are particularly effective, 
the last two suffer somewhat be- 
cause the author was unwilling to 
follow the story into the courtroom, 
where it belongs, thus making it 
necessary for several characters to 
assume the role of Greek mes- 
sengers and tell us what is hap- 
pening at the trial (which, natur- 
ally, we want to see for ourselves). 
Frances Chidley, guardian angel of 
The Players from their inception, 
was absent from their midst ; more- 
over, a change of directors was 
necessary in mid-production, fol- 
lowed by substantial alterations in 
the script, so the play in its final 
stages represented a real triumph 
over what Hamlet would have 
termed “a sea of troubles.” 

As Ronnie — the boy whose 
troubles motivate the play — Rob- 
ert Becker was to a degree pre- 
cisely what was demanded — n 
nice, decent, average sort of lad 
who had inadvertently come upon 
troubled ways. His work was 
dignified and sincere throughout. 
(We hope he won’t mind if we say 
ho was good-looking, too!) In the 
difficult cross-examination scene, in 
particular, he gave an excellent 
account of himself. We under- 
stand he was most co-operative at 
rehearsals, with all the punctuality, 
responsibility, nnd pride in his 
work of a veteran trouper. Or- 
chids to you, Robert! 

As Arthur Winslow, the harassed 
father, George Connor contributed 
another of the outstanding por- 
traits we have come to expect from 
him, emphasizing the true aristo- 
cracy of the mam, his pride and 
stubborn faith in his son, and his 
gradual physical decline under the 
strain and stress of events. The 
part was a long one, hut not once 
did he falter. His make-up was 
excellent, and his facial expressions 
something to watch, especially the 
way in which he used his eyes to 
express emotion. 

The part of Catherine Winslow, 
the daughter, is also a lengthy one. 
as she is involved in practically all 
the action. To it, Connie Hessler 
brought a pleasing personality and 
a charm and ease of manner that 
added much to the evening’s en- 
joyment. Her relations with her 
father were sympathetically and 
touchingly portrayed, as was the 
womanly tact and intuition with 
which she handled her suitors. It 
is she who sounds the depths of 
the situation when she says to

were not in the text. His examin- 
ation of the hoy, with its rapid-fire, 
machine-gun timing (the slightest 
faltering would have ruined it) 
was splendidly sustained, nnd led 
to a climax of unusual dramatic 
intensity. (We seem to detect here 
an effective combination of Mr. 
Barnard’s intrinsic talents and the 
director’s subtle conception of the 
part). Surely a fortunate coinci- 
dence of part nnd player, and a 
welcome and distinguished new 
talent for the Parish Players. 

George Hehb played the irre- 
pressible Dickie Winslow to the 
life, carefree, irresponsible, having 
his fun as he goes along, hampered 
by the reputation of “had little 
boy” of the family, hut with fre- 
quent suggestion of something bet- 
ter underneath. A good imper- 
sonation. 

Lenore damage lent the mother, 
Grace Winslow, an air of quiet effi- 
ciency, presenting a well-rounded 
portrait of a sensitive hut courage- 
ous woman torn between conflicting 
loyalties. Lenore always endows 
her parts with poise and woman- 
liness, besides being easy to look at. 

In the character of John Wathcr- 
stonc, John Ricker presented a 
typical middle-class Britisher, dig- 
nified, dependable to a degree, true 
t° type in his inherited opinions 
and prejudices. His scenes with his 
fiancee and her father were played 
with dignity and sincerity. 

Me thought Boh Blake did one 
of his best jobs as the hopeless hut 
devoted Desmond Curry, especially 
in the proposal scene at the end of 
the play. He gave the character 
an interpretation all his own, hut 
a definite personality emerged, and 
a sympathetic one, at that. It is 
no small achievement to be comi- 
cally ludicrous and humanly touch- 
ing at one and the same time. 

As Violet, the maid, Alma Divi- 
ney was loyal, devoted, and under- 
standing. It was not hard to see 


John: “All 1 care about is that 
people should know that a govern- 
ment department has ignored a 
fundamental human right, and that 
it should he forced to acknowledge 
it.” 

It was a lucky day for the Play- 
ers when Bill Barnard walked in on 
them, for offhand it is difficult to 
think of anyone who could have 
carried his role as well. So skil- 
fully did he manage the supercil- 
iousness, the poise, and the non- 
committal condescension of Sir 
Robert that he evoked laughs that 



from court was extremely conta- 
gious, and provoked waves of mer- 
riment. While previously helpful 
hack stage, this, we understand, 
marks her first appeurance as a 
player. We wish her many happy 
returns in that capacity. 

Bettina TTarrison made a pictur- 
esque newspaper reporter, suffi- 
ciently “nosey” and incurably femi- 
nine, pleased and proud to pioneer 
for her sex ' a hitherto masculine 
occupation. As for the part of 
Fred, the photographer, we can 
only say that never was so small n 
part shared by two such competent 
actors as Ashley Lewis and Gene 
Pollard! 

In the absence of their regular 
director, Harlan Grant, through ill- 
ness, the Players were fortunate to 
secure the services of a fellow 
townsman, Mr. John R. Woodruff, 
Associate Professor of Rhetoric 
und Debate at Tufts, and co-direc- 
tor of Tufts Theatre. Taking over 
in the emergency with hut ten days 
to go, he brought to the task tre- 
mendous energy and enthusiasm, 
and by dint of some individual 
coaching and all around meticulous 
attention to detail, helped the Play- 
ers weather triumphantly one of 
the few real setbacks they have en- 
countered as a group. His is the 
gratitude of all concerned. 

We were sorry to note the ab- 
sence of a hit of significant dialogue 
in the final scene, when Catherine 
says to Sir Robert: 

“Will you betray a technical 
secret, Sir Robert? What hap- 
pened in that first examination to 
make you so sure of his inno- 
cence?” 

Sir Robert: “Three things. First 
of all, he made far too many dam- 
aging admissions. A guilty person 
would have been much more care- 
ful — much more on his guard. 
Secondly, I laid him a trap; and 
thirdly left him a loophole. Any-

Massachusetts General Hospital, 
Boston, is a project supported by 
the Massachusetts Heart Associa- 
tion as part of its aim toward re- 
habilitation of patients with heart 
disease for work. The education of 
physicians, industrialists, patients 
and their families as to the poten- 
tialities of these patients is another 
important goal, as well as further 
research into the entire field. 

The Unit utilizes the services of 
three cardiologists, an X-ray man, 
a social worker, a vocational coun- 
sellor, and a laboratory technician 
in a complete survey of all patients 
seen, to evaluate each case as fully 
as possible to make optimum re- 
commendations for their future 
activity and work. It is found that 
many patients who have been de- 
pendent can be restored through 
proper encouragement and guid- 
ance, to a status of independent self 
support. Many of these neopk- are 
found to be out of employment be- 
cause of unnecessary fears or lack 
of proper understanding regarding 
themselves and their conditions. 

The Unit is open to any patient 
considered in need of its services 
by his family or industrial physi- 
cian. Where able, patients pay the 
basic cost of evaluation. Your con- 
tribution to the present Heart 
Fund Drive helps to aid those in 
need of these services as well as 
to support many other research and 
educational projects to further the 
conquest of our country’s chief 
cause of death and disability.

Space last week forbade enlarg- 
ing upon the statement that the 
Board of Selectmen has ordered a 
real crackdown by the police on 
speeders and reckless drivers of 
motor cars around town. The Se- 
lectmen didn’t just decide to issue 
this order all at once. Their ac- 
tion has come after the Board re- 
ceived many complaints from all 
over town about the careless, often 
reckless, and increasingly speedy 
operation of motor vehicles on our 
streets. The Board is hoping its 
action will be sufficiently preventive 
to obviate a fatal accident, and is 
also hoping that the residents of 
the town will cooperate in the oper- 
ation of their automobiles so that 
punitive action on the part of the 
Police Department wjll not he 
necessary. The Board’s orders to 
the Police, however, admit of no 
ambiguities. They are to enforce 
the letter of the motor vehicle laws, 
in uniform or out of uniform, and 
they are to show no mercy to reck- 
less or speeding drivers. The Se- 
lectmen aim to have Winchester u 
town in which motor vehicles are 
driven sanely. None can quarrel 
with this idea. 


table. At last she consulted a phy- 
sician who referred her to the Fa- 
hey Clinic for diagnosis, where it 
was found she had a chronic abdom- 
inal disease and an ulcer of the 
esophagus near the stomach. While 
on a summer vacation, she died of 
a hemorrhage from the ulcer. She 
was a victim of neglected early 
diagnosis and treatment. 

Aspirin is a trade name for acc- 
tylsalicylic acid. "If you have a 
<• 01 ( 1 , take two aspirin tablets and 
repeat the dose,” says the radio 
broadcaster. “Our aspirin tablets 
are the best of any for children; 
they taste so good.” 

On January 8 the Boston Herald 
published an A. P. dispatch under 
the heading, "Pills Kill Girl in 
Peterhoro.” The dispatch stated: 
"Two-year old I.inda E. Stacy died 
at Peterhoro Hospital today, evi- 
dently of an overdose of aspirin, 
because of pills missing from a bot- 
tle in the girl’s home.” 

The January 10 issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine re- 
ports two deaths from acetylsali- 
cylic acid (aspirin) and one from 
Anacin. A children’s hospital re- 
ported three deaths from aspirin 
in one year. A broadcaster was 
heard to say, "Aspirin is harm- 
less.” 

A man was told he had a cig- 
arette cough. He said his father 
had the same kind of cough. He 
took various placebos, cough medi- 
cine that "tasted like candy in a 
spoon.” Finally he consulted a 
physician who found his cough was 
due to tuberculosis of the right 
lung. He was sent to a sanitarium 
in New York. 

Medicine in tablet or pill form, 
kept in closets accessible to little 
children, should not he sugar coat- 
ed, made pleasant to taste like 
"candy in a spoon.” A father was 
attracted by the screaming of his 
little child. He found the child had 
opened a bottle of uncoated strych- 
nine tablets. The hitter taste of 
one made him cry and prevented 
him from taking more; that saved 
his life, with the help of physicians 
who were hastily summoned. The 
same week, a child in an adjoining 
town was killed by eating sugar- 
coated strychnine tablets that 
"tasted like candy.” 

The writer has found that the 
advertising claims of some of the 
common remedies are exaggerated, 
misleading, and distorted. Over- 
doses of some of these "harmless 
remedies” have proved fatal. One 
should not he satisfied with the 
mere relief of symptoms until all 
means of diagnosis have been used 
to determine the cause of them. 

One seeking to become a regular 
physician nnd engage in the prac- 
tice of medicine must first qualify 
before a State Examining Board 
and he licensed. His prescriptions 
are compounded by a registered 
pharmacist and arc open to inspec- 
tion. Thus is the patient safeguard- 
ed by law. Should not these air- 
medicine men, who prescribe pro- 
miscuously for the unseen and un- 
known, actuated only by elusive 
symptoms, be likewise examined 
and compelled to qualify by regis- 
tration ?

No 
treatment should he instituted until 
one is made by a reputable phy- 
sician or a diagnostic clinic. 

Our people are exploited by com- 
mercial medical radio broadcasters 
of a type of medicine-men who sell 
their wares to the guileless visitors 
at a country fair. 

A woman suffered with "acid in- 
digestion” for years. She never 
traveled without a bottle of soda 
mint tablets. She kept a cup of 
bicarbonate of soda on her bedside 


Editor of the Star: 

It is hoped by this time that 
every citizen has digested both the 
Warrant fqr Town Meeting and the 
Town Report and realize what the 
different departments are recom- 
mending for action by the Town 
Meeting, all of which, for the most 
part will take money. 

The Finance Committee, how- 
ever, seems to have recommended 
deferring action to complete inves- 
tigation on thirty-seven articles. 
This action, no doubt, may he wise 
since many articles call for appro- 
priations. 

One of the articles (recommend- 
ed deferred, .pending completion of 
investigation) is Article 49. It is 
hoped that the Town Meeting will 
not vote to defer action on this ar- 
ticle, hut approve, since both ques- 
tions included in the article are im- 
portant and require immediate ac- 
tion. I understand there is an un- 
expended balance of a previous 
appropriation that could be used 
for the study. 

Such a study could well prove 
that the proposed traffic by-pass 
over the Skillings lot will show 
why the absurd proposal to elevate 
the railroad tracks is unnecessary, 
and if the by-pass plan is carried 
out, will cost less than one third to 
the State and the Town. Even 
though the Town Meeting has ap- 
proved the plan to raise the rail- 
road, it is no reason why it should 
not change its mind, like a great 
many citizens have who voted 
"Yes!” on the Referendum, — and 
if a vote were held as of today 
would vote "No!”, for they realize 
that they were ill-informed by the 
proponants. 

It will be seen by referring to the 
report of the Planning Board 
(Page 276 Paragraph 16) that 
traffic reports by the State Public 
Works Department seem to justify 
the building of the road through 
the Skillings lot; however, the 
Planning Board thinks it may not 
he justified because of a proposed 
diversion of traffic over some ex- 
press-way, (not yet built by the 
State) and certain proposed roads 
leading from Johnson road to Cross 
street which the Board recommends 
building at a future date. 

It would seem that the Planning 
Board now realizes that there is a 
traffic problem at the Center of 
Town which the lifting of the rail- 
road does not cure, hut they do not 
scum to care that the cost of this 
elevated railway project alone will 
cost the taxpayers of the State of 
Massachusetts well over the esti- 
mate of $4,000,000.00; let alone 
having the center ripped apart for 
at least two years. 

Article 49 of the Warrant might 
well solve the question.

MOTHERS' ASSOCIATION 
BOARD MEETING 

The Central Board of the Win- 
chester Mothers’ Association spon- 
sored a meeting for hoard mem- 
bers and room mothers of all the 
school chapters of the Mothers’ As- 
sociation on Tuesday, February 17, 
at 10:00 a. m., in the Wyman School 
Auditorium. Mrs. Richard Bolster, 
president of the Central Board, in 
opening the meeting, explained 
that following suggestions and 
questions submitted by parents and 
teachers as to why Winc hester does 
not belong to the National Congress 
of Parents nnd Teachers, and a 
suggestion from Dr. Norris at the 
annual meeting last June that per- 
haps some time it would he wise 
| to consider joining this state and 
| national group, the Central Board 
had discussed the matter and rec- 
ommended that a speaker from the 
Massachusetts P. T. A. come and 
present an overall general picture. 
She stated clearly that there was no 
pressure group trying to sell the 
P. T. A. Our mothers’ associations 
are doing a fine job but sometimes 
it is wise to learn what other 
groups are doing to better evaluate 
our own strength and opportunities. 

Mrs. Bolster then introduced Mrs. 
Humphrey Sullivan of Arlington, 
the secretary of the Massachusetts 
Parent-Teachev Association. 

The P.T.A. was formed by a 
group of mothers fifty years ago. 
They soon learned that fathers and 
teachers were necessary for a 
strong group. There are now 7,219,- 
165 national members. 2,300,000 
are men — 550,000 are teachers and 
administrators. In Massachusetts 
there are 715 organized parent- 
teacher units in the schools, of 
which 339 have a man as president. 
Fifteen have a Mr. and Mrs. team 
as president. 

The objects are broad in scope, 
promoting the welfare of the child 
in the home and school, and im- 
proving the cooperation and under- 
standing between home and school. 
The policy is non-commercial, non- 
sectarian, and non-political. The 
P.T.A. does not interfere with the 
administration of any school, hut 
does work toward the betterment 
of all schools. The program of the 
state organization is earned out by 
a board elected at the annual con- 
vention. All serve without pay, 
save for traveling expenses. 

In joining the state and national 
associations the obligations are: 

1. Include in the by-laws the 
1 proper name of the association. 

( 2. Each member pays annual 

dues. The total amount of dues 
; may be decided by the group but 
of this amount 15 cents goes to the 
I state and 10 cents to the national. 

3. Program should be built around 
the broad objects of the national 
congress. 

The benefits to be received by 
joining are: 

1. Literature published by state 
and national. 

2. Annual state convention, 
i 3. District conferences. 

4. Workshops. 

5. Constant training and leader- 
ship. 

6. Guidance, instruction, and in- 
spiration. 

There are no requirements as to 
the number of meetings to he held 
during the year. Teachers are en- 
couraged to take an active part in 
the meetings and he on the hoard. 
Tt is not necessary that all schools 
in a community join. Private and 
parochial schools are members in 
many cities and towns. Winchester 
would he a member of District 4, 
which includes Waltham, Acton, 
Arlington, Bedford, Malden, Bel- 
mont, Newton, Reading, Somer- 
ville, Wellesley, W. Concord, and 
Woburn. 

Mrs. Sullivan was most generous 
in answering questions from the 
floor following her talk. She was 
able to give us all a clearer picture 
of the part a parent-teacher group 
can play in a community. The meet- 
ing adjourned at 11:15 a. m.

New Orleans’ French Quarter is 
as much Spanish as French; its 
flamboyant Mardi Gras hides an 
exceptional devoutness, and its 
famed Dixieland jazz was born at 
funerals. 

A distinguished Southern author, 
Harnett T. Kane, reveals these and 
many other little known facts 
about his native city in “New Or- 
leans: Jambalaya on the Levee,” 
leading article in the National 
| Geographic Magazine for Feb- 
j ruary. 

Treaties of 1762 and 1763, says 
Mr. Kane, saw* Louisiana tempor- 
arily “tossed from France to his 
Hispanic Majesty.” The Spaniards 
then “clanked in” to impress their 
architecture and customs, if not 
their rule, upon the city, including 
j the Vieux Carre itself. 

Mardi Gras Pure French 

But the Mardi Gras — “Fat 
Tuesday” — is pure French, the 
author concedes. Origin of this 
| colorful carnival was probably in 
’ pagan rites of spring. The early 
French settlers brought them from 
France in a simple form to which 
have been added the bizarre em- 
bellishments that now make the 
Mardi Gras one of the best known 
i municipal entertainments in the 
land. 

Promptly at midnight as Lent 
| begins, the merrymaking ceases. 
Deeply religious New* Orleans then 
flocks to churches of all faiths. One 
of them is triple-spired St. Louis 
Cathedral, devotional center for 
Louisiana’s Catholic Creoles or 
descendants of the original French 
and Spanish inhabitants. It stands 
on ground occupied by three suc- 
cessive churches since 1718. 

Mr. Kane says that the New Or- 
leans jazz w'hich was to spread 
over the entire country from Basin 
street was first played by Negro 
bands marching back from funer- 
als. The resultant “w*ail and 
pound” comes r.ot alone from 
African voodoo, he says, but from 
French and Italian opera, work 
tunes of the sugar fields, and chant 
of rice handlers. “Tiger Rag,” he 
notes, probably grew* out of a 
French quadrille. 

Duels W’ere Frequent 

Old New Orleans w r as a hotbed 
of dueling. A man might die, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kane, merely be- 
cause he happened to order the 
same courses commanded by a 
proud and sensitive diner at a 
neighboring restaurant table. Fifty 
academies at a time gave instruc- 
tions in using sword and pistol. 

The city is built on low, flat, 
Mississippi River delta land. Dikes 
hold back the mighty stream, while 
an elaborate pumping system 
keeps the city from drowning at 
each rain. 

Although the water is a danger- 
ous neighbor, it is also a blessing 
to the metropolis. New Orleans is 
a great port, transshipping huge 
quantities of goods between the 
heart of America and the world 
beyond the seas, particularly near- 
by Latin America. Blockaded dur- 
ing the Civil War, the city was 
struck a blow from which it has 
recovered in modem times. 

Wealth Augmented by Oil 

Nowadays its wealth is being in- 
i creased by oil wells on the bottom 
of the Gulf of Mexico, by an in- 
flux of heavy industry, and by ex- 
pansion of such local industries as 
muskrat trapping, the catching of 
seafood and the growing of rice 
and sugar cane. 

Despite “glossy statistics,” how- 
ever, New Orleans retains its 
‘identity and its coloration,” the 
author reports. It remains, he 
says, “a gumbo — a composition 
of many peoples, many viewpoints, 
many riches . . . and also, a sum 
of assorted contradictions.” 

Mr. Kane’s article is illustrated 
with 88 photographs, 28 in full 
color. The photographer was Jus- 
tin Locke of the National Geo- 
graphic staff.

ELECTION MONDAY 

Winchester will elect its town 
officers Monday, March 2, and al- 
though there nre only n few places 
on the entire bnllot where the elec- 
torate can show a preference, in 
two of the four brackets where con- 
tests occur the fields nre so large 
that even the most erudite politi- 
cally nre a hit lenry about making 
outright election predictions. 

Always a top interest spot is the 
contest for Selectman, and this 
year there are six candidates for 
the two vacancies on the Board. 
Not for some time have there been 
so many in the Selectman’s field. 

Of the six running only one has 
held office in Winchester. Thomas 
F. Fallon served ns Selectman for 
two terms hack in the days when 
Selectmen were elected yearly, but 
the other candidates, though well 
known about town, have held no 
office previously. 

William C. Cusack is perhaps as 
well known politically as any of 
the other candidates, having been 
vice chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and chairman of the Town 
Manager Committee as well ns a 
candidate for Moderator several 
years ago. 

Kenneth S. Hall, prominent in 
the Legion and youth work in Win- 
chester, has served on a school 
survey committee and as town 
meeting member. Lewis L. Wads- 
worth, Jr., is a member of the 
Town By-Law Committee and has 
been a town meeting member, while 
Charles W. Blanchard, also a 
Legionnaire and town meeting 
member, has been very active with 
the Young Republican group in 
Winchester. John C. Wakefield, is 
widely known in town as chairman 
of the recent George Washington 
School Building Committee. 

Running the Selectmen’s contest 
n close second in general interest 
and having an even larger field is 
the fight for Assessor, with eight 
candidates for the single vacancy 
on the three-man Board. 

Tn this field only Captain Richard 
M. Rush, former School Committee 
member, has held political office in 
town, and the over seven candi- 
dates, with the exception of Michael 
D. Saraco, have not been especially 
active politically. Mr. Saraco, for 
some time a town meeting mem- 
ber, has taken active participation 
in many sessions of the limited 
town meeting and is well known. 

Of the other candidates, Paul B. 
Briggs. Charles E. Howe and Wal- 
ter Y. Josephson are either now, or 
formerly, actively engaged in the 
real estate business in Winchester 
or hereabouts. 

Vincent C. Carroll is in the auto- 
mobile business in Winchester, Wil- 
liam S. Wolsey is a builder and 
Harry J. Stabile, Jr., a contractor. 

Picking a winner from this field 
is an admittedly difficult job, since 
the vote is bound to be so badly 
split that what would ordinarily be 
a vote too small to be considered 
may be a winner this year. 

In the other two contests on the 
ballot the candidates dron off 
sharply. In the contest for School 
Committee, Marion H. Mowatt, a 
political newcomer, seeks one of 
the two vacancies, opposing Sara 
C. Woodward, a candidate for re- 
action, and Olcott L. Hooper, an 
unsuccessful candidate a year ago. 
who nevertheless made a good 
showing. Mrs. Mowatt has had 
considerable educational experience 
at both the school and college level. 

Opposing Elwell R. Butterworth, 
seeking re-election to the Water 
and Sewer Board, is Eugene B. Ro- 
tondi, a contractor and town meet- 
ing member, who has often been 
heard on the floor of the town hall, 
and who has sought election to the 
Water and Sewer Board before. 
He is past venerable of Winchester 
Lodge, Sons of Italy.

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HIGH SCHOOL ADOPTS 
PHILOSOPHY OF EDUCATION 

“A man’s reach should exceed 
his Krasp” was the theme of Mr. 
Henry Fitts’ remnrks last week, as 
he presented the report of the com- 
mittee on a philosophy of education 
for the Winchester Hi^h School. 
He readily admitted that the 
school’s aim of producing a “com- 
plete person” was a lofty one, not 
likely to be achieved in too many 
cases. However, he said that it is 
a mean individual who never plans 
more than he is sure to accom- 
plish. 

Other members of the committee 
which prepared this report are 
Joseph S. Averse, Barbara Dcm- 
sey, Pauline Goodrich, Martha 
Genicot, Thomas A. Morse, Helen 
Skornik, and Lenna M. Travis. 

In accepting the report, Prin- 
cipal Wade L. Grindle warmly 
praised the committee for its work 
in preparing such im inspiring 
statement of aims and objectives 
for the guidance of the school 
faculty. The Star believes that 
many parents and other interested 
townspeople will find the “Philo- 
sophy” worthy of careful study, 
and it is pleased to print the fol- 
lowing: 

Winchester High School 

Our Philosophy of Education 

We believe that our most serious 
and sincere efforts are needed to 
rescue, preserve, and strengthen 
the social and political system we 
call the American Way of Life; 
and such a way of life is worthy of 
our untiring efforts. A society 
such as ours is responsible for — 
and certainly dependent upon — 
the education of its sons and 
daughters to a level appropriate to 
individual, community, and na- 
tional needs. Thus, for the perpe- 
tuation of a system in which we be- 
lieve so strongly, education is an 
increasingly important influence. 
Therefore, our job and all that it 
includes is one of the most useful 
and important in the world today. 

We aim to see the pupils as in- 
dividuals, not as a group, to pro- 
vide opportunity and inspiration 
for each pupil to develop and learn 
to the greatest extent of his ability; 
to make him well-informed and 
capable, alert to his world and its 
conditions as they affect him and 
others; to make him appreciative 
of the values to be found in sound 
learning and eager to continue his 
education; to mold him into a ma- 
ture and thoughtful citizen, fair- 
minded, healthy, unselfish, indepen- 
dent, tolerant, trustworthy, eager 
to tackle the hard jobs that lie 
ahead. We aim to present a curri- 
culum suited to the needs of the 
community and flexible to changing 
conditions; to build a strong and 
free society through a spirit of 
education for all, unity with all 
classes and races, and the applica- 
tion of active democracy. 

In general, the aim is to produce 
the “complete person," an indiv- 
idual who is equipped with the 
knowledge, skills, and attitudes 
which will serve him best in the 
years which follow high school, 
whether those years be spent in 
further education or in work. Such 
a person is trained in the attitudes 
and responsibilities of good citizen- 
ship; he has developed worthwhile 
attitudes regarding his place in so- 
ciety; he has acquired some know- 
ledge, skills, and principles which 
will guide him in the selection and 
pursuit of a worthwhile career; he 
has gained some knowledge and 
appreciation of the arts; he is able 
to plan his leisure time to good 
advantage; he is aware of the 
value of good health and trained in 
habits of good health, both physical 
and mental; he is versed in the 
knowledge and skills which enable 
him to hold his own in the world 
of the consumer; and he has devel- 
oped the innumerable mental skills 
which are vital to the overall per- 
formance of the well-trained and 
well-rounded individual. 

Citizenship 

To insure a free, abundant, use- 
and happy life for our citizens un- 
der a democratic system of govern- 
ment, every citizen must think 
critically and reach and act on in- 
telligent, unselfish decisions in all 
phases of his life. If our citizen 
is to act thus, he must have an un- 
derstanding and an appreciation of 
the complexity of modern citizen- 
ship: of the duties as well as the 
rights and privileges such citizen- 
ship imposes at all levels, from 
local to international. Merely un- 
derstanding that citizenship now is 
complicated and exacting is not 
enough. The citizen must act on 
the principle that shortsighted, sel- 
fish, indifferent attitudes and ac- 
tions will lead ultimately to the 
destruction of those institutions 
and ideals for which we want our 
.democratic civilization to stand. 

Our citizen must have a love for 
all mankind, and an intelligent love 
and respect for our country based 
on a critical appreciation of its 
institutions, their purpose, the his- 
tory of their development, the need 
and methods for their improve- 
ment. Our citizen must, through 
study and critical thinking, under- 
stand and appreciate the aims, 
ideals, and shortcomings not only 
of our own country, but of other 
countries as well, if he is to^judge 
wisely and act intelligently on 
domestic and international issues. 

Above all, in his dealings with all 
men and in his approach to de- 
cisions of all kinds, our citizen 
must be activated by the highest 
moral character. He should be 
impartial and fair-minded in judg- 
ment, thorough and dependable in 
all responsibilities, honest with 
himself and other in all matters, 
loyal, self-reliant, and courageous. 

The importance of social develop- 
ment cannot be overestimated and 
must be carefully considered in any 
philosophy of education because 
the factors involved are vital in 
creating the total citizen so neces- 
sary to our society. 

The training of our “complete 
person” includes curricular and ex- 
tracurricular activites designed to 
develop opportunities for actual 
practice in social relationships. In 
every class he has developed atti- 
tudes, ideals, and worthy habits of 
social conduct which have eneour- 
uged him to refine his social tastes, 
to develop and broaden his inter- 


ests, to work for greater cooper- 
ation as well as personal initiative. 
Each subject field has furnished 
training pointed toward the devel- 
opment of desirable social tr^k. 
Our ideal citizen has founr fcvery 
subject a social tool, tencWhg com- 
munication, understanding, appre- 
ciation, and enjoyment of shared 
experiences. Moreover, every sub- 
ject has aided him in the cultiva- 
tions of such social traits as inde- 
pendence, responsibility, respect, 
tact, courtesy, and honesty. Last, 
each clnss haas helped to encour- 
age In him the democratic way of 
life, showing the importance of edu- 
cational heritages, sound leader- 
ship, free democratic discussion, 
rights of Individuals, and equal 
opportunity for all. 

Vocational Training 

Our well-rounded individual at 
the close of high school years must 
have acquired a broad base of 
knowledge, principles, and skills 
which will guide him in the pur- 
suit of a worthwhile career. 
Through all his educational expe- 
riences he has received some voca- 
tional training — in other words he 
has had opportunities through 
which to learn to know himself. 
Courses have helped to show him 
areas in which he is best suited or 
has greatest interest, and expe- 
riences have helped to show him 
whether he finds greatest satisfac- 
tion in working alone, in working 
with a group, in being a leader, or 
in doing routine work. 

Through personal contact with 
teachers our ideal person has 
reached an objective viewpoint re- 
garding his ability in special sub- 
jects. Through extracurricular ac- 
tivities he has discovered special 
interests and abilities. And through 
contact with the guidance office and 
other counselors he has made some 
short and long range plans for his 
future, whether it leads to further 
study or to a paying job. 

He has developed a respect for 
work and a desire to do honestly a 
fair share of the world’s work. He 
knows the feeling of satisfaction 
that comes when a difficult job is 
well done. He is well prepared in 
the skills of reading, writing, and 
figuring normally expected of a 
person entering the world of work 
or of advanced learning. 

Cultural Appreciations 

The “complete person” has gain- 
ed some knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of cultural attainments of the 
people of the world. He has an 
appreciation of the varied origins 
o f cultural heritage acquired 
through the centuries. He lias de- 
veloped an aesthetic appreciation 
of beauty in nature, in art, in liter- 
ature, in folklore, and in music. lie 
is able to recognize differences in 
design, color, and texture, leading 
to a discrimination in choice of 
clothing or decoration. He appre- 
ciates the value of historical leg- 
acies, of rhetoric and fine ait in 
conversation, of social behavior in 
a world environment. He is dis- 
criminating in his choice of good 
entertainment and appreciates the 
need and value of civic improve- 
ment. 

Use of Leisure Time 

It has been said that the most 
important resources of our nation 
are the abilities and talents of our 
people. It is of tremendous impor- 
tance, therefore, that a democracy 
provide an education which will de- 
velop its greatest resources in a 
manner befitting the maximum pos- 
sibilities of each. 

Through a rounded program of 
participation in classes and activ- 
ities our ideal student has gained 
an education for a better mode of 
living. A well-chosen and well- 
organized program appealing to 
varied interests has guided him 
from the spontaneous and purpose- 
less activities of youth to the more 
deliberate reactions needed in older 
individuals. Such activities have 
developed interests based on the 
needs and experiences of high 
school age and may become hobbies 
which aid greatly in the enhance- 
ment of human living. 

Training in this purposeful use 
of leisure time based on sound 
(•motional, psychological, and phy- 
siological understanding thus has 
given our complete person em- 
ployment or activity which in itself 
is nature’s best physician. 

Health 

The “complete person" who 
leaves high school for higher learn- 
ing or for lucrative employment 
should have received some training 
in the habits and attitudes that go 
with good health and have gained 


some knowledge that will keep him 
always appreciative of the values 
of good health. His skills and 
habits include the ability to take 
part in games fm relaxation and 
for exercise, the habits that are 
necessary for daily cleanliness of 
both body and mind, habits of safe- 
ty first for himself and for others, 
habits preventing tin* spread of 
disea. e, and some kill and know- 
ledge in the administration of first 
aid. 

He appreciates the importance 
and value of good health, seeking 
the satisfaction that goes with be- 
ing “ in shape.” He understands 
the importance of good diet, plenti- 
ful rest, and an untroubled mind. 
He knows the dangers lurking in 
the use of drugs of all kinds. And 
he is keen to gain more information 
that will help him and others in the 
prevention and cure of accident and 
disease. 

( ons inner Training 

In preparation for assuming his 
place in the complex world of to- 
day, our “complete person” has 
gained some insight into tin' world 
of the consumer. In an age when 
the matter of consuming goods in- 
telligently looms in importance as 
large as that of producing goods 
efficiently, lie has acquired some un- 
derstanding of the numerous econ- 
omic problems which he will have 
to face. His knowledge of goods 
and services has been broadened 
and deepened. He is aware of the 
pressure and pitfalls behind high- 
powered advertising. And he is 
able t «» use judgment in regard to 
prices and qualities, luxuries and 
necessities, thus enjoying some 
confidence in his ability to handle 
his future financial affairs. 

Mental Training 

Finally, our “complete person" 
has developed to the best of his 
ability the innumerable mental 
skills which are vital to the overall 
performance of the well-trained 
and well-rounded individual. As- 
suming that he is able to write, to 
speak, and to figure at a level of 
performance consistent with his 
age, he should also have developed 
the ability to reason, to think in- 
dependently, and to make decisions 
that are the result of logical think- 
ing and clear judgment. He should 
he able to select and assemble sig- 
nificant facts, to observe pheno- 
mena accurately, to weigh evidence, 
and to draw logical conclusions. He 
should be able to read accurately, 
to outline, and to make a clear 
statement. He should have devel- 
oped powers of concentration, 
memory, and imagination. 

Such abilities are of vital im- 
portance to the success of students 
of all subjects and to the present 
and future value of such students 
as intelligent, thoughtful, and in- 
dependent citizens of a free demo- 
cracy. 

Conclusion % 

Thus we aspire, through a well- 
rounded program, to produce the 
complete individual, one who is 
ready — and eager — for the step 
into college or into the responsibil- 
ities of finding and holding a job. 
It is our prayer that each of our 
graduates may be a person who is 
scholastically, physically, mentally, 
and morally ready to go ahead in 
the complex world of today. Our 
product is not a robot from an end- 
less machine but an individual who 
has learned about himself, develop- 
ed his talents, and made some plans 
for his future. His voice will be as 
strong as our own in the voting 
booths of our democratic society, 
and the future of our nation and 
our world will depend upon him and 
thousands of others like him.

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NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING ON PROPOSED CHANGES 
IN THE ZONING BY-LAWS 

Notice is hereby given that the Plutining Hoard will hold a public 
bearing on March 10, 1953, at 8 o'clock P. M„ in the General Committee 
Hoorn, Town Hall. Winchester, Massachusetts, on proposed changes in 
the /oiling By-Law under Articles 50-51-52-55-50-57 of the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting, reading as follows: 


ARTICLE 50. To hear and act on the report of the Planning 
Board and then to see if the Town will amend the zoning by-laws by 
making all or any portion of the following proposed changes and ad- 
ditions, or take any action in relation thereto. 

1. Insert a new Section 4, as follows : 

Section 4. LIMITED BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 

In Limited Business Districts, no new building shall be constructed 
or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or part thereof, 
shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used, and no land shall be 
used for any purpose except ; 


A. Any of the purposes authorized without permission of the 
Board of. Appeals in Single Residence Districts (as enumer- 
ated, with any restrictions thereon, in paragraph B of Sec- 
tion 2, hereof). 


5. No lot shall be used for purposes authorized by 
paragraphs B and C of this Section except in con- 
formity with a site plan approved by the Planning 
Board Said plan shall be submitted to the Board 
for approval through the Building Commissioner, 
and shall show among other things all existing and 
proposed buildings, structures, parking spaces, drive- 
way openings, driveways, service areas, and land- 
scape features (such as fences, walls, planting areas, 
and walks) on the lot. In addition to the construc- 
tion and maintenance of parking spaces required by 
this Section, the provision and maintenance of 
specified other facilities shown on the site plan may 
be required by the Board as a condition of its ap- 
proval. No building permit shall be issued until the 
Board has approved the site plan or has allowed 
forty-five days to elapse after submission without 
acting thereon. In considering a site plan under this 
Section, the Board shall assure such a degree of con- 
venience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian 
movement, both within the site and in relation to 
adjacent streets and land, as is consistent with a 
reasonable use of the premises for purposes per- 
mitted by this Section. 


II. At the end of Section 2B 9f, add the following; 

Provided, however, that unless permission of the Board 
of Appeals he obtained in accordance with the pro- 
cedure and conditions set forth in Section 8 hereof, the 
amount of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other earth product 
removed from the premises shall not exceed the amount 
of such material contained before construction in the 
particular space to be occupied by the foundation of the 
building or structure. 


III. At the end of Section 5A and at the end of Section 6A1, change 
the period to a comma and add the following: 

except that removal of sod, loam, sand, gravel or other 
earth product from the premises shall be authorized 
only if perniission of the Board of Appeals he obtained 
in accordance with the procedure and conditions set 
forth in Section 8 hereof. 


B. One or more of the following purposes : 

1. Restaurant or other eating place. 

2. Any of the following retail stores: hooks, stationery 
or news store, cigar store, drug store, dry goods or 
variety store, florist or gift shop, food store or meat 
market, hardware or electric appliance store, wear- 
ing apparel store. 

3. Business or professional office or agency, hank or 
other financial institution. 

4. Personal service shop of a barber, hairdresser, mani- 
curist, or shoe shiner. 

5. Any of the following service establishments, dealing 
directly with the customer: collection station for 
laundry and dry cleaning, frozen food locker, hand 
or self-service laundry, photographic studio, radio 
and household appliance repair shop, shoe and hat 
repair shop, watch and clock repair shop. 

6. Automobile service station for the dispensing and 
sale to the public of gasoline and oil for motor ve- 
hicles, and the incidental washing, greasing and minor 
repairing thereof (such as replacing headlight bulbs 
and spark plugs, and tire changing). 

7. Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and 
located on the same premises with any of the fore- 
going uses. 

8. Signs, except sky signs as defined in the Building 
Laws, pertaining to goods sold, services furnished or 
trade conducted on the premises; provided that no 
exterior sign or aggregate of signs (whether or not 
attached to a building) shall exceed one square foot 
in area for each 50 square feet occupied by the 
ground floor of the building or buildings to which 
they are accessory, and provided further that such 
signs shall not exceed three in number for each sep- 
arate and distinct business enterprise on the premises. 


C. Any purpose intended to serve the normal shopping needs 
of adjacent residential areas which the Board of Appeals 
shall specifically find to be of the same general character 
as any of the foregoing uses (as enumerated in paragraph 
B of this Section) if permission of said Board be obtained 
in accordance with the proceduce and conditions set forth 
in Section 8 hereof. 


In Limited Business Districts, the following special regulations 
shall also apply : 

1. No building or structure shall be constructed, altered, 
enlarged or reconstructed so that any part thereof, 
except eaves and uncovered steps, shall he within 25 
feet of any street line. 

2. Each dwelling house hereafter constructed shall be 
provided with a lot conforming to the area, width and 
frontage requirements applicable to such lot if located 
in the Single Residence District nearest thereto. 

3. No building sliall he constructed, altered, enlarged, 
reconstructed or used for purposes authorized by 
l>aragraphs B and C of this Section unless there is 
provided on the lot or land associated therewith, and 
within 300 feet thereof, automobile parking space 
having a total standing and maneuvering area of not 
less than two times the ground floor area of said 
building and located, graded, drained and otherwise 
constructed in accordance with the site plan required 
by paragraph 5 of this Section. Such space shall be 
permanently maintained, and available for the use 
of customers and employees of the building. No 
automobile parking space required by this Section 
for a particular building shall, during the existence 
of such building, be counted as required space for an- 
other building. 

4. All vehicular access to and from any lot used for 
purposes authorized by paragraphs B and C of this 
Section shall be through designated driveway open- 
ings at the street line, and not more than two such 
openings (one of which shall be for entrance and the 
other for exit) shall be permitted at any street line 
for each 300 feet of lot frontage along said line. A 
lot having less than 300 feet of frontage on a street 
line sliall not be used for purposes authorized by 
paragraphs B and C of this Section unless said lot 
is provided with vehicular access through driveway 
openings used in common by two or more lots having 
a total continuous frontage along a street line of at 
least 300 feet for each two openings at said line. 
Designated driveway openings shall not be more than 
20 feet in width at the street line and sliall he located 
not less than 20 feet apart.

For nearly two hours last Satur- 
day night the stage of the high 
school auditorium became the scene 
of frenzied but always amusing 
events in a so-called Academy of 
Dramatic and Allied Arts. The 
Yale School of Drama was never 
like this, but Walter Kerr, the au- 
thor of "Stardust,” was apparently 
satirizing the activities of one of 
those over arty schools that thrived 
during the "roaring twenties.” 

The efforts of actress Prudence 
Mason, well-played by Rebecca 
Smith, to escape from the artifi- 
cialities of Broadway and rediscov- 
er her perspective, amid what she 
fondly hopes will be the whole- 
some simplicity of a small drama 
school, motivate the action of the 
play. Instead of unaffected young- 
sters, she finds a group of pseudo- 
sophisticates under the tutelage of 
a "fanatical Roosian,” exuberantly 
acted by John Swazey. The com- 
plications prove to be as confusing 
to Prudence, as they were enter- 
taining to her audience, hut the 
happy ending solves everything, in- 
cluding the romantic difficulties of 
Janet Ross (Beverly Browne) and 
Phil Ford (Steve Yale). Steve was 
at the top of his role as the frus- 
trated lover, and Beverly had sev- 
eral good scenes as the stage- 
struck ingenue. 

Helpful in resolving the impasse 
caused when famous actress meets 
uncooperative supporting cast were 
Claire Carter (Janet Archibald) as 
thq quick-witted trouper, and Jerry 
Flanagan (Sam Rocray) as the 
Hollywood talent scout. Jan and 
Sam played their juicy roles to the 
hilt and with obvious relish. 

Shirley Chapman, in the role of 
the terrifying dean of women, add- 
ed excellent diction to a difficult 
characterization. Stage stockbrok- 
ers are always handsome and stuffy, 
and Arthur Scott, Jr., well-played 
by James Robertson, was no excep- 
tion. 

The problem of managing the ac- 
tions of a big cast of 18 on a small 
stage was well handled throughout. 
The young drama students were 
generally convincing as the ador- 
ing and gullible followers of Dir- 
ector Bach and his Stanislavsky 
theory of acting. Briefly, and with- 
out special comment, they were: 

Helen Hertig, as part-time secre- 
tary Marion Phipps; 

John Becker, as intense young 
fanatic John Redman; 

Marilyn Dyer, as the uninhibited 
Mavis Moriarity;

Sandra Wittet as the decorative, 
moonstruck, insomniac; 

Deborah Fish as the flower-lov- 
ing Cynthia Keene;

Once again Director Thomas 
Morse deserves great credit for the 
excellent production which his 
young people offered. "Stardust,” 
though well-suited to a high school 
cast, offered more difficulties than 
did last year’s "Sight Unseen.” 

Other members of the faculty 
who were helpful in securing the 
smooth production include: Eleanor 
Anifantis, music; Pauline Goodrich, 
art work; Lenna Travis, tickets; 
Joseph Aversa, programs; Frank 
Weafer, ushers; and Meredith 
Cooper, publicity.

During the demobilization activ- 
ity after the war she served as 
Director of Marine Women’s Re- 
serves from 1946 to 1948 in the 
United States and Hawaii. 

In 1951 she was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and made Direc- 
tor of Women Officers Training 
School at Quantieo, Va., where she 
is now stationed. At that time she 
was made Deputy Director of Wo- 
men Marines, being the only wo- 
man officer than on duty in the 
Marine Corps with that rank.

In the six-cornered fight for the 
two places vacant on the Board of 
Selectmen Lewis L. Wadsworth, 
Jr., and William C. Cusack emerged 
successful, Mr. Wadsworth polling 
the high vote of 1763. Mr. Cusack 
bent out the relatively youthful 
Charles W. Blanchard by only 46 
votes. 

Kenneth S. Hall, whom many be- 
lieved would make a strong fight 
for election, finished fourth, with 
1,389 votes, John C. Wakefield, also 
widely known about town was fifth, 
with 1,318; and Thomas F. Fallon, 
the only ex-Selectman in the race, 
was last with 1,231.

A critique was held at the High 
School cafeteria, after the Civil 
defense test alert on Sundny, March 
U Mr. Lester C. Gustin, Jr., the 
Director, opened by complimenting 
the C. D. personnel who partici- 
pated, on a job well done, both ns 
individuals and as an organization. 
Then he called for comments by 
Divisions, and from visitors. 

Mr. William Supple of Civilian 
War Aid snid he was pleased with 
the performance by his Division, 
and left further comments to his 
Section leaders. Mr. Supple ad- 
ministered the Civil Defense onth 
to several new volunteers during 
the meeting. 

Mr. Normnnd Phnneuf’s Feed- 
ing Team at the Cafeteria served 
some delicious chowder, sandwiches 
and coffee to all involved in the 
test, which was greatly appreciated 
on such a cold day. He said all his 
preparations went smoothly. 

Mrs. Ruth Hilton’s teams regis- 
tered about 48 persons during the 
test, using actual forms. Since 
this was the first practice for some 
members of her teams, there was 
sonic confusion because of the need 
for further experience, hut the 
teams functioned well after once 
getting under way. 

Mr. T. Parker Clarke had 60 r r 
response of the Auxiliary Fire 
Division, the others being either 
sick or out of town, and that 
response was prompt after the 
sounding of the signal. He said 
messages came through to them 
clearly, they actually went out to 
lake care of problems, and declared 
the tost to have been profitable to 
his Division. 

Mr. Robert A. Johnston said the 
response by the Auxiliary Police 
Division was also very good, and 
pointed out that one of the Auxi- 
liaries had caught the “runaway” 
as provided by the problem. His 
men conducted themselves with 
their usual efficiency.

He thought that, 
as usual, a test alert like this point- 
ed up once again the importance of 
the Civil Defense Department in 
Winchester, in case of any disaster, 
natural or otherwise. 

Mr. David Burnham, who planted 
the problems for such incidents as 
were actually taken care of by C. D. 
personnel, wanted to thank the 
people who helped him, particu- 
larly the couple who “played dead” 
at The scene of the supposed bus 
accident; and for the extent to 
which they tried to carry realism, 
even refusing to seem alive when 
the Auxiliary Police tried to revive 
them. 

Mr. Phinney, Director of Civil 
Defense in Stonehnm, who observed 
the test from the Control Center, 
complimented all present on the ex- 
cellent cooperation, facilities, and 
organization which Winchester 
has; and expressed his appreciation 
for having the chance to watch a 
well planned and conducted test 
alert. 

Mr. John Blanchard of the Com- 
munications Division agreed that 
operations at the Control Center 
were a little rusty, but that this 
test had brought out points which 
can be corrected without much 
trouble.

RUDOLPH ELIE SPEAKER 


A large enthusiastic audience 
was present in Chidley Hall, of the 
First Congregational Church, to 
hear Rudolph Klie, Boston Herald 
columnist and music critic, when 
he spoke here on Wednesday after- 
noon, February 25th. His lecture 
was held to benefit the Winchester 
Women’s Republican Club. Dessert 
was served before the meeting with 
Mrs. George D. Hall, Mrs. J. 
Howard Macaulay, and Mrs. Henry 
C. Marcionette, pouring. 

Mrs. Robert Wood Reynolds, 
President, brought the greetings 
of the club to the audience, and 
Mrs. Charles A. Weimer, co-chair- 
man of the afternoon with Mrs. 
James M. Beale, introduced the 
speaker. 

Self-styled the “Roving Re- 
porter” of the Herald, Mr. Elie re- 
counted his experiences when he 
accompanied the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra on its tremendously suc- 
cessful European tour last spring. 

On April 28. 1952, \vith Conduc- 
tor Charles Munch following by 
plane, Pierre Monteux. Assistant 
Conductor and 70 members of the 
orchestra sailed from New York on 
the lie de France. Accompanying 
them were 4 librarians and other 
administrative personnel to make a 
grand total of 125 persons with 20 
tons of luggage. Concerts were 
given in Paris. The Hague. Amster- 
dam, Brussels, Berlin. Bordeaux, 
nnd finally London. In all places 
the orchestra was received with 
tremendous ovations unparalleled 
in the symphony’s experience. On 
one occasion in Paris after a 10 
minute ovation, the orchestra 
resnonded to the demands of the 
audience by giving the second en- 
core in the symphony’s history. In 
Berlin the apnlause was so tre- 
mendous that finally the orchestra 
was dismissed and Monteux ap- 
pealed in his overcoat to leave be- 
fore the audience subsided. 

Mr. Elie’s greatest thrill came 
when he heard Monteux conduct 
Stravinsky’s “Rite of Spring” in 
the same hall where 39 years ago 
Monteux had conducted the premier 
performance of the same piece. At 
I that time the audience broke into 
disorder and eventual riot after two 
minutes of playing, in revolt 
against the contemporary nature 
of the piece. Now, again conducted 
by Monteux with Stravinsky 
present, the repeated symphony 
brought a magnificent ovation and 
fantasticly superlative reviews. 

Mr. Elie was particularly illu- 
minating in his comments on the 
Berlin visit.. Ho described it as

the chilling nnd serious part of the 
trip, contrasting the prosperous, 
cheerful population of W’est Berlin 
with the shabby depressing con- 
dition of Fast Berlin. Two con- 
certs were given in Berlin, one for 
East Berlin with 2,000 people com- 
ing over. The Occupation is going 
along well, he said; the West Ger- 
mans are through with war, hut 
the gloom and devastation of the 
Eastern sector, still remaining as 
it was at the end of the war, is a 
dark nnd ominous shadow. 

Mr. Elie paid great tribute to the 
Symphony as a group of men. Not 
only did they play superlatively 
but they got along well together 
with no disputes and no apparent 
display of temperament, showing 
great patiences even in difficult sit- 
uations beyond their control. 

What was accomplished by the 
tour, Mr. Elie has been asked. He 
felt that the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra brought our culture to 
Europe. The Europeans, he said, 
are not impressed by our money, 
are bored with us as tourists, are 
disinterested in our gadgets, hut 
we can impress them with our cul- 
tural attainments. Let us there- 
fore continue to export our culture 
through such agents ns the Boston 
Symphony, urged Mr. Elie. In that 
way alone will the Europeans see 
their culture nnd ours in common.

COMMISSIONER CALLAHAN 
MISINFORMED! 

Editor of the Star: 

The first of this week, the writer 
received a letter from Mr. Edmond 
V. Keville, the Governor’s Chief 
Secretary. He inclosed a copy of 
a long statement from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, in regard to 
the status of the Grade Crossing 
here. 

Commissioner Callahan makes it 
clear that his Department will not 
listen to any minority person sug- 
gestions as to alternative solution 
of this vexing problem. He as- 
sumes that out Selectmen repre- 
sent an overwhelming majority of 
our towns-people. He quotes the 
vote taken in 1945 where it was 
made to appear that 436 to 8 were 
in favor of raising the tracks. The 
writer was at that meeting. Scores 
of people were standing ns the 
meeting was over. It was impos- 
sible to tell who were voting and 
who were just standing. 

Later in his statement, Commis- 
sioner Callahan gives the vote of 
the Town-Meeting Members (1952) 
ns 151 to 1 as wishing the tracks 
raised through the Center. This 
vote did not (could not) represent 
the true feeling of non-Town- 
Meeting-Members. It is a great 
defect in our set-up that Town- 
Meeting-Memhers seldom vote as 
we, their neighbors, wish them to 
vote ! 

This is well illustrated by the 
vote of the Town-Meeting-Members 
from Precinct 3 that night, March 
1952. A few days previous, the 
writer had conducted a Post-Card 
Straw Vote of Precinct 3. This 
Straw Vote indicated better than 
2 to 1 of the house-holders in Pre- 
cinct 3 as opposed to seeing the 
tracks raised. Why was not this 
opposition expressed in Town 
Meeting? Ponder that one! 

Why has Commissioner Callahan 
been so misinformed that he gen 
uinely thinks that the vast major- 
ity of people here want his plan: 
a plan that will cost us far more 
in local land damages and will cost 
our business men around the Cen- 
ter, thousands of dollars in lost 
business, over a two-year period of 
construction. The B. & M. will 
have a nice bill too and who knows 
how many “headaches”? 

A heavy train-bridge with long 
approaches calls for nearly twice 
the expenditure of State money 
than a lighter vehicular bridge just 
north of the Center. Plan this so 
as to give our fire apparatus a 
direct run to the West Side of 
Town. 

For over five years, the writer 
has attempted to explain to Select- 
men and Commissioners the de- 
tails of such a plan to divert traffic 
around the Center and to safe- 
guard the existing natural beauty 
of our Town.

ART SHOW COMMENTS 

Mr. Bart Hayes of the Addison 
Gallery in Andover hegain hU talk 
at tin- library art gallery on March 
3 with this reference to time: “If 
time could he condensed as an accor- 
dion from the beginning of the 
world as we know it to 12 hours, 
from 12 midnight to today at noon, 
the first protozoa appeared at 8:30 
a. m., the vertibrates at 9:30 and 
prehistoric man at two seconds be- 
fore noon. We today, in those terms 
arc contemporary with the Greek 
civilization. 

“Why was writing great in the 
Elizabethan age? Why painting in 
the Renaissance. Why music in the 
18th Century? The creative artist 
functions best through communica- 
tion with others and other creative 
artists. Rarely is a hermit signifi- 
cant in creative endeavor and 
achievement. 

“The 19th Century art flourished 
in realistic studies and observance 
of nature. Perhaps the great scien- 
tific approach, research and Dar- 
win’s theory, etc., influenced this 
close study of nature. The Victorian 
era — with its sheltered homes, 
draped windows and emphasis on 
detail welcomed the outdoor visi- 
tors in pictures. 

“As we in the 20th Century have 
conquered nature and developed 
heating, etc., we build our houses 
to welcome nature and the sun and 
the outdoors. Landscapes become 
part of our life through the great 
glass walls of the houses. We are 
not afraid of using nature so that 
the need of pictures of landscapes 
has ceased. The 20th Century em- 
phasis is on “What Are We?” The 
emotional impact of man becomes 
more essential in our era. 

“A sense of reality begins in the 
mind. Sculpture or painting is the 
construction of order; order is the 
confession of faith and faith is 
what man lives by. 

“The painter belives in the exist- 
ence of all perceptions, not only 
visual but spiritual, lyrical, dra- 
matic. He can also reduce tilings to 
a decorative simplicity as a mathe- 
matician reduces a problem to 
simplest terms.” 

Speaking of the Zerbe and Nel- 
son pictures of angels, Mr. Hayes 
said, “An angel today is not as mys- 
tical as it was in the time before 
aeroplanes existed. The aeroplane 
has robbed the angel of some of its 
mystic value as we, too, fly today.” 

In speaking of Carl Nelson’s pic- 
ture of a lily, “The lily is not so im- 
portant against the area surround- 
ing it, its relation to it becomes im- 
portant and vibrant.” In Nelson’s 
“Annunciation” in terms of anti- 
quity in the biblical idea using 
those angelic symbols — he makes 
this restatement of old tradition 
in a new medium — in new terms. 
Shakespeare lias said through Pe- 
truchio in the ‘Taming of the 
Shrew,’ ’tis the mind that does en- 
rich the body.” Of the Kahlil Gib- 
rahn, nephew of the Arab poet who 
wrote the “Prophet” picture “Down 
to the Sea.” he spoke of Gibrahn’s 
use of vague unreality with fascin- 
ating detail of things normally un- 
noticed, jellyfish under water, sea 
life under a microscope; the dull- 
est little snaces have their rich- 
ness. Of Esther Geller’s “Three 
Ladies,” “The figures are not im- 
portant, but the rhythm motion is. 
(idler was and is a dancer. She is 
married to a musician. Pattern of 
motion is clearly aligned here.” In 
Patrick Morgan’s “The Freshet” he 
lias tried to show the hope, the ra- 
dience of light, the fresh growth 
of spring, of new things of develop- 
ment. Mr. Hayes said in conclusion, 
“Can it he that everyone’s point of 
view is consistent with everyone 
vises? No! In this exhibition the 
a rious points of view are obvious, 
but there is a common basis of 
conviction — of being one’s self that 
; s important, of interpreting in new 
mediums, new techniques. Artists 
today are our own magicians of to- 
day. When looking at modern 
painting, one may ask is communi- 
cation lacking? Is it not that I 
(the observer) do not read Sanskrit 
or Greek and that I must learn to 
read it?”

TELEPHONE CO. TAXES 
TWICE OWNERS’ RETURNS 


In the five states it serves, the 
New England Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company in 1952 added 71,- 
000 telephones and at the end of the 
year had 2,400,000 in service, Pres- 
ident J. E. Harrell reports in the 
Company’s annual report. Of these 
62 per cent were dial operated. 

The Company’s rate of earnings 
on invested capita) in 1952 was 
5.41 per cent, a drop from 5.56 in 
1951. Net income per share was 
$7.25 compared with $8.38 for the 
year 1951. 

Harrell said that the Company 
considers the 1952 level of earnings 
to be inadequate to maintain finan- 
cial stability and declared the in- 
adequacy “the inevitable result of 
expenses increasing more rapidly 
than revenues.” The year’s reve- 
nues rose by 8 per cent and ex- 
penses and taxes by 10 per cent, 
he pointed out. 

With reference to the Company’s 
increasing expenses, Harrell said 
wages were the principal contribut- 
ing factor to higher costs. ‘‘Out 
of every dollar the Company re- 
ceived in revenues in 1952,” he 
stated, “about 54 cents went for 
expense wages and related benefits. 
Throughout the war and postwar 
periods, telephone wages have been 
adjusted periodically to he com- 
parable with wages paid in other 
industries to employees of similar 
skill and training. Rate increases, 
however, have not kept pace. 
Revenues from authorized rate in- 
creases during the same period 
amount to only a little less than 
two-thirds of this increased wage 
expense alone.” 

He reported that for the year 
1952 almost twice as much money 
went to federal, state and local 
governments in the form of taxes 
as went to the owners of the busi- 
ness in the form of dividends. 
Operating taxes amounted to $32,- 
084,000 and excise taxes collected 
by the Company from its customers 
for remittance to the federal gov- 
ernment totalled about $36,000,000. 
Operating and excise taxes to- 
gether accounted for an average 
of $3.17 in every customer’s month- 
ly bill, Harrell said. 

Declaring adequate telephone 
facilities for all phases of national 
defense vitally important, Harrell 
reported all such requirements 
were met during 1952.

DOING RADCMFFE FIELD WORK

sonnel and business administration. 

The students are Miss Cynthia

A month of field-working in the

The Management Training Pro- 
gram, now in its sixteenth year, 
trains young women for junior ad- 
ministrative positions in business, 
industry, government departments, 
social service, and educational in- 
stitutions. 

The two full-time job assign- 


ments are integrated into six 
months of classroom work at Rad- 
cliffo. Academic instruction is 
based on cases which have been 
compiled by the Harvard Business 
School. These cases are descrip- 
tions of actual operating situations 
drawn from business organizations. 

Among the courses offered are 
human relations, management 
methods and practices, marketing, 
accounting, and the functions of a 
personnel department.. The in- 
structors are for the most part 
members of the faculty of the Hnr 
vard Business School. 

Mr. T. North Whitehead, director 
of the program, recently announced 
that fifteen $(150 full tuition fellow- 
ships will be offered for the first 
tinu* for the academic year 1963- 
1951 by the Radcliffe College Man- 
agement Training Program. 

1 ast Sunday night shortly after

For six weeks this winter, pupils 
at the Noonan and Washington 
schools have been learning the 
facts of good nutrition by observing 
the exumple of eight white rats. 
These gentle animals have been 
part of classroom studies to show 
the effects of good and poor nutri- 
tion. During this time, they have 
succeeded in demonstrating to pu- 
pils the fact that growing children 
need proper diet. 

Four pairs of 28-day-old rats 
were used for the experiment. One 
from each pair was fed a diet that 
included milk, while the other re- 
ceived no milk at all. In the course 
of tlu* experiment, those receiving 
milk gained weight and took on a 
healthy appearance. The others 
gained weight less rapidly and lost 
energy. 

At, the Noonan School, the fourth 
grade conducted its experiment un- 
der the direction of its teacher, 
Miss Mary Sullivan. Two fifth- 
grade dasses at the Washington 
School carried out their demonstra- 
tions under the supervision of their 
teachers, Miss Lois Peebles and Mr. 
Roland Nault. Mrs. Ruth Graham 
was in charge of the third and 
fourth grade experiment at the 
Washington School. In each case, 
the pupils took complete care of the 
rats, feeding and weighing them 
every day. 

The rats and cages were present- 
ed to the school by the New Eng- 
land Dairy and Food Council, and 
preliminary instruction was given 
by Mrs. Virginia Bardwell, a nutri- 
tionist on the staff of the Council. 

At the Washington School the 
demonstration was climaxed by the 
presentation of a fifty-five minute 
play. Each of the classrooms wrote 
original sketches to illustrate the 
entire feeding experiment. The 
third and fourth grade room dealt 
with the feeding theme, and the 
fifth grades dealt with the prepara- 
tions and conclusions of the demon- 
stration. 

Act 1 depicted the* white rats 
dreaming back to the laboratory; 
Act II had grey rats visiting the 
white rats in their cages; Act III 
had some neighborhood cats com- 
ing into the classroom and finding 
the white rats. The lines spoken by 
the pupils brought out the details 
of the way each class carried out 
its portion of the nutrition experi- 
ment. Adding much to the realistic 
effect of the play was the clever 
costuming of the youngsters as 
white and gray rats or as the sleek 
fat cats. The program ended with 
the singing and dancing of original 
songs suited to the main theme. 

Learning much from the experi- 
ment, the children thoroughly en- 
joyed performing in the play. Tin* 
audience, too, was greatly amused 
as well as instructed. The entire 
play was presented at two assem- 
blies; the first for the kindergarten, 
and grades one and two; and the 
second for the remainder of the 
six grades and for some 50 par- 
ents and guests. 

On February 25, the pupils of 
Mrs. Graham’s class presented por- 
tions of their play, entitled “Si ilk 
M .ikes the Difference,” on televi- 
sion over Station WBZ-TV.

TO 

ARLEY 


John B. Lathrop of 28 Grove 
street is to be the main speaker at j 
the meeting on “Operations Re- 
search” to he held March 10 at the 
National Cash Register Auditorium 
in New York City. The meeting, 
sponsored by the Metropolitan Sec- 
tion of the American Society of 
Quality Control, will be attended 
by scientists and research execu- 
tives of the New York area inter- 
ested in the consideration of the 
latest organizational and manage- 
ment techniques for invertigational 
problems in design, production, con- 
trol, and distribution. 

Mr. Lathrop was a member of the 
Operations Research Group which 
formed part of the staff of the 
Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet. 
This group of civilian scientists or- 
ganized to analyze combat data 
obtained during military opera- 
tions, to determine the effectiveness 
of these operations, and to derive 
methods for improving the use of 
weapons and weapons systems in 
combat. Mr. Lathrop was assigned 
to the staffs of various naval com- 
mands to assist in improving anti- 
submarine warfare, amphibious 
warfare and other naval operations. 

For several years Mr. Lathrop 
letcured at the Naval War College 
in Newport, R.I., on military opera- 
tions research topics. During a tour 
of duty in England, he was U.S. 
liaison with British operations re- 
search at a time when such research 
in industrial problems was just get- 
ting started. He is now a member 
of the operations research group of 
Arthur I). Little, Inc., Cambridge,

GERMAN VISITOR 
TO WINCHESTER SCORED BILL 


Erika Quunte, 21 -year-old Ger- 
man exchange student who is study- 
ing in this country under an ar- 
rangement by the United States 
State Department, appeared last 
week at the legislative hearing in 
i the fttnte house on the bill which 
i would deprive colleges of their 
charters for fuiling to rid their fac- 
ulties of communists and commu- 
nist sympathizers. 

Several students and professors 
were heard in opposition to the bill, 
hut there is Winchester interest in 
Miss Quanta's opposition because 
of the fact that when she first ar- 
rived in this country last August 
she was for a short while the guest 
of Miss Linda Fielding of 12 Law- 
rence street, who previously had 
been an exchange student to Aus- 
tria under the experiment in Inter- 
'national Living. 

Miss Quanto, whose home is in 
I Uerford, Westphalia, Germany, was 
very outspoken in her opposition 
j to the proposed hill, sponsored 
jointly by Rev. Paul A. McCarthy, 
Democrat of Somerville, and Thom- 
as A. Dorgan, clerk of Suffolk Su- 
perior Court.

WINCHESTER WINS OPENER 
IN CLASS B TITLE TILT 

Winchester High successfully 
opened defense of its Class B title 
by edging St. Mary’s High of 
Brookline 51 - 47 last Monday night 
at the Boston Garden in the first 
round of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Baskeball Tourna- 
ment. Accuracy at the foul line 
provided the Indians with their 
winning margin as they made good 
on 21 of 30 charity tosses, an ex- 
cellent 70 percent shooting average. 
On the other hand, St. Mary’s con- 
nected on only 13 of 33 foul shots 
while outscoring the Red and Black 
34 - 30 from the floor. 

In the first period Winchester 
jumped away to an 8-4 lead on a 
pair of baskets by Stu Thomson 
and single hoops by Neil Muncas- 
ter and Norman Howard. Four suc- 
cessful free throws, three by John 
Atkinson and one by Howard, fol- 
lowed the four baskets to give the 
Sachems a nice 12-4 lead. St. 
Mary’s surged to close the gap to 
12-11 before Atkinson chipped in 
with a basket and a foul shot and 
M uncaster two free throws to make 
it 17-13 for the Sachems at the 
end of the first period. 

The Indians let down badly in the 
second quarter and were outscored 
11-5 in that period to put St. 
Mary’s out in front 24 - 22 at the 
half. A foul shot by Muncaster 
and a pair of baskets by Thomson 
were Winchester’s only output in 
this period. This was the only 
quarter in which the Indians were 
outscored, however, which served 
to make the game closer than it 
should have been. 

In the third period St. Mary’s 
came up with three quick points to 
move out in from 27 - 22 but the lo- 
cals fought hack to take the lead 
from the stubborn St. Mary’s quin- 
tet. Reliable Stu Thomson got the 
Indians rolling as he passed off to 
Howard who swished the net lor 
two. Joe Dilorio drove in and un- 
der for a nice basket. Howard sank 
a foul to tie it, and Dave Pratt put 
the locals ahead with a driving lay- 
up. Baskets by Howard and Thom- 
son and a foul shot by Pratt enabled 
the Indians to complete their third 
period comeback and take a 35-33 
lead as the period ended. 

The first few minutes of .the final 
quarter were nip and tuck as the 
lead changed hands three times. 
After St. Mary’s went ahead 38- 
37, Howard came through with a 
basket to put Winchester out in 
front again 39 -38 and they main- 
tained a lead until the final whistle. 
Foul shots by Prutt, Dilorio, and 
Howard combined to keep the In- 
dians just out of reach of the des- 
perate attempts of St. Mary’s to 
catch the locals. With 55 seconds 
to play the Indians held a slim 47- 
45 lead when Atkinson sneaked in 
for a layup to give Winchester a 
four-point cushion, 49 - 45, and fol- 
lowed it with two free throws to 
make it 51 - 45. St. Mary’s swished 
a set shot at the gun but the In- 
dians walked off the Garden Court 
again as a Tech 'Journey winner. 

Although the Indians were not 
at their best, they deserve credit 
for their remarkable foul shooting 
accuracy, 10 out of 11 in the vital 
last period, and for refusing to 
crack under pressure. John Atkin- 
son played one of his best games 
of the season in a tireless perfor- 
mance that saw him come through 
with four vital points in the last 
minute of play. Pratt, Dilorio, and 
Howard came through in the clutch 
in the final quarter to sink 8 out of 
9 free throws to keep the Indians 
ahead. Stu Thomson and Norm 
Howard were the ace defensive re- 
bounders with 10 apiece while Dave 
Pratt led the way in offensive re- 
bounds with four. Tonight the Sa- 
chems meet Belmont High in the 
semi-finals and the largest Win- 
chester crowd ever to appear at the 
Garden is expected to see the Sa- 
chems battle their Belmont rivals.

OVERFLOW HEARING 

There wasn’t room for all those 
who wished to attend the Planning 
Board hearing Tuesday evening in 
the General Committee room at the 
town hall, a number of those at- 
tending being obliged to overflow 
into the corridor despite extra 
chairs and settees. 

Chairman Ralph Bonnell, who 
presided, considered adjourning the 
meeting to the Small Town Hall, 
hut effective scouting on the part 
°f Harrison F. Lyman, Jr., divulged 
i the fact that the small hall was 
without heat, so it was decided to 
stay with the crowded conditions 
of the committee room. 

The hearing was actually called 
upon proposed Zoning by-law 
changes inserted in the Warrant by 
the Planning Board, some of which 
would tighten the laws on stripping 
loam from land. 

Though they voiced no strenuous 
opposition, Messrs. James A. Cul- 
len, Nicholas II. Fitzgerald and A. 
Horace Weone did feel that the pro- 
posed changes would give to the 
Board of Appeal too arbitrary 
power in the matter of loam re- 
moval Mr. Weene, incidentally, is 
the developer of much property in 
the vicinity of York, Chardon, Wel- 
lington and Sussex roads off Grove 
street. 

More derided was the desire of 
residents of the Nathaniel road dis- 
trict to have a small piece of land 
at the rear of that road, now zoned 
for industry, placed in the residen- 
tial zone. Several speakers were 
heard to this end, the final speaker, 
Mr. William J. Croughwell, making 
a strong plea for the change and 
receiving an ovation when he con- 
j eluded his remarks. The Board 
made no announcement of its views 
in connection with this proposed 
change and as late ns Wednesday 
had not decided its further action 
in the matter. 

j Though no hearing had been call- 
! fd upon the proposed parking lot in 
the Rangely area this question 
cume in for considerable discussion 
as some twenty Rangely residents 
appeared in strong opposition to 
. the lot. 

Among those voicing opposition 
j were Messrs. T. Price Wilson, 
editor of the Star; William J. 

1 Croughwell, Allen O. Eaton. Henry 
E. Moffette and William L. Par- 
sons, the latter formerly for many 
vears chairman of the Planning 
Board. 

Mr. Wilson mentioned a number 
of places available for additional 
parking in the business district and 
voiced his opinion that the taking 
of land in the residential district 
of Rangely for a parking lot would 
he but the first step toward further 
encroachment in the restricted 
neighborhood by business and the 
J eventual erection of stores in 
Rangely. He told the Board he 
'Y.ad been assured when dental 
offices were constructed in Rangely 
that this violation of the Zoning 
map would be the last. 

Mr. Lyman of the Planning 
Board explained that the town un- 
der an enabling statute can over- 
step the bounds of a Zoning Map to 
secure land necessary for the use 
of the community. 

Mr. Parsons, in voicing his op- 
position, stated that it is not cus- 
tomary for the town to break its 
own laws and that the town should 
not do what it does not permit in- 
dividuals to do. 

Mr. Bonnell stated emphatically 
that the Planning Board is a good 
board, as vitally interested in the 
welfare of the town as any in- 
dividual. The Board assured the 
protestants to the parking lot that 
action on the article in the Warrant 
asking for the land taking would he 
postponed until after a public hear- 
ing can be held on the matter. 

In an effort to put the matter 
through the Planning Board has 
called a public hearing for the 
Town Hall Wednesday evening in 
the auditorium.

SCORE 84 - B9 VICTORY TO 
SWEEP SERIES 

Inspired by tin* brilliant play of 
co-captain Stu Thomson, Winches- 
ter High swamped Woburn High 
84 - 59 at Woburn last Friday night. 
It was a humiliating defeat for the 
Tanners coming at it did before 
their largest crowd of the season, 
attracted by the prospects of a Wit- 
burn victory. The Winchester 
sweep of their two-game rivalry 
with WolYurn marks the thirteenth 
straight victory for the locals over 
the Tanners who have not defeated 
the Indians since the first game of 
the 1947 series. 

The Indians left no doubt as to 
the outcome of the game and effec- 
tively silenced the partisan crowd 
for the rest of the contest as they 
raced away to a 24 - 12 first period 
lend. Neil Muncaster tallied 11 
points and Stu Thomson 10 in this 
first period surge by the Indians 
that, effectively crushed any Wo- 
burn thoughts of an upset. Thom- 
son continued his inspiring perfor- 
mance through the second period 
to wind up with 16 points in the 
first half, making good on eight 
baskets in 12 shots at the hoop 
while setting up four more baskets 
for his teammates on direct passes 
for goals. 

Only the sensational set shooting 
of captain McLaughlin of Woburn 
kept the game from turning into a 
rout as he hit for 12 points in the 
second quarter. The Indians walk- 
ed off the floor at the intermission 
with a commanding 45 - 30 lead hut 
permitted no letdown in the third 
quarter as they outscored the Tan- 
ner by seven points to post a 65 - 43 
lead at the three-quarter mark. 
Once again McLaughlin came to 
Woburn’s rescue as be scored the 
only four baskets made by the 
Orange and Black in the final 
period as the locals continued their 
romp over their arch rival. 

Stu Thomson has turned in many 
excellent performances for the In- 
dians this season but it is doubtful 
that be has ever been more brilliant 
than he was last Friday night. His 
10 baskets on 17 shots, his nine de- 
fensive rebounds, and his six as- 
sists made him the outstanding 
player on the floor despite Mc- 
Laughlin’s 26 points for Woburn. 
Inspired by such leadership, the en- 
tire Indian quintet played its best 
game of the season. Norman 
Howard and Neil Muncaster were 
strong off the boards while scoring 

18 and 16 points respectively. John 
Atkinson was back in mid-season 
form as he tallied 13 points while 
setting a new Winchester total for 
the season in assists in one game 
with 10. 

Coach Ted Bartlett rates well- 
deserved praise for the careful 
preparation of his charges for this ‘ 
game, especially in view of the psy- 
chological problems involved. Ex- 
cept for the spectacular set shoot- 
ing of McLaughlin, the special Win- 
chester zone defense completely 
baffled the- Tanners and caught 
them entirely by surprise as the 
Indians had not used a zone de- 
fense for years. In addition, he had 
anticipated and thoroughly drilled 
his team for the three defenses 
used by Woburn in their desperate 
efforts to stop the Winchester jug- 
gernaut. It was a superb job of 
coaching and the Bartlettmen add- 
ed to its effectiveness by carrying 
out their instructions well and by 
putting the ball through the hoop 
as their 45 percent shooting per- 
centage attests. 

The Winchester Second team 
completed an undefeated season of 

19 straight games by defeating the 
Woburn Seconds 56 - 35. Like their 
varsity mates, they defeated their 
Woburn rivals by a larger score 
than they did a week ago. This 
one was close for a half as the lo- 
cals led only 18- 17 at the half but 
pulled away in the third quarter

police. How many citizens, and 
especially town meeting members, 
read their warrants and Finance 
Committee reports carefully, at 
least carefully enough so that they 
have a fair understanding of what 
is to be decided at town meeting. 
A glance at the precinct members 
from time to time through the 
meetings would lead one to sup- 
pose that in many instances War- 
rants are being read for the first 
time in the town hall. Certainly 
there is often a most apparent lack 
of understanding of articles to be 
decided, even beyond the confusion 
sometime caused by the legal 
phraseology. It would bo un excel- 
lent idea for every citizen to read 
his warrant carefully, and it is a 
civic duty of those elected to rep- 
resent their voteless bretheren in 
the six precincts of the town. 
Careful reading, plus a bit of ques- 
tioning about points that may seem 
vague may make you decide that 
un article that seems innocuous 
enough as you casually skim over 
it is actually pretty vital, both to 
the town and to you us a tax-payer. 
Forewarned is forearmed!

Early this month the Annual In 
ternationnl Ice Patrol of the North 
Atlantic will he resumed by units 
of the United States Coast Guard 
under the command of Captain 
Garret Van A. Graves of 49 Ox- 
ford street. Preliminary airborne 
reconnaissance of the ice regions by 
Coast Guard Flying Fortresses has 
begun and will continue until the 
danger from floating ice is over for 
the season. 

Captain Graves and his staff of 
ice specialists embark from Boston 
to conduct Ice Patrol with Coast 
Guard planes based at Argentia, 
Newfoundland and the Coast Guard 
Cutters Evergreen, Acushnet and 
Tampa. 

International Ice Patrol was in- 
stituted as a result of the 1913 
Conference on Safety of Life at 
Sea. Concurring nations outlined 
the jobs of the Ice Patrol as those 
of seeking out icebergs, watching 
them carefully, plotting their 
course, and warning all ships of 
their presence and movements. 

This Conference provides that 
the United States operate the pa- 
trol and the Coast Guard is the 
designated agency for this duty. 
The Conference also reaffirms the 
North Atlantic Track Agreement, 
controlled by the shipping com- 
panies themselves, which provides 
for seasonal routes which arc shift- 
ed on predetermined dates to avoid 
the southward moving ice. The 
Commander International Ice Pa- 
trol advises the Track Agreement 
Authorities when tracks should be

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shifted southward on earlier dates 
than those scheduled. This scheme 
adds greatly to the safety of North 
Atlantic shipping, affording pro- 
tection against collision between 
ships as well as against ice bergs. 

When ice begins to threaten the 
sea lanes (usually early in March) 
a vigil of the region cast nnd south 
of Newfoundland (covering an area 
of about the size of the State of 
Pennsylvania) is enacted. This 
vigil is maintained for approxi- 
mately 4 months on a 24 hour-a-day 
basis. 

Coast Guard planes from the Air 
Detachment in Argentia, New- 
foundland play a major role in the 
spotting and charting of ice floes 
that invade the sea lanes. How- 
ever, when fog intervenes to make 
aerial reconnaissance ineffective, 
Const Guard Cutters are dispatched 
to the ice areas and act ns sentrys 
against the potential hazards. 

Throughout the ice season the 
oceanographic vessel, Evergreen, 
is engaged in collecting important 
data on currents, weather condi- 
tions, size and expected life of the 
iceberg and influences of the Gulf 
Stream. 


All ice information is radioed to 
and collected at the Office, Inter- 
national Ice Patrol in Argentia 
where it is evaluated, analyzed, and 
then broadcast to merchant ships 
and all other vessels steaming the 
North Atlantic. 

Once the iceberg leaves the Lab- 
rador Current and is picked up by 
the Gulf Stream, its life is cut 
short by the warming action. How- 
ever, some icebergs are known to 
have floated as far south ns Ber- 
muda. 

The United States has been the 
sole operator of the North Atlantic 
Ice Patrol since 1913. Under inter- 
national agreement, operating ex- 
penses for the project are home 
by fourteen participating nations. 
The amount of support of each is 
determined by each nation’s ton- 
nage of merchant ships traversing 
the ice area.

TOWN MEETING 

FIRST ADJOURNED SESSION 
ACCEPTS PAY RAISES 

One hundred eighty-six of 228 
precinct members attended the first 
adjourned session of the limited 
town meeting at the town hall 
Monday evening, completing the 
long departmental appropriations 
article and the reconsideration of 
the article dealing with salary 
raises postponed from the opening 
session the previous Thursday. Al- 
together the meeting at the close of 
Monday’s session had completed 20 
of the 60 articles in the warrant. 

The opening session became so 
involved in its consideration of the 
Personnel Committee’s salary and 
wage recommendations that upon 
the motion of Mr. Hewis action 
was deferred with the Committee 
and interested town hoards being 
asked to meet previous to Monday’s 
meeting and arrive at mutally ac- 
ceptable figures. 

This apparently bad been done 
and the meeting finally accepted 
the compromise figures, some of 
which bad been voted at the pre- 
vious meeting. 

Briefly, it was voted that the 
wage and salary guide of 1950, as 
amended, be further amended by 
making the following changes in 
hourly and weekly wages and 
salary maxima: 

All hourly workers were given 
an increase of 5 cents per hour, 
plus step-rate increases, also at the 
rate of 5 cents per hour increase. 

Clerical employees were voted 
weekly increases of $2 per week, 
also plus any step rate increases. 
The maximum salary range for 
certain town depart ment employees 
was increased by $2 per week, in- 
cluding the executive clerk of the 
Selectmen, the deputy assessor in 
the Assessors’ Department, the 
Public Welfare senior and junior 
clerks, Public Library non-profes- 
sional workers and the Water and 
Sewer Board registrar. 

The maximum salary range was 
increased to $3500 for the superin- 
tendent of Parks and Playgrounds 
and for the superintendent of the 
Cemetery Department. A maxi- 
mum salary range of $4100 was 
established for the superintendent 
of the Water and Sewer Depart- 
ment. 

Building maintenance employees 
of the School Department, Town 
Hall and Library had their maxi- 
mum range increased, to $3500 for 
the supervisor of school buildings 
and grounds and by $2 per week for 
custodians and assistant custodians. 
All the above salary changes were 
voted effective April 1, 1953. 

It wus proposed that raises for 
other departmental employees not 
covered in the above schedule be 
held in abeyance until a special 
town meeting to be held early in 
! September, at which time specific 
recommendations for these cm- 
> ployees’ salaries will be made by 
i the Personnel Committee. The 
I sum of $8,000 was asked to cover 
any such raises recommended, and 
at this point Mr. Harold Farns- 
worth arose in opposition. 

As u matter of fact Mr. Saraco 
was the first to wonder about the 
$8,000, asking what employees this 
covered. The answer he got was 
quite general, and he then objected 
that if these employees whose pay 
is being held in abeyance are to get 
$2 per week raise it would mean 
that some 70 belong in the deferred 
group. He questioned any such 
number.

The funeral was held this Friday 
morning from the Lane Funeral 
Home. Solemn requiem high mass 
was celebrated at St. Mary’s 
Church. Burial was in Calvary 
Cemetery. 


There was little sentiment ex- 
pressed for overstepping the zon- 
ing boundary and locating a park- 
ing lot in Rnngely at the hearing 
called by the Planning Board Wed- 
nesday evening. Perhaps as many 
as ninety at peak attendance were 
at the hearing in the town hall, 
though not all of those remained 
for the expression of opinion at 
about 10:30. 

Ralph H. Bonnell, chairman of 
the Planning Board, ably presided 
at the bearing. Obviously irked at 
times by the tenor of the remarks 
directed toward him, his board and 
the Selectmen, he controlled his 
temper and for the most part good- 
naturedly answered the questions 
shot at him by those at the hearing. 

Speaking directly for the pro- 
posal to override the zoning map 
and locate the parking lot in Range- 
ly, taking private property out- 
side the business district, were Mrs. 
Esther Clark of Peck and Peck and 
Horace Ford of Horace Ford’s Res- 
taurant. Both spoke of the difficulty 
patrons of business enterprises in 
the Center are experiencing in find- 
ing places to park while shopping 
at local stores and the necessity of 
providing additional space for 
parking if Winchester merchants 
arc to compete on equal terms with 
out-of-town establishments which 
provide parking areas adjacent to 
the stores. 

Mr. Greer, while he was careful 
to explain to the meeting that he 
did not speak as a proponent of the 
proposed Rangely lot, did point out 
some of the difficulties the Select- 
men are experiencing in trying to 
find additional parking facilities 
near the Center in response to re- 
peated and strong complaints about 
present lack of parking. He said 
the Board and Planning Board had 
studied the Rangely parking area 
carefully and felt it would provide 
some relief for the present situa- 
tion. He warned that conditions on 
Church street, where the street 
narrows toward Common street, are 
rapidly bringing about the need 
for restricting parking at that lo- 
cation, at least to only one side of 
the street, because of possible dan- 
ger involved. 

Mr. Bonnell explained that in 
studying the parking problem his 
Board discovered that lots further 
than 300 feet from shopping areas 
are not acceptable to limited park- 
ers and areas further than 600 feet 
away from where they want to get 
do not appeal to all-day pprkers. 
He explained his board's '"attempt 
to solve a problem that yearly is 
becoming more puzzling and to pro- 
vide additional areas for parking, 
keeping in mind both their accessi- 
bility and cost to the town. Good 
long-range planning, he explained, 
necessitated providing additional 
space for parking before the cost 
of acquiring such space becomes 
prohibitive. 

In response to questions from 
Mrs. Spaulding, Mr. Bonnell ex- 
plained that the Selectmen could not 
take the proposed land in the resi- 
dential district of Rangely without 
getting permission from the Board 
of Appeal. 

Mr. Ford again spoke, suggest- 
ing that there be some restriction 
on out of town cars thut are using 
so much of our all day parking 
areas, stating that 39 cars were in 
the new parking lot east of the 
railroad tracks at Winchester Sta- 
tion when he drove in one morning 
at 7:20 o’clock. 

Mr. Linsley asked if consider- 
ation had been given to parking 
meters and to how many of the 
merchants themselves are mono- 
polizing the town’s limited parking 
space. 

Mr. Bonnell explained that park- 
ing meters had at least twice been 
conclusively defeated on the floor 
of the town hall.

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The following rules and regulations, made under the provisions of 
Section 31, Chapter 111, of the General Laws, shall supersede all rules 
and regulations heretofore adopted by the Board of Health of Winches- 
ter, Massachusetts, relative to diseases dangerous to the public health 
and the control thereof. 

Regulation 1. Definitions. The following words and terms as used 
in these regulations, unless a different meaning is required by the court 
is or specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings: 

A. Householder. The head of a family or person in charge of a 
house as hereinafter defined. 

B. House. Any dwelling or place of human habitation including 
school dormitories, hospitals, asylums and institutions, whether public 
or private, lock-ups and jails. 

C. Carrier. A person who, without symptoms of a disease dan- 
gerous to the public health, harbors and may disseminate the specific 
microorganism of that disease. 

I). Contact. Any person known to have been sufficiently near an 
infected person or animal to have been presumably exposed to transfer 
of infectious material directly, or by articles freshly soiled with such 
material. 

E. Placard. An official notice, written or printed, posted as a 
warning of the presence of a disease dangerous to the public health 
on the premises or in the apartment or room so placarded. 

F. Quarantine. The restrictions to the premises, house or apart- 
ment of materials and persons that presumably have been exposed to 
a disease dangerous to the public health. 

G. Isolation. The restriction that no person in any house as defin- 
ed herein or any certain portion thereof subjected thereto by the Hoard 
of Health, shall leave such house and that no person except physicians, 
nurses, and clergymen in attendance upon such person therein and 
authorized health officers shall enter such house, and that no person 
shall remove or aid in removing any persons or any articles therefrom, 
unless and until permitted by the Board of Health. 

Regulation 2 — Reporting Contagious Disease. A householder who 
knows that a person in his family or house is sick of smallpox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or any other infectious or contagious disease declared by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, dangerous to the public 
health, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Hoard of Health, and 
without delay report in writing to the Hoard of Health, stating the name, 
age and sex of the person so afflicted, the name and nature of the disease, 
the time when the person was taken sick, the exact location of the house 
and room occupied by the sick person and from whom milk and cream 
consumed by the sick person were obtained. Any physician who knows 
that any person whom he attends is sick as aforesaid shall also give such 
notice and make such report. If the attending physician shall promptly 
give the notice in writing hereby required, the householder may be ex- 
cused therefrom. Hlank forms for this purpose will be furnished by the 
Hoard of Health and their use is desired but the failure to obtain them 
shall not excuse householder or physician from complying with this 
regulation. 

Regulation 3. Reporting of illness suspected of being due to con- 
sumption of food. Every physician and every superintendent or other 
person in charge of any school, hospital, institution, dispensary, labor- 
atory, labor camp or other camp, who shall have knowledge of the oc- 
currence of a number or group of cases of illness believed to have been 
due to the consumption of food, shall report the same immediately, by 
telephone or telegram, to the Board of Health. 

Regulation 4. Control of Carriers. No person found to be harbor- 
ing typhoid, paratyphoid, dysentery or other pathogenic intestinal or-

1 . Plucards: The only diseases for which placards are required are: 
Asiatic cholera, plague and smallpox. 

2. Definition of Adult: Any person who has reached his eighteenth 
birthday is considered to be an adult, for purposes of these regulations. 

3. All of the above diseases expect five should be reported to the 
local board of health. The five exceptions (chancroid, gonorrhea, gran- 
uloma inguinale, lymphogranuloma venereum and syphilis) should be 
reported directly to the Massachusetts Department of Public Health on 
special forms, provided upon request. 

4. Food and milk handlers living in a household where a case of 
typhoid, cholera, bacillary dysentery or paratyphoid fever exists shall be 
excluded from their occupations as long as they continue to live in the 
same house in which the case exists, and thereafter until freedom from 
infection, as judged by clinical and laboratory evidence, has been dem- 
onstrated to the satisfaction of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. Food and milk handlers living in a household with a recovered 
case which continues to excrete typhoid bacilli after convalescence shall 
be excluded from their occupations unless they have been inoculated 
with typhoid vaccine within two years. 

6. The term ophthalmia neonatorum includes any acute conjunctiv- 
itis characterized by inflammation, swelling, redness or unnatural dis- 
charge from the eye (s) within two weeks after birth. 

(J. Patients who have lesions of primary or secondary syphilis on 
exposed parts of the body or in the mouth and are employed in any occu- 
pation requiring regular, direct contact with other persons, such as 
barber, hairdresser, manicurist, waiter, waitress, nursemaid, domestic, 
etc., shall be reported by name, address and occupation, to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health, unless the physician will assume 
responsibility for seeing that the patient discontinues such occupation 
until the lesions are healed. 

7. Patients with open tuberculosis should in most cases receive 
sanatorium treatment both for the benefit of the individual and the pro- 
tection of his family. Those who remain in their homes shall observe 
all precautions necessary to prevent infection of the members of their 
families and of others with whom they may come in contact. This shall 
include upproved methods of collection and disposal of the sputum, the 
sterilization of any articles of clothing and of toilet articles which may 
become contaminated by the sputum, the use of separate dishes and 
eating utensils and proper sterilization of the samft The patient should 
sleep in a separate room. For details concerning precautions in home 
care a pamphlet of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
entitled “Home Care of Tuberculosis Patients” is available. 

As soon as a diagnosis of tuberculosis hus been established, arrange- 
ments should he mude for the examination, including an X-ray of the 
chest, of all members of the immediate family, and of other persons with 
whom the person has been in dose contact. If the family cannot afford X- 


ray examination by a private physician, facilities are available through 
the various state, county and municipal sanatoria. Persons with suspi- 
cious findings and those who have had contact with a tuberculosis patient 
should be kept under medical observation us long as advised by the 
physician. It is the responsibility of the local board of health to provide 
hospital care for cases of tuberculosis, when needed, and to see that 
contacts are examined where such examinations have not been made 
through a private physician. 

When a case is reported, the public health nurse representing the 
board of health should visit the patient’s home. She should instruct 
the family in the sanitary precautions described above, see that arrange- 
ments are made for the examination of contacts and if necessary provide 
transportation to the place where they are to be X-rayed, and should 
aid the patient in obtaining admission to a sanatorium if this has been 
recommended by his physician. 

Thereafter, the nurse should make visits to the home at least once 
in six months to determine whether the patient has moved, whether the 
above-mentioned precautions are still being observed, and whether any 
new measures are needed to control the spread of the disease. If the 
patient has moved to another town or state, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health should be notified. In cases where the physician 
wishes to exercise complete supervision, the nurse should obtain such 
information from him. 

The only acceptable reasons for the board of health failing to exer- 
cise the supervision outlined above are: refusal of the family physician 
to permit periodic visits by the nurse; or placing of the patient’s name 
on an “inactive list” as a result of examination including X-ray. 

No person who has or has had tubercle bacilli in the sputum or 
other bodily discharges shall be allowed to engage in teaching, nursing, 
dairying, or occupations involving food handling or the care of children 
until he has received a certificate from the board of health stating that 
his employment would not be dangerous to the public health. 

8. Persons living in a family in which a case of tuberculosis exists 
or has existed within two years, and whose occupations involve food 
handling or contact with children, shall he required to have an X-ray of 
the chest to determine whether they shall be ullowed to continue in such 
occupations. 

9. Public schools are no longer required to exclude from school 
children exposed to the diseases listed in this table unless the regulations 
of the local board of health require such exclusion. (Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 55, as amended by Chapter 89 of the Acts of 1952.)

She was taken to the Lawrence 
General Hospital where the bones 
were set and then driven home by 
her parents. A host of friends and 
admirers hope for the speediest 
sort of recovery for Miss Farrar, a 
Winchester High School graduate 
who won top campus honors at the 
University of New Hampshire dur- 
ing her undergruduate days at Dur- 
ham. 


“The Charter of the United Na- 
tions: Should it be Revised?” This 
is the subject of one of this season's 
evening study groups, under the 
auspices of the Winchester College 
Club. The thirty-six people enrolled 
are divided into groups to take 
charge of the various meetings. 
They have been studying the ques- 
tions involved, reporting to the en- 
tire group, and participating in the 
lively discussions. 

The six sessions are being devot- 
ed to a consideration of the back- 
ground of the United Nations, a 
careful study of the Charter, a dis- 
cussion of proposed and possible 
revisions, and an attempt to arrive 
at some possible common mind on 
the problems involved. 

The Charter itself provides that 
in 1955 the proposal to call a con- 
ference to consider charter revi- 
sion shall be placed on the agenda 
of the General Assembly and such 
a conference shall be held if so 
voted by a majority of the General 
Assembly and by a vote of any 
seven members of the Security 
Council. This is, therefore, a live 
issue for the next two years. 

At the fourth session of the 
study group, held last Monday eve- 
ning at the home of Miss Alice 
Main on Herrick street, the discus- 
sion ended with a secret ballot on 
twelve important questions, a few 
of which may be mentioned: 

1. On only one point was the 
group unanimous: “that the tech- 
nical and service organizations of 
United Nations have done well and 
should be continued and increased 
in scope.” 

2. On another point the group 
was almost unanimous (Yes, 22; 
No, 0; Uncertain, 1): “that the 
United Nations Charter should be 
revised when the question comes 
up in 1955.” 

3. By the same vote (Yes, 22; 
No, 0; Uncertain, 1) the group felt 
that “provision should be made for 
disarmament, with armament con- 
trol and inspection, along with the 
development of an effective police 
force.” 

4. “Is the voting method of the 
Security Council satisfactory in its 
present form?” was a question on 
which opinion was divided, only 6 
saying “yes” to 16 voting “no”, with 
1 “uncertain.” 

5. “The power of the Security 
Council, in relation to the General 
Assembly, should be reduced,” the 
group thought, by a vote of 11 to 
7, with 5 uncertain. 

6. And on this there was also 
division, that “in order to establish 
world peace the U. N. should be 
strengthened so that it becomes a 
minimal world government, these 
minimum powers being only such 
as are necessary to maintain peace.” 
((Yes, 13; No, 8; Not voting, 2) 

The Charter is interesting read- 
ing and one may secure a copy for 
a dime. The United Nations, with 
its sixty member nations, has tre- 
mendous possibilities. The group is 
finding its meetings a stimulating 
study. It appreciates the coopera- 
tion it is receiving from the Win- 
chester Public Library. Many of 
the members have been thrilled by 
visits to the U. N. in New York.

The Parkhurst School Mothers’ 
Association held a regular meeting 
Tuesday evening, March 10, in the 
Auditorium of the school. Preced- 
ing the meeting, coffee was served 
by Mrs. Paul Comins and her com- 
mittee consisting of Mrs. Charles 
Siders, Mrs. Richard Fisher and 
Mrs. Benjamin Wild. Mrs. Stanley 
Neil and Mrs. Arthur Schmidt 

P °Mrs! Edward Peabody, president, 
opened the meeting with a warm 
greeting to the many parents in 
attendance. 

Reports were read by the Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Arthur Schmidt and the 
Treasurer, Mrs. John Harrison. 
Mrs. Leslie Scott, Chairman of Ex- 
tra-Curricular Activities, reported 
on athletic activities. 

Mrs. Peabody then introduced 
Dr. Forbes Norris and turned over 
the conducting of the meeting to 
him. Dr. Norris first called upon 
Miss Martha Cunningham who was 
well qualified to speak on the sub- 
ject, “Interpreting Your Child’s 
Report Card.” Miss Cunningham 
discussed many of the considera- 
tions pertaining to the grading of 
a child’s work at school. She 
brought out that the marking — 
being done by humans — is sub- 
ject to some error of judgment 
and that a child developing 
emotionally and physically, as well 
as mentally, is not the most stable 
article to measure accurately at 
any given moment. 

Miss Cunningham explained 
some of the many tests given by 
the teachers to assist proper grad- 
ing. One of these was the “Read- 
ing Readiness Test.” Miss Cun- 
ningham stated that the goals of 
education are to prepare the child 
to think, to act, and to evaluate. 
She reminded the audience that 
Report Card Marks are not a 
measurement of the complete child 
but are an evaluation of the child’s 
work at that time. Miss Cunning- 
1 ham stated that a folder is main- 
tained for each pupil. This folder 
contains the child’s achievements, 
problems and grades. It accom- 
panies the child to Junior High. 

Dr. Norris next introduced Mr. 
Norton Demsey, Director of Guid- 
ance at the High School. Mr. 
Demsey traced the grading proce- 
dures through Junior and High 
School. He explained a number of 
! specialized tests. He brought out 
that the purpose of intelligence 
tests is often misunderstood. In- 
telligence tests are of greater value 
in establishing the students’ capa- 
city than in determining the de- 
gree of retention of particular sub- 
ject matter. He stated that voca- 
tional guidance activity is started 
in the second year in High School. 

Dr. Norris summarized the com- 
ments of the preceding speakers. 
He reminded the audience of the 
uses and limitations of any mark- 
ing system. He stated that the 
whole subject of marking is con- 
stantly being studied. Changes 
and improvements may be intro- 
duced from time to time. 

Following these instructive talks, 
a question and answer period was 
held.

ARMED FORCES 
YOUHGEST AHD PRETTIEST 


When the Marine Corps hegnn 
recruiting women hack in 1943, 
there was doubt in a great many 
minds as to just how the ideal 
young lady leatherneck ought to 
look and act. But hundreds of 
officers and men, as well as hun- 
dreds of admiring sister marines, 
gave no more thought to the prob- 
lem after one look at a tall (5 ft. 
10 in.), attractive brunette lady 
lieutenant named Julia E. Hamblet. 
“Judy,” a Vassar graduate (econo- 
mics and field hockey) from Win- 
chester, Mass., looked like a girl 
who was born to pose for a recruit- 
ing poster. 

Also, she was smart, knew Wash- 
ington and the intricacies of bu- 
reaucracy from a hitch in the U. S. 
Information Service, and had a 
flair for leadership. She helped set 
up the Marine Corps' first hoot 
camp for women, at Hunter College, 
New York. After that she com- 
manded a battalion and served on 
the staff of the general in command 
at Quantico. When the war ended, 
she was 29 years old. a major, and 
was commanding 2,600 lady ma- 
rines ( as many as are on active 
duty in the whole corps today) at 
the Marine Air Station at Cherry 
Point, N. C. 

She went on the inactive list, 
packed up her civilian clothes ( a 
good part bought at Peg Newton’s, 
a New York shop which specializes 
in dressing tall women), and went 
to England for a vacation. But she 
had hardly landed before the Ma- 
rines asked her to come back to 
take charge of the Women’s Re- 
serve. She did. In 1948 the Wo- 
men’s Reserve was integrated into 
the Marine Corps. Judy was pro- 
moted to lieutenant colonel, and 
eventually put in command of the 
women’s officer-training detach- 
ment at Quantico. 

Last week Marine Commandant 
Lemuel C. Shepherd took formal 
cognizance of the fact, that grey- 
haired Colonel Katherine A. Towle, 
director of Women Marines, has re- 
signed (as of April 1953) to be- 
come dean of women at the Univer- 
sity of California.

ROTARY COMMITTEES ANNOUNCED 


WINCHESTER MAN GETS PATENTS 


James G. Baker of 7 Grove street 
was the recent recipient of two 
United States patents. 

The first of these patents was 
issued on February 17, 1953, and is 
entitled “Five Component Object 
Lens For Aerial Photography.” It 
pertains to a novel lens structure 
that is adapted especially for night 
aerial photography and which pro- 
vides correction for various image 
aberrations or defects that have 
occurred heretofore when standard 
lenses were employed. In other 
words, lenses that are used for 
night aerial photography over wide 
fields must meet the most stringent 
requirements; and thus, the im- 
proved lens of this invention af- 
fords such advantageous properties 
as sharp images over a broad range 
of operating conditions and a re- 
duction of the tendency of parts 
of the image to fade. 

Mr. Baker’s second patent, which 
was granted on February 24, 1953, 
and is entitled “Highly Corrected 
Telephoto Objective Lens,” deals 
with improvements in lenses that 
are used for obtaining images or 
pictures of very distant objects. 
Lenses of this type arc employed 
in aerial photography; and, in this 
connection, it should be noted that, 
of they are characterized by distor- 
tion, they are unacceptable for 
mapping purposes because, in the 
piecing together of aerial photo- 
graphs taken by them during re- 
connaisance, there occurs a failure 
of the individual distorted pictures 
to fit one another properly and a 
consequent reduction in the value 
of the assembled mosaic or pattern. 
Therefore, in this case also, pro- 
vision is made for a lens structure 
which corrects various defects that 
have heretofore been prevalent. 

Mr. Baker has assigned both of 
these patents to The Perkin-Elmer 
Corporation, Norwalk, Conn.

BELMONT VICTORY GAVE 

INDIANS LEAGUE CROWN 

Winchester High won the Mid- 
dlesex League Championship by 
defeating Belmont High 50-48 at 
the Boston Garden last Friday 
night in the semi-final round of 
Class B of the Eastern Massachu- 
setts InterBcholastic Basketbnll 
Tournament. Winchester officials 
were notified on Friday morning 
that the Garden semi-final clash 
would constitute an official playoff 
for the Middlesex League crown. 
Thus, the Sachem’s victory was 
doubly sweet to Winchester fol 
lowers for they not only had earned 
the right to meet Weymouth in the 
Class B finals but had avenged 
their two earlier losses to Belmont 
in capturing their third straight 
League Championship. 

The largest crowd of Winchester 
fans ever to see a Red and Black 
quintet in action was well rewarded 
by a thrill-packed contest that was 
in doubt right down to the final 
whistle.

refused to crack ns they demon- 
strated the improved poise and con- 
fidence they have acquired during 
the season. They were a fighting 
band of Indians and perhaps some 
of the credit should go to Coach 
Ted Bartlett who seemed able at 
each time-out period to recharge 
his players with some of his own 
flaming desire for a cherished vic- 
tory. 

Using a special zone defense 
with Joe Dilorio playing the set- 
shooting Campbell man to man, the 
Sachems disrupted the Belmont 
offense in the first half.

This lead melted quickly in the 
third quarter, however, as Bel- 
mont’s captain, Dick Hurley, found 
the range for four baskets, three 
of them coming in the opening 
minutes of that period. The lend 
see-sawed hack and forth with the 
Sachems holding a one-point edge 
at 30 - 35 as the whistle ended Win- 
chester’s poorest quarter.

WINCHESTER LOST TOURNEY 
FINAL 

WEYMOUTH TOO GOOD FOR 
SUH-PAR INDIANS 


A big, fast, aggressive Wey- 
mouth High five defeated a slug- 
gish Winchester High quintet 511- 
42 at the Boston Garden on Satur- 
day night to capture the Class B 
crown of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Basketball Tourna- 
ment. Winchester led briefly in the 
first quarter hut never did get its 
attack organized as they tallied 
only eight field goals for a new low 
for the season both in number of 
shots taken and in shooting accu- 
racy. The locals held up well from 
the foul line, however, as they sank 
26 out of 37 free throws. 

Norman Howard made the only 
basket for the Indians in the first 
quarter which added to his three 
foul shots, a pair of fouls by Thom- 
son, and single free throws by At- 
kinson and Dilorio accounted for 
the Winchester output. After a 
slow start, Weymouth ran circles 
around the physieally-below par In- 
dians to score 19 points to lead 19- 

9 at the end of that period. Ac- 
tually the game was won during 
this five minutes stretch for this 

10 point margin made the difference 
in the end. 

In the second period Muncaster, 
Atkinson, and Howard tallied bas- 
kets which added to a pair of foul 
shots by Dilorio and one by Flaher- 
ty gave the Indians nine points to 
Weymouth’s 12 and a 31-18 half 
time lead for Weymouth. In the 
third quarter the Indians played 
their best ball in holding Wey- 
mouth to only six points while 
scoring 10 to cut the lead to 37 - 28. 
The Winchester points came on 
basket’s by Dilorio, Thomson, and 
Muncaster, a pair of foul shots by 
Howard, and single free throws by 
Pratt and Thomson. 

Thus, after the bad five minute 
stretch in the first quarter, the In- 
dians had settled down and ac- 
tually outscored Weymouth 19 - 18 
over the second and third periods. 
Weymouth held a nine-point lead 
at 37 - 28 at the three-quarter mark 
and the Indians had outscored them 
by one point over the middle half 
of the game. Lady Luck failed to 
reward the Indians for their gal- 
lant effort, however, for the locals 
proceeded to miss four baskets and 
three out of four foul shots that 
would have put them right back in 
the game. 

With four and a half minutes to 
play and still trailing by nine 
points, the Indians came out of 
their zone defense to put on an all- 
court press in a desperate effort to 
win. As is so often the case, the 
effort boomeranged and the South 
Shore hoys just ran away from the 
tired Indians to pile a larger win- 
ning margin. The tremendous 
amount of nervous energy the bovs 
had expended the night before in 
the tense Belmont game had taken 
its toll and the Indians just did not 
have any reserve left for the final 
quarter. 

In justice tb the Indians and with 
no attempt at alibiing for they need 
none after their courageous second 
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and third period comeback, the In- 
dians were playing with three of 
their big guns, Thomson, Muncas- 
ter, and Howard, with badly sprain- 
ed ankles. The ankle injuries made 
it impossible for them to drive and 
cut and hampered their rebound- 
ing ability so that Weymouth was 
pretty well able to control the 
hoards. Thomson nnd Muncaster 
are invariably good for double 
figures and any Winchester fan 
appreciates that they are not right 
when they can score only three bas- 
kets between them. With this 
strong rear court pair below par 
physically, it is not surprising that 
the Sachems made their poorest 
offensive showing of the season nnd 
their weakest performance in the 
vital department of offensive and 
defensive rebounding. 

Coach Bartlett had predicted that 
his boys would suffer a letdown 
after giving their all in the hectic 
Belmont game the previous night. 
As he stated, there is a limit to the 
energy an athlete can expend in a 
24-hour period and the hoys just 
ran out of gas in the last quarter 
against a Weymouth team that had 
coasted to an easy victory the night 
before. This was a great Wey- 
mouth team that wanted to prove 
at the expense of Winchester that 
it belonged in Class A. Many ex- 
perts felt that Weymouth was the 
strongest team in either Class and 
perhaps may have been too strong 
for Winchester even if the Indians 
were in perfect shape.

During the past six seasons 
Community Concerts have brought 
to Winchester 18 artists who have 
presented worth-while music, both 
vocal and instrumental, of a wide 
variety. In past years Winchester 
has had little opportunity to hear 
good music within its borders and 
Community Concerts are doing 
much to improve this cultural need. 
Those responsible for this venture 
deserve the hearty support of all 
concerned with the best interests of 
the town. 


It is heartening to see the new 
State Commissioner of Public 
Works, Winchester’s own John 
Volpe, quoted in the Boston press 
as planning no “rubber stamp” on 
the plan to eliminate Winchester’s 
grade crossing by raising the rail- 
road tracks through town until he 
has had time for further study. 
Mr. Volpe is a man with a repu- 
tation for fairness and getting all 
the facts before making decisions. 
He is quoted as saying that one of 
the jobs he has to do in his new 
position is to resolve differences of 
opinion within towns. It will 
please many in Winchester to learn 
that our new Commissioner of 
Public Works may believe there are 
two sides to Winchester’s grade 
crossing elimination and to take 
time to determine which of the two 
is best for the town. 

At Wednesday evening’s hearing 
on the proposal to take land in the 
residential area of Rangely for 
parking the suggestion was made 
by Mr. Ford that some steps he 
taken to prevent the use of town 
controlled parking lots by persons 
who drive to Winchester from sur- 
rounding towns and leave their 
cars all day while they go to Bos- 
ton or elsewhere by train or bus. 
This suggestion has been made be- 
fore and has always been answered 
by the Selectmen with figures to 
show that a great majority of the 
ctjrs in all our lots belong to resi- 
dents of Winchester. Mr. Ford 
stated that when he parked his car 
one morning recently in the new 
lot east of the railroad tracks near 
the station there were 39 cars al- 
ready parked there. We doubt if 
any of those cars was Winchester 
owned, and when you start a day 
with 39 cars in a parking lot at 
twenty minutes past seven it is 
easy to see why there are few if 
any spaces available when the 
shoppers' cars get down town dur- 
ing the forenoon. We think Mr. 
Ford had a point. We have long 
thought so, and somehow we do not 
believe it absolutely necessary to 
cater to motorists’ preference for 
parking space within 300 feet of 
where they want to go. 

It wus good to hear Mr. Greer 
pay tribute to Lester Gustin for 
the excellent job he is doing as the 
head of the Civilian Defense effort 
in Winchester. Mr. Gustin has de- 
voted hours of his time and energy 
to setting up a workable defense 
plan for the town und his concep- 
tion of what will be needed in the 
event of a war raid or major disas- 
ter of any kind is characterized by 
those who should know as sound, 
and comprehensive. From the first 
Mr. Gustin has been tremendously 
interested in Civilian Defense, both 
with regard to its need, and its 
functioning in the event of need. 
We doubt if any aside from his 
family and intimate associates 
have any appreciation at all of the 
work he has done for the commu- 
nity in the field of Civilian Defense. 
Tgo many people scoff at the Civil- 
ian Defense effort as totally un- 
necessary, yet probably none would 
look more eagerly to Civilian De- 
fense for aid in time of disaster 
than those who now decry the 


ABOLISH PICKETING 

Editor of the Star: 

The assembly that drafted the 
Constitution of the United States, 
which became the law of the land 
after it was ratified by the states, 
was presided over by George Wash- 
ington. The greatest Americans 
of the day, outstanding patriots, 
worked in the Convention “to form 
a more perfect union,’’ as the pre- 
amble states, “to establish justice 
and secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity.” 
Article IV states: “This Consti- 
tution shall he the supreme law of 
the land and judges in every State 
shall he hound thereby.” In 
Amendment XIV it is recorded: “No 
State shall deprive any person of 
life or liberty without due process 
of law, nor deny any person equal 
protection of the law.” 

The worker’s labor is all he has 
to sell to support himself and 
family. It is his property just as 
much as the merchant’s goods are 
his. Freedom, guaranteed by the 
Constitution, makes it lawful for 
him to work for anyone who has 
work to offer if he wants the job. 
A labor leader or anyone else who 
orders picketing of a plant to in- 
timidate or prevent him from work 
ing is in a class with the highway- 
man and burglar who deprive their 
victims of rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution. Not only is the work- 
er robbed hut his wife and children 
are also victimized. The writer re- 
ceived a letter from the head of a 
CIO union who wrote that he was 
opposed to picketing and, because 
he refused to join the picket line, 
he was deprived of all the union 
benefits. 

The Declaration of Independence 
was drafted against a tyrant king 
by a group of outstanding patriots 
on July 4, 1776, representing the 
Thirteen United States of America. 
The Declaration, signed by John 
Hancock and representatives of 
each of the thirteen colonies, con- 
cludes: “For support of this decla- 
ration with a firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes, and our sacred 
honor.” 

Isn’t it time for the patriots of 
our country to do as much for the 
protection of the Constitution, and 
to pledge themselves that “Govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, 
for the people shall not perish from 
the earth,” and that picketing or- 
dered by president of labor unions 
or anyone else in defiance of the 
law shall he abolished forever. 

“Those who deny freedom to 
others deserve it not for them- 
selves, and under a just God, can- 
not long retain it,” wrote Abraham 
Lincoln.

WON YALE LETTER 


Dixon Pike, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Herman Pike of Arlington street, 
won his varsity letter as member 
of the Yale varsity hockey team 
this past season. A regular at the 
left wing position, the Belmont Hill 
School product played in all of the 
Elis’ 21 games during the schedule 
just concluded. 

Pike was on an all-Junior line 
that included Wally Kilrea at cen- 
ter, and Leigh Quinn, of Belmont, at 
right wing. The trio accounted for 
34 goals and 42 assists during the 
season. 

At Belmont Hill School, he 
played three years of varsity 
hockey, and was captain of the 
team in his senior year. In addi- 
tion, the team won the co-cham- 
pionship in the Hamilton Tourna- 
ment and he was named a forward 
ion the All-Opponent team. Prior 
I to Yale, he played high school foot- 
i hall and baseball. 

His brother was captain of the 
i 1953 edition of the Williams hockey 
team. 


Mr Croughwell asked about the 
possibility of using the Skilling 
lot for parking and Mr. Sargent 
brought out by questioning that the 
space for the proposed parking 
area in Rangely was very nearly 
equally divided between the busi- 
ness and residential districts, with 
slightly more coming from the re- 
stricted district. He felt that there 
is a fundamental problem involved 
and that if the town is going to 
compete with other shopping areas, 
there will he a constant pressure 
from the inside seeking changes 
that may not he for the best inter- 
ests of the town. He felt that the 
present proposition had been un- 
fortunately handled in that affected 
residents were not informed suffi- 
ciently in advance of plans to take 
the Rangely property. A hearing, 
in his opinion, should have been 
held earlier and not sandwiched in 
between sessions of a town meeting 
which would have to decide the 
issue involved. He stated that he 
was a town meeting member and 
not a resident of Rangely, but that 
he opposed the taking of land in 
that residential area. 

Mr. Eaton reminded the hearing 
that amendments to the Zoning 
Laws adopted last year make tak- 
ing land in residential districts 
questionable at least. He felt that 
every other means of aiding park- 
ing should be exhausted before tak- 
ing private property for this pur- 
pose, and that if a time should 
come when it is vital to take prop- 
erty for such use the issue should 
he faced squarely a"d the Zoning 
Map changed to permit the taking. 

Mr. Bixler felt the purpose of 
Zoning is to protect, and that it 
should in effect protect the proper- 
ty holder. He could not sec why 
the town’s business district should 
increase if the town does not want 
it to, as had been claimed by Mr. 
Greer. Mr. Powell thought the lo- 
cal merchants were asking the 
town to provide them with parking 
at public expense so that they can 
compete with out of town mer- 
chants who provide their own park- 
ing. Mr. Walsh stated that mer- 
chants not satisfied with local con- 
ditions are free to leave town and 
that he, too, can see no reason why 
the town should change adversely 
if the citizens do not choose to let 
it. He felt as a previous speaker 
that the function of Zoning is to 
protect the home owner, and that 
we do not have to surrender to 
business encroachment on residen- 
tial districts. 

Mr. Tansey, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, recorded his 
opposition to the Rangely proposal 
and Mr. Cusack, another Selectmen, 
was also recorded against it. 

Mr. Moffette offered detailed fig- 
ures hearing on parking in the cen- 
ter area and felt that the proposed 
taking in Rangely would not afford 
sufficient long range relief to jus- 
tify the damage to private prop- 
erty. 

Mrs. Woodside was recorded 
against the proposal and felt that 
private property should not be 
taken when there are in the busi- 
ness district a number of “old 
shacks” which could be torn 
down to provide parking faci- 
lities. Her statement “Brother, 
you haven’t got it yet!” apropos 
of the overhead railroad got the 
laugh of the night! She proposed 
a committee of a dozen women to 
red pencil buildings in the center 
that ought to come down. 

Mr. Cusack opposed the plan be- 
cause of cost ($30,000 to $50,000) 
and because he was unwilling to 
encroach on Zoning Laws that have 
and are serving the town well. 
Suggestions were made to take 
additional space behind the town 
hall and build a bridge to the shop- 
ping area, take the theatre parking 
lot, cover the river and use that 
space for parking, and take some 
land from the Common. Mr. Bon- 
nell at this suggestion adopted a 
ducking position of self-defense. 

Mr. Hewis felt that better public 
transportation might aid parking, 
and Mr. Rooney in a strongly 
worded statement condemned the 
authorities for increasing a traffic 
hazard with a street used as an exit 
for more than 100 cars at a danger 
spot on their own admission. He 
strongly opposed taking the private 
land in Rangely and questioned 
even the town’s legal right to do so. 


Dr. Quinn recorded himself 
against the taking, feeling that the 
town would be sufficiently harmed 
by the overhead tracks without add- 
ing to the damage. 

Others recorded against it were 
Mrs. Morrow, Mrs. Walsh, Mrs. 
Powell and Mr. Butler. 

Mr. Wilson had been trying for 
some time to get an expression of 
opinion from the meeting and with 
a number on their way to the door 
a vote was taken. 

One person recorded himself as 
opposed to taking any land in ei- 
ther the business or residential 
district under Article 22. 

Fifty-eight opposed taking resi- 
dential property for parking, and 
no one favored passing Article 22 
as it stood. Three favored the ar- 
ticle aside from the exit onto 
Church street, and 53 favored tak- 
ing the area in the business dist- 
rict only for parking. Thirty-eight 
favored the adoption of parking 
meters.

These are things of which his 
fellow members of the Palmer 
Beach Horseshoe Association will 
be glad to learn. They will also 
learn with interest that Mr. Gard- 
ner’s nickname at New England is 
“Larry”, a cognomen he acquired 
during his active baseball days 
when his play around third base so 
resembled that of the old Red Sox 
immortal, “Larry” Gardner that 
he became “Larry” too.

Mr. Crockett of the Personnel Com- 
mittee explained that this sum was 
the best guess the authorities could 
make as the amount that might he 
necessary to cover the not-yet- 
made raises. 

Mr. Hewis wanted to know if this 
amount of money could not he dis- 

g ensed with until the Personnel 
loard actually does decide how 
much it needs for the raises and the 
meeting actually votes them. He 
asked that the money then he taken 
from Excess and Deficiency so as 
not to he reflected in the tax rate. 

Mr. Dwinell explained that you 
can not pay wages out of Excess 
and Deficiency and asked that the 
sum be appropriated. Mr. Farns- 
worth, after a conference with the 
Town Counsel, offered the opinion 
that the money could be taken from 
E and D, and expressed his opposi- 
tion to voting a specific sum for 
guess-work. He felt he would not 
be doing his job as a town meeting 
representative to let his constitu- 
ents’ money be voted without know- 
ing for what it is to be spent. 

The meeting supported the Se- 
lectmen, Finance Committee and 
Personnel Board in the matter of 
the $8,000, voting the money, and 
also raises of $150 each to the Town 
Clerk, Town Treasurer and Collec- 
tor of Taxes, each also to get $18 
cost of living increase. 

With the final disposition of Ar- 
ticle 5 the meeting moved to the 
consideration of Article 9, the long 
article dealing with departmental 
budgets. 

As usual the articles were passed 
in routine fashion, with the excep- 
tion of any asked to lie deferred by 
any town meeting member. 

Several budgets were deferred by 
department heads who wished to 
make explanations of certain items. 

Many more were deferred by 
Messrs. Saraco and Hewis. Mr. 

Saraco was nonplussed by the fact 
that in many departmental budgets 
there were large unexpended bal- 
ances, in some instances more than 
what was expended by the depart- 
ment during the year. 

Both Mr. Greer and Mr. Bonnell 
explained these unexpended bal- 
ances and felt they indicated the 
various department heads are doing 
a fine job, by spending only such 
money as they actually need and 
returning the balance to the town 
instead of spending it just to get 
rid of it 

Mr. Saraco felt that the budgets 
should be figured more closely 
since this money effects the tax 
rate and does not help next year’s 
rate when it is returned to Excess 
and Deficiency. 

Mr. Greer explained again, this 
time with some heat, that depart- 
ment heads can not pull a figure out 
of a hat that will be just right, and 
can only ask for sums which in 
their considered judgment are 
necessary for the proper transac- 
tion of town business. He conclud- 
ed by asking the meeting to have 
confidence in the elected officers of 
the town, who he said are just as 
interested in economical govern- 
ment as any one. 

It was necessary to raise the Fire 
Department budget to provide ex- 
tra men to make possible the three 
weeks vacation voted town person- 
nel at the opening meeting. Raises 
of $2 per week were voted Police- 
men and Firefighters with raises 
or $300 per year granted the respec- 
tive chiefs of the departments. 

Mr. Hewis objected to an amount 
in the Building Department budget 
calling for an appropriation of 
$3,050 for an inspector of plumbing 
and assistant to the building com- 
missioner. He felt this figure is 
high, and also questioned saddling 
the town with a job which because 
of civil service will be very hard 
to discontinue. 

Mr. Greer explained that the 
greatly increased building in town 
makes an assistant to the building 
commissioner and a plumbing in- 
spector necessary. He said the 
town is still looking for the right 
man for this job, having regret- 
fully declined to appoint the high 
man in the civil service examina- 
tion held last fall, Harry Chefalo, 
because he was a member of the 
Board of Selectmen. Mr. Greer 
felt Mr. Chefalo would be an ad- 
mirable incumbent. 

The meeting refused to support 
an amendment offered by Mr. 

HewiB, seeking a smaller amount 
for the assistant to the Building 
Commissioner und Plumbing In- 
spector and accepted the budget as 
it was submitted by the Selectmen. 

Mr. Itotundi questioned the pur- 
chase of two small trucks and a 
bulldozer by the town under the 
Highways appropriation, but the 
meeting again supported the Se- 
lectmen and Finance Committee. 

Mr. Supple was called upon to 
explain a new division of the bud- 
get entitled Disability Assistance, 
stating that it becunie necessary in 
1961 when the State accepted a 
Federal law setting up such assist- 
ance. The town actually has little 
to say about expenditures under 
this heading, but is reimbursed to 
the extent of 75 percent of its pay- 
ments by the state. 

Perhaps the most spectacular 
proposal of the meeting was Mr. 

Wakefield's amendment to the 
School Department budget, seeking 
to raise the item for building main- 
tenance from $16,500 to $30,000, 

He championed his proposal as 
good business, on the grounds that 
ut least $30,000 should be spent to 
inuintuin property worth some $5,- 
000,000. 

Mrs. Woodward stated the School 
Committee would be delighted to 
have the extra $13,500, but felt the 
Committee is making adequate pro- 
vision for building upkeep and the 
meeting supported her. 

The final remarks arousing in- 
terest in certain sections of the hall 
were made by Mr. Ives of the Park 
Department, who spoke particular- 
ly of the growth of Little Leugue 
und Pony League baseball with the 
growing demand for pluces to play 
sueh hull. Restless members mov-

TOWN MEETING OPENED 

CONFUSED SESSION 
IN GENEROUS MOOD 


A public hearing was held before 
the Committee of Metropolitan Af- 
fairs on March 9 at the State 
House, Boston, on the following 
petition of Representative Harri- 
son Chadwick of Winchester: "An 
Act providing for the cleaning, re- 
moving weeds and mud from the 
bed and shores of the upper Mystic 
Lake, belonging to the Metropolitan 
District Commission in Winches- 
ter." 

Selectman William C. Cusack, 
who is also a director of the Win- 
chester Boat Club, outlined before 
the committee the requests of the 
residents of Winchester for a pro- 
gram for controlling the weed 
growth in the Upper Mystic Lake. 
He stated that this body of water 
is now extensively used for sailing, 
boating and swimming by the Win- 
chester Boat Club, Medford Boat 
Club and by members of the Tufts 
College Boat Club, in addition to 
public swimming at Sandy Beach. 
The excessive growth of weeds in 
the lake interferes with these rec- 
reational activities. A representa- 
tive group from Winchester also 
expressed the same concern over 
the condition of the lake. They in- 
cluded the following Boat Club 
members, Commodore Ned Morse, 
Director Walter Redding, George 
Jones, Norman Duehring and Mrs. 
William C. Cusack. 

Representative Henry E. Keenan 
of Arlington, a member of the 
Committee of Metropolitan Affairs 
and former member of the Win- 
chester Boat Club, outlined to the 
delegation present from Winches- 
ter and the members of the com- 
mittee that he had petitioned the 
General Court on the same condi- 
tions prevailing in Spy Pond, Ar- 
lington, und in Little Spy Pond, 
Belmont, and that the Metropolitan 
District Commission, Department 
of Public Health and Department 
of Public Works had rendered a 
special report of their findings of 
the weed condition in Spy Pond, Ar- 
lington. It was noted that the same 
condition exists in several ponds 
and lakes throughout the state and 
that the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission in conjunction with the 
other departments are conducting 
further studies and investigations 
on this public nuisance. It is ex- 
pected that some solution to the 
problem will result from these 
studies to alleviate these conditions 
that are spoiling our recreational 
facilities in our lakes and ponds 
throughout the state. 

I has been noted this past week 
that construction work has been 
started on the lower Mystic Lake 
in Arlington under the supervision 
of the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission to clean up the lower shores 
of the lake and riprap the same for 
the protection of the Mystic Valley 
Parkway roadway. Also work will 
he stalled on the building of the 
new highway on the Medford side 
of the Mystic River to improve traf- 
fic at the Medford street bridge. 
This work is being carried out un- 
der Legislative Act filed by Rep- 
resentative Henry E. Keenan of 
Arlington to improve conditions in 
this area. 


56TH BREAKFAST FOR K OF C 


A sure sign of Spring coming to 
Winchester is the Annual Commu- 
nion Breakfast of the local Knights 
of Columbus Council this Sunday, 
March 22, 1953. This event, being 
the 56th Annual Breakfast, is one 
of the oldest activities of the Coun- 
cil and also of the town. 

Members and their friends will 
assemble in Winchester Square at 
7:45 a. m. and, led by a color guard, 
will march in a body to receive 
Communion at the 8:00 o’clock 
Mass at St. Mary’s Church. Imme- 
diately following the Mass, break- 
fast will be served in the Town 
Hall. The Reverend William J. 
Kencaly, S. J., Dean of Boston Col- 
lege Law School, will be the Guest 
Speaker. 

In the past, this breakfast has 
been very well attended and Com- 
mittee Chairman Jeremiah J. Mc- 
Carron expects that this year’s 
event will be as successful as the 
preceding ones. 


If someone had suggested erect- 
ing n statue of "Babe" Ruth on the 
Common, and the Finance Commit- 
tee had opposed it, Monday eve- 
ning’s opening session of the cur- 
rent town meeting would very like- 
ly have voted the necessary funds. 
The delegates were in a most gen- 
erous mood, and the occasional 
brief warnings of the Finance Com- 
mittee went unheeded as the meet- 
ing voted to boost wages, increase 
vacations for town employees with 
15 years service and accept streets, 
beyond the limit considered prudent 
by the Selectmen. 

There was some excuse for extra 
street acceptance, for even Chair- 
man Greer of the Selectmen, while 
voicing the Board's official opposi- 
tion, admitted that ns individual 
"human beings" the Selectmen hop- 
ed the meeting would override their 
recommendation for unfavorable 
action. 

That is a sample of the meeting 
from its consideration of the rec- 
ommedations of the committee pro- 
vided for at the last March meet- 
ing to consider the wages and clas- 
sification of town employees. 

Mr. Crockett, representing the 
so-called Personnel Committee, 
opened his discussion effectively, 
explaining the scope of the problem 
of arriving at equitable wage and 
classification limits and admitting 
that his committee bad not ns yet 
been able to completely cover the 
matter. 

Mr. Crockett introduced a rather 
ingeniously contrived scale map of 
wages of local employees as com- 
pared with those in other commu- 
nities studied by the committee and 
seemed to feel that generally Win- 
chester employees lag somewhat 
behind the general average. 

He then started to recommend 
wage increases for laborers and 
clerical workers and increased max- 
ima for superintendents of the 
Park and Cemetery Departments, 
Water and Sewer Board and School 
Department Buildings and Grounds. 
The Finance Committee opposed the 
maxima for the superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Board and 
that for the School Department 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds. 

This brought protests from Mr. 
Dwinell of the Water and Sewer 
Board and from Mrs. Woodward of 
the School Committee, each cham- 
pioning its departmental superin- 
tendent and asking that they be 
uccorded the same treatment the 
other superintendents were getting. 

The meeting supported their con- 
tention, which in turn brought pro- 
tests from Mr. Greer of the Select- 
men and Mr. Elliott of the Asses- 
sors, who felt that if the meeting 
was going to pass out raises, they 
wanted some, respectively for the 
executive clerk of Selectmen and 
the Deputy in the Assessors’ oflice. 

M rs. Woodward again spoke for 
the School Committee, asking that 
one of the junior clerks in the Su- 
perintendent of Schools’ office be 
raised to a senior clerk to obviate 
the dilficulty the committee encoun- 
ters in losing promising clerks 
through their lower rating and sal- 
aries. 

Mr. Crockett offered mild objec- 
tion to such change, stating that 
the School Committee should not go 
ahead and change the setup of its 
oflice without notifying the Per- 
sonnel Board. Mrs. Woodward re- 
plied that the Personnel Board had 
been notified of the proposed change 
lust fall, whereupon Mr. Crockett 
made an obvious motion of resigna- 
tion and said something which did 
not carry to the press table across 
the hall. 

With the meeting rapidly getting 
more and more involved, Mr. Hewis 
moved that consideration of the ar- 
ticle under discussion be postponed 
until the next meeting Monday eve- 
ning, and that in the meantime the 
Personnel Board, Finance Commit- 
tee and various department heads 
get together and arrive at some 
sort of definite recommendations to 
propose to the delegates for con- 
sideration. This was passed. 

Over the opposition of the Fi- 
nance Committee and the announce- 
ment thut the Selectmen were 
against the proposition, three to 
two, the meeting voted favorably 
on the motion of Mr. Horn to grant 
three weeks vacations to town em- 
ployees with 15 or more years ser- 
vice. 

The meeting also voted to in- 
crease the amounts of pensions, re- 
tirement allowances und annuities 
of certain former town employees. 
Mr. Clark explained that the new 
rate would increase the expense to 
the town by $1800 by providing 
$100 increases to several former 
employees, raise the yearly pension 
of a few others to $1200 und that 
of one person to $1500. The in- 
creases were voted without debate. 

Because of the mixup over pro- 
posed salary schedules it was nee- 
essary to postpone consideration of 
Article 9, the long departmental 
appropriations article, and the 
meeting proceeded with Article 10, 
voting $2500 for fighting the Dutch 
elm disease; and to permit the 
cemetery trustees to expend 
$6,910.90 from the Cemetery Fund 
for the embellishment of the ceme- 
tery. 

The next brush took place under 
Article 12, where $32,000 was asked 
for the further construction of 
Johnson road. Of this sum $18,000 
was appropriated this year, $13,500 
being by transfer from the Excess 
and Deficiency Account and $4,500 
being raised by revenue. Mr. Greer 
explained that a balance; remaining 
in the Chapter 90 account, under 
which the construction of Johnson 
roud is being carried out, would 
provide the baluncc necessary for 
this year’s construction, the state 
and county joining the town in the 
j expense. 

Mr. Greer explained thut the 
town is obligated legally to build 
Johnson road, having been given 
land by property owners in return 
for the town’s promise to construct 
the road, which eventuully will pro- 
vide a direct route from Winches- 
ter to Maple street in Lexington. 

Mr. Wakefield felt the town 
should postpone action on the roud, 
at lottst until the school question is 
settled and other roads around 
town are in better shape, lie ques- 
tioned the advisability of opening 
up what lie termed a wilderness, 


stating that with new houses in the 
location would come the need for 
more schools and a fire station to 
serve the new development 

Mr. Hewis, too, questioned the 
advisability of proceeding with the 
construction of a road over peat 
bogs and ledge, to say nothing of 
woods and hills. Mr. Cullen sup- 
ported the construction, stating that 
while a member of the County Com- 
missioners he had fought hard to 
secure the county funds for the 
project, over the opposition of his 
colleagues. He warned that if the 
money isn’t accepted by the town 
it will probably be lost forever. 

The meeting went along with the 
Selectmen and Finance Committee 1 
on the road, providing the funds for 
another section. 

Coleman G. Foley was elected 
town director to work with the Mid- 
dlesex County Trustees for County 
Aid to Agriculture and provided 
$50 for his uBe. 

The meeting accepted as town 
ways James street, Squanto road, 
Bellevue avenue, Sunset road, Ris- 
ley road, Winford Way and Ware 
road, as recommended by the Se- 
lectmen, the total appropriation for 
the seven streets being $84,100, 
with $24,484 to be raised by taxa- 
tion. 

Mr. Rotondi told the meeting that 
there should be some way to guard 
against the town’s being obligated 
to build roads in locations like 
Bellevue road. Mr. Greer thanked 
him for introducing a subject upon 
which he meant to speak, that of 
the town’s refusal last year to 
! grant to the Board of Survey the 
! necessary power under a new stat- 
I ute to prevent the promiscuous 
'building of houses and layouts not 
| to the advantage of either the town 
or the purchasers of property. 

The need for sharper control of 
i developments was pointed out in 
the consideration of the next two 
articles, the proposed acceptance of 
Wendell street and Laurel Hill 
Lane as public ways. 

In both instances it was pointed 
out by residents that in inclement 
weather they could neither drive 
their cars to their homes, get their 
children through the street unless 
they carried them, nor could am- 
bulances or fire apparatus get to 
their doors in ease of need. 

The Finance Committee opposed 
the acceptance of the streets, stat- 
ing that to do so would be to go 
beyond the bounds of what is fi- 
nancially advisable as highway ap- 
propriation. 

It was at this point that Mr. 
Greer stated the Selectmen’s oppo- 
sition as a town board and their 
hope that the meeting would go 
over their heads and give the res- 
idents of the road the relief they 
so sorely need. 

The meeting did just that, appro- 
priating $14,600 for Wendell street, 
with $9,450 coming from Excess 
and Deficiency; and $23,200 for 
Laurel Hill Lane, $14,279.95 coming 
in this instance from E. & D. 

Action was indefinitely postponed 
on the proposal to extend a road 
from Pond street at Brantwood 
road north to Sylvester avenue, and 
also on the proposal to erect flash- 
ing wurning signals at the intersec- 
tion of Cambridge and Wildwood 
streets. Mr. Greer pointed out that 
in the latter connection the state 
has studied the matter and will in- 
stall the lights, since Cambridge 
street is a county way. 

The town voted to install traffic 
lights at the intersection of Main 
street, Swanton street and Water 
street at a cost of $2500 and appro- 
priated $17,000 for the payment of 
the town debt. 

One hundred and eighty-seven 
of 227 town meeting members were 
present.

TO ELIMINATE GRADE CROSSING 

The grade crossing into Winches- 
ter Square will he eliminated by the 
elevation of the Boston & Maine 
trucks, it was announced today hy 
State Public Works Commissioner 
John A. Volpe. Cost of the project, 
including a by-pass through Skil- 
lings Pond and Aberjona River, will 
approximate $6,000,000. 

Commissioner Volpe has devoted 
many hours to a review and study 
of the grade crossing problem in 
Winchester Square. He has exam- 
ined all proposals that have been 
made for its elimination and has 
studied plans effecting it that go 
back 50 years. 

“In view of the approval by the 
people of Winchester of a refer- 
endum by a two-to-one vote and 
the further approval of a Town 
Meeting by a vote of 151 to 7, we 
have decided to go forward with the 
elimination of the Winchester 
Square grade crossing by the ele- 
vation of the Boston & Maine rail- 
road tracks on the basis of plans 
which will be completed very short- 
ly,” Commissioner Volpe said. 

“As a resident of Winchester and 
very much interested in its beauti- 
fication and the future progress of 
our town, this problem has caused 
me no end of concern. After con- 
siderable study, I have come to the 
conclusion that the most practical, 
and the plan that will provide the 
maximum advantages, is the plan 
on which drawings are almost com- 
pleted, namely, the elevation of the 
Boston & Maine tracks. 

“It is my sincere hope in con- 
junction with this project, if funds 
are available, and it appears that 
they probably will be, to include a 
by-pass through Skillings Pond and 
acrce 3 the Aberjona River, under 
the new overpass and out onto Main 
street, north of the Square. This, 1 
believe, is most essential to divert 
much of the through traffic which 
would still use Winchester Square 
if only the grade closing were eli- 
minated, and I believe with the 
combination of these two proposals 
that a solution will be forthcoming 
that should solve our problem, both 
as regards grade crossing and eli- 
minating through traffic from con- 
gested Winchester Square.” 


RAYMOND IRVING REYNOLDS 


Raymond Irving Reynolds of 185 
Highland avenue, importer and 
New England representative for 
Airguide Corporation of Chicago, 
died Friday morning, March 20, at 
his home, after several months ill- 
ness, at the age of 68. 

A native of Stoneham, Mr. Rey- 
nolds lived for 60 years in Somer- 
ville where he was active in civic 
and military affairs. He was for 
six years a member of the Somer- 
ville Board of Aldermen, serving 
as president of the Board in 1947.

CHILDREN KILLED IN CRASH TOWN MEETING 


TRAGEDY HITS FAMILY SECOND ADJOURNED SESSION 
LEAVING WINCHESTER APPROVED SCHOOL PLAN 


Winchester residents in the vicin- 
ity of Cutting street were shocked 
to learn of the fatal accident near 
Belchertown Tuesday, involving 
their former neighbor, Mrs. Char- 
les E. Foley, and her three children, 
Kevin and Kenneth, twin boys, 
aged 6, and their four-year-old sis- 
ter, Kathleen. 

Mr. and Mrs. Foley and their 
family had lived in Winchester at 
4 Cutting street until the day of 
the accident when they left town 
to take up residence in Northamp- 
ton where Mr. Foley had acquired 
a plumbing business. 

Mr. Foley left town early with 
the moving van that took the 
family household furnishings to 
Northampton, intending to get the 
house somewhat in order before 
the arrival of his wife and children. 

Mis. Foley was to drive the 
children in the family car to their 
new home. On her way, while on 
Route 9 near Belchertown, her car 
collided, apparently head on, with 
a milk truck. After the collision, 
the Foley car left the road and 
went down in a ravine, crumpling 
into a heap of twisted wreckage 
against a clump of trees. 

Kevin, Kenneth and Kathleen 
were killed in the accident and 
their mother, who was expecting 
her fourth child was critically in- 
jured. She was removed to the 
Cooley Dickinson Hospital i n 
Northampton where a Caeserian 
operation failed to save the unborn 
child. 

Mr. Foley is 34 years old and his 
wife, the former Mary K. Crosby, 
is 35. They are former Woburn 
young people and were married at 
St. Charles Church in Woburn, 
August 31, 1946, coming to live in 
Winchester after their marriage. 
Mr. Foley had a plumbing business 
here before acquiring his new busi- 
ness in Northampton, and also was 
well known as an amateur photo- 
grapher. 

Kevin and Kenneth attended kin- 
dergarten at the Mystic School and 
both they and Kathleen were friend- 
ly youngsters, known alike to child- 
ren and adults near their former 
home. Their deaths and the tragic 
accident to Mrs. Foley cast a pall 
over the entire neighborhood in 
which the Foley’s had lived, with 
the sympathy of everyone going 
out to the husband and father. 


HENRY G. RAY 


Mr. Henry G. Ray, who died last 
Friday, March 20, was born in Bos- 
ton in 1868, son of Annie Kemp 
and George Ray. When he was a 
young boy of about twelve he was 
stricken with polio which caused 
complete paralysis of his lower 
limbs. In time he learned to use 
a wheel-chair, and in it he spent 
months of his life. 

He came to Winchester in the 
eighties, and although deprived of 
regular schooling, he became an 
expert mechanic and a student of 
history and science. He fitted up 
a well-equipped shop in the barn 
which was a centre for all boys of 
the neighborhood who needed help 
with their bicycles, cameras, toys, 
and later for automobile repairs. 
He also did regular shop work for 
some years for an industrial con- 
cern. 

He was greatly interested in au- 
tomobiles, and had an Orient Buck- 
board, one of the first ears in town, 
which he was able to drive himself. 
He afterwards had other cars and 
enjoyed trips all over New Eng- 
land. 

He was naturally of a sunny 
disposition and he bore his handi- 
cap with great courage. One secret 
of his good cheer was his industry. 
He was always busy with some- 
thing from early morning ’til late 
at night. In fact, he was active 
and energetic up to the last six 
months of his lifte. 

He lived in Winchester in the old 
Carleton house, 30 Mt. Pleasant 
street, first with his grandparents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hiram Kemp; his 
mother, two brothers, and an uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Hammond. 
Later , his aunt. Mrs. Stillings and 
her daughter, Marie, came to live 
with him. 

He is survived by his cousin, 
Miss Stillings, and a niece, Mrs. 
Delcevare King, of Quincy. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day afternoon at the Moffett Fune- 
ral Home with Rev. Walter Lee 
Bailey, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, officiating. Burial was in 
Wildwood Cemetery. 


With only 165 of the 228 precinct 
members present, Monday even- 
ing’s second adjourned session of 
the Limited Town Meeting approv- 
ed the plan proposed by the Com- 
mittee on Additional School Facil- 
ities for the High and Junior High 
! Schools; briefly, to enlarge and re- 
model the present junior high 
school building to house a four- 
year senior high school and to ren- 
ovate and remodel the present 
senior high building for use of the 
junior high school. The sum of 
1 $69,000 was appropriated out of 
; revenue for the use of the commit- 
; tee to prepare finished plans so that 
the leal cost of the plan can be 
determined and submitted to the 
1 town at a special town meeting to 
j he held early in September. 

Mr. Speers, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee that proposed the 
plan explained it in detail, prefac- 
ing his remarks with the hope that 
; if the plan, which he said differed 
somewhat from a similar plan sub- 
mitteed two years ago, did not ap- 
peal to the meeting, the members 
present would voice their objec- 
tions at once and not wait until 
after the $69,000 appropriated had 
j been expended to prepare plans for 
a true hid. He felt that enough 
money had already been spent in 
plans and estimates and that if the 
plan his committee had decided 
upon is not the one the town wants, 
the time to say so is before, further 
advances are made upon it. 

Mr. Speers explained that the 
committee in its study felt that by 
the enabling vote they were re- 
stricted to use of existing buildings 
and not concerned with building a 
new school or schools. They had 
been guided in their studies by Wil- 
liam K. Wilson of Albany, N. Y., 
chairman of a committee, the mem- 
bers of which pass on all schools 
built in New York State in places 
of 70,000 population or less. 

Mr. Wilson’s basic recommen- 
dation for the solution of Winches- 
ter’s secondary school problem 
turned out to be the same as the 
one proposed two years previous 
by a town committee and rejected 
by the town; to have all school con- 
struction west of Main street and 
exchange the roles of the senior 
and junior high schools, making the 
necessary additions to the junior 
high building to house a four-year 
senior high school.

being to Belmont while the Wenner- 
men’s record against the other 
teams of the loop was not as good 
as Winchester’s. 

Under a new Middlesex League 
Headmaster’s ruling basketball 
ties must be played off now, and it 
was decided by the masters to have 
the Class B semi-final at the Garden 
between the Indians and Belmont 
to settle the league title.

HOSPITAL VISITATION APRIL 12 

Larger, with its new 8f>-bed wing, 
and modernized throughout, the 
Winchester Hospital will swing open 
its doors for a public visitation on 
Sunday, April 12, from 1 to 6 p. m. 
It will be an open house to which 
all the people of Winchester and 
neighboring communities are in- 1 
vited. 

Completion of the building pro- 
gram increased the hospital’s facil- 
ities by 60 per cent, allowing for 
the the care of ahout 1800 more 
persons annually. Patients’ beds 
now total 107 and the space and 
equipment and facilities in the nur- 
sery will accommodate 36 babies 
at one time, or 16 more than for- 
merly. 

The building program, as hospi- 
tal president Edward H. Kenerson 
points out, included not only the 
addition of the new wing, but ex- 
tensive changes in the old building 
and the installation of the most 
modern kinds of equipment for X- 
ray and operating rooms. All the 
work done has integrated the old 
and new into a single unit and has 
increased efficiency as well as capa- 
city. 

“For more than 40 years now,” 
said Mr. Kenerson, “the Winches- 
ter Hospital has been an asset to 
the comunities it serves. Today, it 
is a bigger and better asset with 
far greater potentialities for ser- 
vice. 

“There is much to be seen at the 
hospital that will show our many 
friends how the money they con- 
tributed to the building fund was 
spent. Words and pictures are not 
enough to give a full appreciation 
of the improvements that have been 
made. 

“We believe that a real appre 
ciation can best be gained by per- 
sonal visits. So that is why we are 
holding open house on April 12 and 
inviting all to come and see the 
modern hospital facilities which are 
at their disposal.”

The Frescohaldi Toccata was an 
appropriate opening number be- 
cause it reflected the versatility of 
this concert group in performing a 
seventeenth century work in a man- 
ner which made the contrast be- 
tween it and the closing selection 
seem striking and yet harmonious. 
Brunelli’s adaptation of this organ 
work was freely transcribed for 
this group, but preserved all of the 
richness and dignity of the original 
composition. 

The second selection, the Haydn 
Symphony was particularly adapt- 
ed to the talents and size of the 
orchestra because it was able to 
evoke the grace and charm of the 
eighteenth century. The work was 
delightfully refreshing, and was 
rendered with great precision and 
attention to detail. 

The second part of the program 
consisted of three songs by Miss 
Frances Yeend, a dynamic lyric 
soprano. Miss Yeend made an im- 
pressive entrance in a vivid red vel- 
vet gown, which contrasted strik- 
ingly with her blond hair. Her 
joyous personality was immediately 
evident in her gracious stage 
presence. The happiness which 
she projected into her first selec- 
tion was infectious. 

Her acute sense of mood and 
feeling were likewise evident in her

TRAVELOGUE I 


Nice, France 
March 1, 195.3 

Dear Everybody: 

Well, we left our ship reluctantly 
at Genoa, but I will try to bring 
you up to date on our trip after we 
left Gibraltar. I strongly suspect 
that the Captain slowed down so 
that we might see Gibraltar in day- 
light and that we should not reach 
Oran before sunrise the next morn- 
ing. 

We had several hours ashore 
here and we managed to get an ex- 
cellent taxi man from Poitiers, 
France who had lived in Oran many 
years. The city is of fairly recent 
development. The enclosed harbor 
which is large enough to hold many 
ships of all sizes is surrounded by 
very high land almost to the 
water’s edge. To the west the land 
was very, very steep and atop the 
mountain (1500 feet high) was a 
large and interesting looking old 
fortress going hack to Moorish 
times 

Fine new roads from the dock- 
side have been built zig-zagging up 
the steep hillsides to the town 
proper. All the roads were paved 
in the city and we have nothing 
better in the way of smooth sur- 
face. They are all built of con- 
crete. 

The population numbers some- 
thing over 200,000. There is a 
large Arab population, (They pre- 
fer to be called Musselmen) living 
in their own section known as the 
Kasbah. We went there and got 
out of the car to look into the shops 
and loiter along by the sidewalk 
cafes. The din here was tremen- 
dous. Radios blaring in Arabic, 
hucksters crying their wares and 
the total volume of just noise from 
the thousands on the walks and 
streets wus bewildering. 

The natives did not seem to mind 
us very much. They didn’t stare 
at us nearly as much as we would 
stare at one of them dressed in 
their native garb in one of our 
cities. We could take photos of 
street scenes without trouble as 
long as no women were near. They 
all are veiled. But I noticed some 
men laugh when I waited for a 
woman to get out of the view and 
then they invited me to snap them 
ut work. On the edge of the city 
hut still in Arab section, the houses 
ure built on steep hillsides which 
are terraced. Oranges were on the 
trees and figs and peach trees were 
in bloom. 

But the country is arid. There’s 
a fair amount of native pine and 
lots of cacti, hut they scarcely ever 
have rain and a month ago they 
had enough snow to make the hills 
all white for the first time in .30 
years! It was, however, fairly 
cool even in the sun. . 

Algeria is a French Department 
which is similar to one <>f our 
states. It is not a colony hut poli- 


tically a part of Fiance itself. For 
how much longer? A Frenchman 
I living there who had breakfast 
with us aboard ship guessed it 
might he for ns long ns ten years. 
Frankly, lie said, the reason is this. 

I There are 10 million Arabs in the 
country and they have one political 
party. There are about n million 
Frenchmen here and they have at 
| least 10 parties. There is no open 
defiance of France but there is an 
undercurrent which is growing all 
the time. And even in places like 
Oran which hns so many French 
there are many very wealthy 
Arabs. How many no one knows 
hut they are not few. 

The European part of the city 
is clean with good streets, good 
shops and doesn’t look much differ- 
ent than other European cities. We 
were struck with the lack of a 
Moorish look hut of course it was 
largely built by the French. Al- 
geria has its own currency, the 
same value as France hut not inter- 
changeable. At the postoffice they 
would take only Algerian money. 

In the afternoon, we sailed away 
headed for Genoa. Later the next 
afternoon, we were close to the 
Island of Manorca, one of the Bale- 
aric Isles which we hope to visit 
this week. Fairly high out of the 
water, in the clear weather we 
could see villages and small towns 
at frequent intervals. 

Then the next afternoon we 
skirted the coast of the Western 
Italian Riviera. We were not near 
enough to see it clearly without 
glasses. And soon after we came 
into port at Genoa. It’s a protected 
harbor and large. Four large 
cruise ships from America were 
here and just outside anchored the 
Carrier U. S. S. Midway and a 
destroyer. 

Genoa is really a lovely city of 
some 600,000. Built on so many 
steep hills that the main streets are 
frequently going through tunnels. 
Tunnels wide enough to easily ac- 
commodate four lanes of traffic. 
There are monuments all over the 
place in the covered plazas. The 
good that Mussolini did is partly 
here in this city. 

As a republic, it was, of course, 
very wealthy and powerful. So the 
old city had high walls about it. 
As it enlarged, new sectors were 
also walled until now they run on 
the hills far outside the original 
limits. Many of the walls are still 
standing. What was within them 
was naturally old and poor and 
dirty so 11 Duce had all of this old 
stuff torn down and in their places 
are lovely buildings with most of 
the principal ones arcaded like the 
Rue de Rivoli in Paris. 

There are many plazas and many 
magnificient monuments. The city 
is modern, our hotel was a dandy 
and we like Genoa. Yesterday we 
got a car and went along the coast 
part way, then over a span of the 
Appenines and farther down the 
coast toward Naples. This is the 
Southern Italian Riviera. 

It is very lovely. Along the 
coast the road has been cut out of 
the cliff in many, many places — 
sometimes high up — sometimes 
almost at sea level. Every few 
moments we got a view that could 
scarcely he described they were so 
lovely. 

The Appenines really begin at 
the water’s edge but at very fre- 
quent intervals a deeper valley cuts 
down the mountainside and as you 
turned a bend in the road you could 
see some of the most interesting 
little harbors and villages. In 
many of them the houses seemed 
to be nailed on to the steep moun- 
tains. And all were colorful. 

We dined at Portofino at a little 
out-door cafe on the square by the 
harbor side. Only yachts and fish- 
ing vessels use such ports. On the 
square women were selling fine 
linens and needlework. There are 
no automobiles in the town. You 
stop on the outskirts and walk to 
the square and the harbor. The

whole trip, which took about six 
hours to make, was a joy to re- 
member. 

Today we came by bus from 
Genoa here, that being the recom- 
mended mode of travel. The Italian 
railways (all electrified, and the 
French railways have direct con- 
nections also but the trains go 
through so many tunnels that you 
miss much. 

All the way here the mountains 
were steep. What amazed us was 
the amount of labor that had been 
put on these mountains to grow 
crops. There is no level country 
at all. From the water’s edge to 
the top of some of these little 
towns the land must rise 1,000 feet 
and behind that the terraces go al- 
most as far as you can see. They 
arc made by building a wall from 
6 to 10 feet high, then making a 
level place hack 6-10 feet and an- 
other wall and so on. The moun- 
tains look like giant stairways. On 
them they grow olives in great 
quantity and fruits and as you get 
into France there are thousands of 
greenhouses for this is known as 
the Coast of Flowers. 

But after the Southern Italian 
Riviera, I’ve not much to stay about 
the Riviera west of Genoa. We 
passed the customs at Menton 
without any trouble. They didn’t 
even ask to see our haggae. A 
customs officer came to the door 
and asked “Has anyone anything 
special to declare?” Nobody had 
apparently and that’s all there was 
to it. 

Before that we had lunched at 
San Remo and it was good. 

Leavin g Menton we passed 
through Monaco and, of course, 
Monte Carlo which to me just look- 
ed like a big city where people like 
to say they have been. If you had 
a private home there and friends, 
it might he wonderful but I can 
see nothing attractive about it. 
Then we reached Nice. 

We are at one of the good hotels, 
though we are not on the water 
side. We’re only going to be here 
overnight so we weren’t too fussy. 
I’ve bought the room but they are 
only going to let us use it over- 
night. Because we had some heavy 
hags at the bus terminal a block 
away, we took a taxi. The rate 
was .350 francs or about $1.00 for a 
one block ride. That’s the mini- 
mum rate! They tell me the taxi

TUBERCULOSIS COMMITTEE 

The annual meeting of the Win- 
chester Tuberculosis Committee 
with officials of the Middlesex Health 
Association was held at the home 
of Mrs. Henry MofTette, chairman, 
on Wednesday, March 18. 

Representing: the M iddlesex 

Health Association were Miss Cath- 
arine Rogers, director of Seal Sales; 
Miss Betty Myers, rehabilitation 
counsellor, and Mr. Joseph Fitte, 
health educator. Of the Winchester 
committee, besides Mrs. MofTette 
those present were: Mrs. Harlow 
Russell, chairman elect; Mrs. 
Franklin Lane, treasurer; Mrs. 
Sanford Moses, Mrs. Richard Clark, 
Mrs. William Spaulding, and Mrs. 
James Coon. 

The total Seal sales in the town 
of Winchester were reported at 
$3784.50. 

The budget for the year of 1053 
was set up and approved, with allo- 
cations made for several projects. 

A sum was voted to the Middle- 
sex Health Association which in- 
cluded contributions to the state 
and national programs. 

Provision was made for health 
education including literature for 
the public library; literature, post- 
ers. and moving pictures for schools 
and industries. 

Money was appropriated for the 
cate-finding program, including X- 
rays in industries, the junior class 
of the high school, in hospitals 
where such a program is in opera- 
tion for citizens of Winchester. 

A donation was made for the re- 
habilitation program. This provides 
instruction and material for use in 
building and encouraging skills for 
the tuberculosis convalescent. 

A health education scholarship 
was provided for further study by a 
qualified public health nurse. 

A further contribution was made 
to the Margaret Roberts Memorial 
Fund. This fund was formerly call- 
ed the Special Fund and was ad- 
ministered by Miss Roberts to give 
help where needed in any part of 
the program for which no other 
funds were available. This proved 
of greatest value, particularly in 
rehabilitation work, and after her 
death, its name was changed to the 
Margaret Roberts Memorial Fund. 
All .chapters contribute what they 
can to this; it is available for any 
demonstrated need, and Winchester 
citizens have benefitted often from 
it. We are proud to make a gener- 
ous contribution each year.

The improvement of science 
teaching was the subject of the 
conference held at the Washing- 
ton School last Wednesday and at- 
tended by all elementary school 
teachers and principals, as well as 
representatives from the junior and 
senior high school science depart- 
ments. The conference, arranged 
by the elementary science commit- 
tee, was designed to acquaint teach- 
ers with improved methods, mate- 
rials, nnd techniques for making 
science instruction interesting and 
meaningful to school children. 

Preceding the regular session, 
there was an exhibit of science pro- 
jects prepared by pupils in the ele- 
mentary schools. In several cases, 
the students were present to dem- 
onstrate their electrical “inven- 
tions” or explain their experiments. 
Another interesting feature was 
the showing of modern, colorful 
texts for the teachings of science, 
offered by several leading publish- 
ers. 

At the conclusion of the exhibit 
period, the conference was con- 
vened by Superintendent Forbes 
II. Norris, who then turned the 
program over to Miss Sybil 
Daniels, chairman of the commit- 
tee. In her brief statement Miss 
Daniels sought to emphasize the 
close relationship of science to all 
areas of school instruction. Quot- 
ing from a statement by Dr. Her- 
bert Zinn, she said, “The Science 
teacher, the classroom teacher, and 
all other teachers in the school 
system are important in the science 
program. The music teacher will 
use some science if she does her 
work to the fullest. So will the art 
teacher, the social studies teacher, 
and the physical education teach- 
er.” 

The principal speaker of the 
afternoon, Mr. Norman D. Harris, 
director of education at the Mu- 
seum of Science, Boston, was next 
introduced. As*the producer of the 
television show, “Living Wonders,” 
which was the winner of a Peabody 
Award, Mr. Harris has been mak- 
ing science interesting to a large 
and enthusiastic audience through- 
out New England for the past four 
yea is. 

Mr. Harris expressed the belief 
that a lively, dramatic presentation 
of science is most important at the 
elementary level, if the interest of 
boys and girls is to be captured for 
all time. Vivid experiences are 
necessary for all students. At the 
same time, a teacher may encour- 
age individuals with studies or ex- 
perimentation along the lines of 
their particular interest. 

Illustrating his talk, Mr. Harris 
showed several experiments that 
may be done with simple materials, 
and he made suggestions for many 
more demonstrations. When speak- 
ing of the study of living things, 
he urged the teachers to help over- 
come the common aversion to 
snakes by teaching interesting 
facts about them. In time with the 
season were his suggestions for 
the springtime study of birds, rep- 
tiles, and amphibians. Mr. Harris 
also spoke about the many services 
to teachers and schools rendered 
by the Museum of Science, and he 
noted that several classes from 
Winchester have already visited 
the museum. The close attention 
with which his talk and demon- 
strations were received and the 
lively question period which fol- 
lowed seemed to indicate that the 
purpose of the meeting had been 
fully achieved.

Mr. and Mrs. Robert W. Cross 
of Spenard, Alaska, with their son, 
Richard, and daughter, Susan, are 
in Winchester visiting Mr. ('loss’ 
parents, Mr. nnd Mrs. Alvah W.

Mr. Cross has been in govern- 
ment service in Alaska for the past 
six years, as chief draftsman on 
construction work that has been 
going on for some time at the big 
air force base at Anchorage.

SCHOLARSHIP FOUNDATION 


Spring is here and High School 
seniors preparing for college have 
taken their College Board examin- 
ations. Soon the incoming mail 
will he eagerly watched for 
answers to the entrance applica 
tions which have been hopefully 
made to many different colleges. 
For twenty years, qualified stu- 
dents have been encouraged to plan 
for higher education by the know- 
lego that their Town stood ready 
to back them with financial help. 

The first community-wide effort 
in this direction was made by the 
Mot burs’ Association in 1932. 
$100.00 was a lot of money to raise 
for a new cause in the depths of the 
depression, but that was the sum 
to which the chapters pledged 
themselves and the goal was reach- 
ed. 

Money was raised in increasing 
amounts and awards were made 
each year, until by 1944 it was felt 
that the project deserved and would 
leceive support on n much broader 
scale throughout the T o w n. 
Through the Mothers’ Association 
a representative committee was ap- 
pointed and in December, 1945, the 
Winchester Scholarship Foundation 
was formally established. 

The purposes of the organization 
were stated as follows: "to award 
or aid in the award of scholarships 
to seniors or graduates of the Win- 
chester High School, to gather and 
provide data for others proposing 
to award such scholarships, to re- 
ceive, invest and distribute funds 
for these purposes or for purposes 
incidental to them, and otherwise 
to stimulate, recognize, and reward 
scholastic excellence or other out- 
standing merit in the Winchester 
High School.” 

Funds are raised by a Gift Com- 
mittee of four members, one elected 
each year to serve for four years, 
with the senior member acting as 
chairman. This year they are; Air. 
Harry Chefalo, Mr. John McIntyre, 
Mrs. Robert Tonon and Mrs. George 
Marks, Chairman. 

Recipients of the scholarship 
awards are chosen, after the most 
careful consideration, by the Schol- 
arship Committee. Its members 
five also elected for four year terms, 
so that the senior member has had 
three years of service before as- 
suming the chairmanship. This 
year the Committee consists of: 
Mrs. Noil Borden. Mrs. Warren 
Shoemaker, Mrs. Thomas Morison 
md Mr. Charles Gallagher, Chair- 
man.

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TOWN MEETING 


(Continued from Paire 1) 


Sonin of the? prnsnnt rommitlnn 
were not inclined to jfo alon^ with 
the Wilson idens, hilt further 
study and discussion finally brought 
all to the point where they were 
ready to accept his recommenda 
lions and propose them to the town, 
feeling that the variation from the 
plan rejected two years ago would 
make the new proposal acceptable 
to the voters this year. 

One of the items of the unaccept- 
able plan, the space devoted to in- 
dustrial arts, is materially changed 
in the new plan, Mr. Speers ex- 
plained, so that now the entire 
building committee feels that the 
town under the new layout will pro- 
vide all that is necessary in this 
field, always bearing in mind that 
an industrial arts program is not 
vocational education, something for 
which there is little call in Win- 
chester. 

Mr. Speers said the enlarged 
junior high school will take care 
of 025 pupils and the remodelled 
senior high of 500 junior high 
pupils. The committee feels that 
the buildings will be adequate for 
from 10 to 12 years, with the high 
school having an outside capacity 
of 1200 pupils. 

It is the committee’s judgment 
that both buildings may be full in 
six years, but at or about that time 
a leveling off of school population 
is looked for and that by careful 
planning and perhaps going above 
optima figures emergencies can he 
cared for up to 1200 in the high 
school. 

When an increase above that 
figure is encountered in school 
population the committee feels 
that the solution is to build a new 
junior high building and go to the 
G-3-3 plan which the School Com- 
mittee a n d Superintendent of 
Schools actually prefer to the 6-2-4 
plan the alteration of the present 
buildings ensures. 

Mr. Speers took up the matter of 
closing Main street at Washington 
street as provided by the so-called 
Foster Plan, which called for join- 
ing the present high and junior 
high buildings across Main street 
and providing a school campus. The 
schools ca'mpus idea appealed to 
some of the committee members 
strongly and they went so far as 
to confer with state officials to see 
if Main street can be blocked off 
and if state and county aid might 
be secured in the event the town 
wanted to close it. 

The committee found, he said, 
that the street can be blocked off 
if an alternate route is provided 
through the Skillings estate and the 
town would receive state and 
county aid on such a project. 

The committee, however, also 
found that any state or county aid 
forthcoming would not come soon 
enough to count in the present 
emergency, and the members also 
felt that perhaps it was not the 
committee’s place to take the initial 
steps toward the acceptance of 
what seemed to them primarily a 
traffic diversion plan rather than a 
school plan, though Mr. Speers ad- 
mitted the committee would have 
been glad to have any one else pro- 
pose it. The lowest cost the com- 


mittee could get on the street clos- 
ing was $550,000 and most esti- 
mates were substantially above this 
figure. 

The committee has retained 
Lewis W. Iloss Associates for the 
work on the junior high school 
building, which will be enlarged 
by the addition of wings on both 
sides of the original block and ex- 
tensive remodelling of the original 
building. The plan makes neces- 
sary the taking of three homes on 
the southerly side of Warwick ter- 
race to make possible the develop- 
ment in that direction. 

Jerome Bailey Foster, Winches- 
ter architect, ha^ been retained to 
do the high school renovations, 
most of which consist of moderniz- 
ing and decorating. The commit- 
tee estimates that the entire job 
for both schools will total about 
$ 1 ,800,000, with $200,000 for mod- 
ernizing the high school, and $1,- 
200,000 for construction and re- 
modelling at the junior high build- 
ing and the remainder for furnish- 
ing and fees. 

The Committee’s best judgment 
is that in the event a low bidder 
for the work at the junior high 
building is a firm that pushes a job 
rapidly, it may be possible to trans- 
form the junior high school into a 
senior high school by September, 
1954. It is now believed that in- 
stead of a summer job, five months 
at least will be necessary to mod- 
ernize the high school for use as a 
junior high. 

Mr. Speers showed slides of both 
jobs and answered a very few 
questions about both buildings. 
There was no opposition voiced to 
either plan and Mr. Speers was 
warmly applauded when he con- 
cluded his presentation. 

Mr. Hewis tried to have the meet- 
ing split the $69,000 appropriation 
voted the school building commit- 
tee for plans so as to take $10,000 
from revenue and $20,000 from Ex- 
cess and Deficiency. The meeting 
rejected his amendment to this end 
and voted the original motion 
without debate. 

The meeting opened by voting 
$1800 to be expended by the Se- 
lectmen to build a gravel sidewalk 
along Main street from Chardon 
road to Symmes corner as a safety 
measure for children in the Char- 
don road area going to the Mystic 
School on foot. 

Consideration of Article 22 was 
deferred until the next adjourned 
session of the meeting, Mr. Bun- 
nell explaining that this article, 
seeking to take land in Rangely 
for a parking lot. had been the sub- 
ject of two hearings by the Plan- 
ning Board, the second coming only 
the night before Thursday’s ses- 
sion. The Board, with one member 
ill. had been unable to consider the 
article sufficiently in view of the 
opposition to the project at the 
hearings to arrive at a recommen- 
dation. 

The sum of $800 was voted to 
increase and improve the parking 
place behind the Fire Station to 
accommodate 12 more cars, en- 
larging the capacity to 57. As an 
aid to parking it was also voted 
to transfer from the Park Depart- 
ment to the Selectmen a strip of 
land along the railroad t lacks on 
Shore road to be used as a parking 
place for 45 to 50 cars. The Fin- 
ance Committee opposed this Se- 
lectman-approved measure present- 


ed by Mr. Hewis, but the meeting 
voted the transfer, Mr. Greer *\ 
plaining that the Highway De- 
partment would do the work neces- 
sary to put the strip in condition 
to use. Mr. Hewis asked $4,000 to 
construct the area, but readily 
changed this sum to $2.'’"»" th 
Mr. Greer believed would be enough 
to do the sort of job a contem- 
plated by the Selectmen. 

Action was indefinitely p< v ;• mod 
o:i the article proposin' t«» < i t 
a bridge across the Mill Pond to 
provide easy access from the town 
hall parking lot to the diopp • ; 
center. 

Some little debate occurred undoi 
the article seeking to install park- 
ing meters in the center. 

Mr. Greer, in stating tin* Se 
leetmen’s approval, explained that 
there is no cost to install the 
meters, the installing company tak 
ing 50 percent of the proceeds f- i 
18 months. After payment, meters 
would he expected to bring the 
town about $12,000 a year, which 
by law can only be expended for 
upkeep of the meters, parking or 
traffic cost items. Mr. Greer ex- 
plained that the Selectmen feel that 
with the parking problem becoming 
daily more acute, it would be a 
good plan to try out meters with 
the understanding that they can be 
removed if the town decides it does 
not like them after a trial. 

The Finance Committee opposed 
the meters, Mr. Swift stating that 
in their opinion they add another 
tax for the motorist and will not 
provide additional parking spaces. 
Mr. Hewis opposed. Mr. Wilde op- 
posed at some length, stating that 
the parking meter companies get 
the gravy from them and that 
meters do not provide any extra 
parking space. He felt local mer- 
chants, paying preferred rent for 
first floor offices and stores, are 
handicapped by meters and that the 
present parking as regulated* by 
* he police will not he improved by 
the installation of meters. 

Mrs. Woodside favored the 
meters, stating that for once she 
vas in agreement with the Select- 
men and particularly the chairman 
of the Selectmen. Mr. Itotondi. 
Mr. Horn and Mr. Cullen opposed 
the meters and the meters were 
again rejected, hut by a relatively 
close vote, 66 being in favor and fit) 
opposed. 

The meeting’s final action was to 
appropriate $17,225 and $12,471.20 
for the School Committee’s use. 
respectively to improve the lighting 
in the elementary schools rrd ‘ 
paint, equip and repair the old s v 
tion of the George Washing a 
School. Mr. Hewis and Mr. Sar. " 
battling down to the wire, tried un- 
successfully to have both am i t 
taken from Excess and Deficiency 
instead of revenue.

SELECTMEN’S NOTES 


Outside Work by 
Police and Firefighters 

Following a prolonged study, the 
Selectmen have issued regulations 
to the police and fire departments 
concerning the conditions under 
which men in those departments 
may engage in work while off duty. 
The Star reported February 13th 
in some detail the proceedings of u 
hearing held by the Board on the 
matter. The Selectmen had taken 
the attitude that the regulations 
should either he enforced or altered 
to suit present day conditions. 

Under the new rules, the men 
may work a maximum of two days 
per week, provided such work 
leaves them available if needed in 
emergencies and that such work 
in no way interferes with the full 
performance of their regular du- 
ties. Further, they should not bid 
on work which would compete with 
local contractors. The men are to 
keep their chiefs informed of their 
activities and the chiefs have or- 
ders from the Board of Selectmen 
to see that the new rules are strict- 
ly enforced. 

It is the intention of the Select- 
men to observe carefully the suc- 
cess of these new regulations with 
a view toward possible revision at 
a later date if necessary. 

Parking 

The Selectmen ure continuing to 
study the problem of control and 
regulation of parking in the Cen- 
ter. Many helpful suggestions were 
received by them during the con- 
sideration of the various articles 
in the Warrant on parking. In the 
meantime, parking regulations are 
to be rigidly enforced by the police 
department under instructions giv- 
en to Police Chief liurrold by the 
Board this week.

The 
Youth Minister, Rev. Don McMan- 
nis, will have charge. 

A service will be held at 7:45 
p. m. on Good Friday. Rev. C. Mal- 
colm Keir, former Sunday School 
and college classmate of the pastor, 
will share in the service. Holy 
Communion will be served. 

Easter Sunday will climax the 
commemoration services. At 6:00 
a. m. all Protestant churches will 
conduct a service at the Winchester 
Country Club near the practice tee. 
If it rains, services will he held in 
Ripley Chapel of the First Congre- 
gational Church. This service will 
be in charge of the young peoples 
groups of all the churches. 

The Easter service at 10:45 a. m. 
will climax the weeks program. 
Again special messages in word 
and song will mark the glorious 
day. A cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to members, friends and 
those who have no church ties.

Norman Howard, tall center on 
Winchester High School’s basket- 
ball team broke the school scoring 
record this year with a total of 340 
points. The previous record was 
319 points, set by “Doug” Hawkins, 
last year’s great center. “Ken” 
Donaghey set a record in 1949, 
subsequently broken by Walter 
Murphy the following season, and 
then by Hawkins in ’52. 

Hawkins’ mark of 319 was made 
in 24 games, he having missed the 
Portsmouth game in 1952. 

Howard ran up his 340 points in 
24 games, sinking 108 floor goals 
and 124 free tries. Co-Captain 
“Stu” Thomson finished in the run- 
ner-up spot with 281 points on 98 
floor goals and 85 foul shots. Neil 
Muncaster had 258 points and John- 
ny Atkinson, hero of Winchester’s 
win over Belmont in the Garden, 
198. 

After that the scoring fell off 
sharply, with Max McCreery, re- 
serve center, next in line with 82 
points. A year ago Winchester’s 
unbeaten Class B champions had all 
eight regulars scoring better than 
131 points. This year the scoring 
was more concentrated and conse- 
quently easier to stop. 

This year’s team had a great foul 
shooting record with Dave Pratt 
the leading foul shooter, converting 
23 of 29 for an actual percentage 
of 79.3. Against St. Mary’s Win- 
chester made 21 of 30 fouls shots 
good and sank 20 out of 31 against 
Belmont, winning both these tour- 
nament games on free tries. 
Against Weymouth, the Indians 
made good on 26 of 37 foul shots. 

This year’s club averaged slight- 
ly better than 60.5 points per game. 
Howard was the leading rebounder 
with 120 offensive rebounds and 
159 defensive. Muncaster was 
second with 74 offensive and 161 
defensive. Johnny Atkinson led in 
assists with 69 direct passes for 
baskets. Thomson was second. 

An indication of how this year’s 
club looked to Boston sports writers 
may be obtained from the fact that 
not a single paper picked a Win- 
chester boy for the All Class B 
Tournament Team. A year ago 
Both Hawkins and Farrell were 
pretty much unanimous choices for 
the all teams. 

This year’s club made tits fine 
record without the advantage of 
all-star performers, depending on 
team-play and superior coaching to 
score its victories. For instance 
against Belmont in the Garden 
Coach Bartlett used a zone defense 
which bothered Belmont no end, 
because the Red and Blue were 
totally unprepared for it.
